Ten  specimens  blood  were  examined,  six  of  these  were  for  the  Widal  reaction,  two  of  which  were 
positive.  Four  were  for  the  plasmodia  malaria,  of  these  three  were  negative  and  the  other  showed 
the  tertian  parasite» 

Twenty-five  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  for  the  tubercle  bacillus,  six  which  were  positive. 
Twenty  specimens  of  urine  were  examined,  six  showed  albumen,  four  showed  hyaline  casts,  three 
numerous  pus  cells,  and  one  red  blood  corpuscles. 

Three  specimens  of  faeces  were  examined  for    the  amoebae    dysentericse,  these  were  all  negative. 
A  specimen  of  milk  obtained  from  a  mother  nursing  a  child  was  sent  to  the  laboratory  for  mic- 
roscopical and  bacteriological  examination. 

This  milk  showed  a  large  amount  of  bacteria,  but  as  the  nailk  had  been  brought  to  the  labora- 
tory in  an  unsterilized  glass  and  the  top  covered  with  an  old  piece  of  newspaper,  no  attempt  was 
made  to  separate  and  identify  the  bacteria  present.  The  microscopical  examination  showed  nothing 
beyond  a  large  amount  of  bacteria  and  a  few  epithelial  cells. 

A  pqrtion  of  a  tumor  of  the  uterus  removed  from  a  patient  in  one  of  the  city  hospitals  and  sent 
'  to  tine  l4tferatóry  for  microsck)pical  examination  proved  to  be  a  carcinoma. 
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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Philippine  Islands  and 
city  of  Manila  for  the  month  of  September,  1901.  So  far  no  vital  statistics  have  been  received  from  the  towns  in 
the  provinces,  but  it  is  hoped  that  as  soon  as  municipal  and  provincial  boards  of  health  are  established  this 
information  may  be  obtained. 

The  act  creating  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  i^hilippine  Islands  was  passed  by  the  Civil  Commission  July  1, 
1901,  but  did  not  go  into  effect  until  August  7,  on  which  date  the  Board  of  Health  under  the  control  of  the 
Provost-Marshal-C^eneral  of  the  city  of  Manila  was  turned  over  to  the  civil  autliorities. 

As  organized  the  Board  of  Health  consists  of  a  Commissioner  of  Public  H(ialth,  Sanitary  Engineer,  Chief 
Health  Inspector,  Superintendent  of  (irovernment  Laboratories,  and  a  Secretary.  The  Chief  Surgeon  of  the 
Division,  Chief  Quarantine  Offtcer  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service,  and  the  president  and  vice-j)resident  of  the 
Association  of  Physicians  and  Pharmacists  of  the  Philippine  Islands  are  honorary  members  of  the  Board  but  not 
entitled  to  a  vote. 

Since  its  creation  the  Board  has  reorganized  the  sanitary  corps  of  the  city  of  Manila,  which  now  consists  of 
twelve  chief  and  thirty-three  sanitary  inspectors,  with  authority  to  double  the  latter  during  epidemics  or  in  case 
of  special  necessity. 

One  chief  sanitary  inspector  with  two  or  three  assistants  is  assigned  to  each  of  the  twelve  districts  of  the  city, 
and  provided  with  a  station  or  office,  where  he  can  be  found  at  a  certain  hour  during  the  day  by  a  medical 
inspector,  who  is  detailed  to  visit  them  at  certain  hours  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  instructions  or  receiving 
reports.  The  sanitary  corps  is  required  to  make  house-to-house  inspections,  reporting  the  condition  of  the  same 
daily  to  the  Chief  Health  Inspector  of  the  Board.  In  case  plague  or  other  contagious  diseases  are  found  the 
matter  is  at  once  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health  and  investigated  by  a  medical  inspector.  The  sanitary  corps  is 
authorized  to  leave  a  health  notice  in  each  house  where  proper  sanitary  conditions  are  not  found  and  to  require 
the  occupants  to  make  such  necessary  changes  within  a  prescribed  time.  On  account  of  noncompliance  with 
these  orders,  a  number  of  arrests  were  made  and  fines  imposed.  Municipal  physicians  are  likewise  required  to 
submit  sanitary  reports  to  the  Board  of  Health ;  also  special  reports  in  regard  to  diseases  of  an  infectious  or  con- 
tagious nature  which  may  come  under  their  observation. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  Manila  is  not  satisfactory,  and,  in  my  opinion,  will  never  become  so  until  it  is 
supplied  with  a  satisfactory  sewer  system  and  a  large  number  of  the  buildings  subjected  to  alteration  and 
remodeling.  The  city  of  Manila  is  located  on  a  fiat  tract  of  land  lying  at  the  mouth  of  the  Pasig  River,  which 
divides  it  into  two  almost  equal  halves.  The  land  constituting  its  site  consists  of  an  alluvial  deposit,  the  accretion 
of  years.  In  addition  to  the  river,  which  flows  through  it,  the  city  is  cut  up  into  a  number  of  subsections  by 
natural  or  artificial  esteros  or  waterways,  which  are  connected  with  the  river  and  bay.  These  esteros  as  a  rule  are 
tortuous  in  their  course  and  unwalled,  and  into  them  empty  a  number  of  private  water-closets.  As  a  rule,  the 
foundations  of  all  buildings  in  the  city  of  Manila  consist  of  ordinary  sandstone  or  a  manufactured  stone  laid  on 
the  ground,  without  further  preparation,  and  the  walls  built  up  without  cement  protection.  As  a  result  of  this 
method  of  construction,  a  majority  of  the  lower  stories  are  water-soaked  from  six  to  eight  feet  above  the  ground, 
varying  in  distance  in  accordance  with  the  dryness  of  the  site.  A  number  of  systems  are  employed  for  the  col- 
lection and  disposal  of  night  soil,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  cesspools,  stone  vaults,  sewer  systems  connected 
with  the*  river,  esteros,  or  bay,  and  the  dry-earth  system.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  present  methods  of  dis- 
posal of  night  soil  are  unsatisfactory,  the  Board  has  recommended  the  introduction  of  the  pail  system  until  a 
proper  sewer  system  can  be  instituted  in  the  city. 


PLACU  E,    SMALLPOX,    AND    OTHER    CXiNTAGIOl'S    DISEASES. 

Bul)onie  plague  was  ñrst  discovered  in  Manila  in  December,  1899,  and  since  that  date  up  to  the  present 
778  cases  have  occurred,  resulting  in  ()18  deaths  or  79.4  per  cent.     Every  case  discovered  in  the  city  at  present 
is  sent  to  the  plague  hospiti\l  as  soon  as  the  diagnosis  has  been  veri  tied  hy  blood  examination,  and  the  l)odieB 
of   those   found   dead    sent   there   for   cremation,    unless   tlie   friends   inter  such    ciises  in  hermetically  sealed 
metallic  caskets,  in  compliance  with  the  directions  of  the  Hoard.     A  large  pro}>t)rtion  of  cases  are  found  after 
death    and  similar  microsco])ical  examinations  of  thes(*  are  also  made.      In  order  to  exclude  the  possibility 
of  anv  case  csca|)ing  the  vigilance  of  the   Hoard  all  deaths  re]>orted  by  physicians  in   the  city   where  there 
is  a  suspicion  of  plague  are  examined  l)y  one  of  the  medic4il  inspectors  of  the  board.     Great  attention  is  now 
being  paid  to  the  destruction  of  rats,  which  are  beUeved  to  be  the  principal  cause  of  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
Three  thousand  dollars  was  ai)pro})riated  by  the  C'onnnission  for  the  catching  of  rati*  by  means  of  traps,  but  so 
far  onlv  a  small  number  have  been  secured  in  this  way.     Quite  recently  a  corps  of  rat  catchers  has  V)een  I 
organized    consisting  of  forty  natives,  who  are  divided  into  sfpiads  of  two  and  provided  with  buckets  for  holding  | 
disinfecting  solutions,  the  collection  of  dead  rats,  vesst^ls  for  ratsbane^  etc.     The  rat  catchers  are  distributed  anunig 
the  twelve  districts  of  the  city  and  directed  to  set  tlu^  ratsbane  in  cert^iin  sections,  beginning  not  earlier  than  half 
i)ast  8  p.   m.,  and  to  collect  the  same  the  following  morning,  begiiming  not  later  than  5  a.  m.      Dead  rats  found 
in  houses  or  premises  are  at  once  dropped  into  the  carbolic  solution,  and  afterwards  tagged  with  the  number 
of  house  and  street  and  sent  to  the  i.al)oratory  for  microscopical  examination.     Houses  or  premises  where  plague 
occurs  or  where  dead  rats  affected  with  plague  have  been  found  are  subjected  to  a  rigid  disinfection,  such  houses 
being  closed  for  from  thirty  to  sixty  days  or  until  they  are  considered  safe  for  reoccupancy. 

Hut  hve  cases  of  death  have  occurred  from  smalljiox  in  Manila  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  city  may  be  regarded  as  free  from  that  dis(^'is(\  During  the  past  two  months  two  cjiííes  imported 
from  the  southern  islands  were  found  on  shipboard  by  the  Marin(-lIos])ital  Service  and  transferred  to  the 
smallnox  hospital  for  care  and  treatment,  (hvat  can»  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  ])ublic  vaccination  within 
the  city,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  population  at  present  is  jmu'tically  innnune. 

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  found  to  be  v(Ty  connnon  among  a  certain  class  of  the  citizens,  HK)  deaths  having 
occurrcMl  alone  during  the  |)ast  two  months  from  this  disease.  This  (iU(>stion  is  regard(KÍ  as  an  exceedingly 
serious  one,  and  in  order  to  secure  proper  vital  statistics  in  regard  to  this  disease  a  blank  form  has  been  printed 
for  circulation  by  the  physicians,  sanitary  insi)ectors,  and  others  of  tlu»  city.  It  is  believed  that  the  ultimate 
organization  of  a  consumptive  colony  outside  of  the  city  will  become  necessary  in  the  near  future,  as  this  disease 
occurs  principally  among  the  very  poor  and  those  who  live  in  the  crowded  districts  and  imder  poor  sanitary 

conditions. 

Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  are  very  rare  in  Manila,  but  measles  is  occasionally  re])orted. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-five  births  were  reported  during  the  month  of  Se])tember,  but  it  is  beHeved  that 
this  amount  does  not  represent  more  than  50  i)er  cent  of  the  births  during  that  period.  So  far  it  has  been 
impossible  to  secure  proper  statistics  of  tlie  birthrate,  as  a  large  number  of  thesfi  occur  without  tht;  assistance  of 

phvsicians  or  midwives.  ^  i  d      i  ^ 

At  present  hospitals  for  the  accommodation  of  lepers  are  in  oi)eration  in  Manila,  Cebu,  Palestma,  and  Bacolod, 
containing  in  all  about  500  cases.  A  number  of  reports  have  Ix^en  received  from  the  governors  and  secretaries  of 
the  various  provinces  regarding  lepers  reciuesting  assistances  With  a  view  to  the  support  of  these  isolated  cas^ 
an  appropriation  has  been  submitted  to  the  Commission  for  necessary  funds.  Various  estunatc-s  of  from  10,000 
to  30  000  have  been  placed  upon  the  number  of  lepers  living  in  the  Archipelago,  but  from  information  received 
from  'various  sources  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  the  number  is  less  than  12,000.  In  order  t(.  secure  definit^ 
statistics  a  blank  form  has  been  forwarded  to  the  secretaries  of  the  various  provinces  and  to  medical  officers  and 
others  for  the  collection  of  this  data,  and  it  is  hoped  that  within  from  thirty  to  «ixty  days  the  approximate 

number  will  be  ascertained.  i    ,         •       i    *  ^*  *;„^.  ««^  ;♦  ;« 

The  care  of  lepers  in  the  hospitals  throughout  the  Archipelago  may  be  regarded  as  simply  tentative  and  it  is 
hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  a  permanent  colony  will  be  established  for  them  on  some  suitable  island 
sufficiently  distant  from  the  mainland  to  prevent  return  to  their  homes. 

RINDERPEST    AND   THE    U)CUST    PLAGUE. 

Rinderpest  has  been  prevalent  among  the  carabao  and  cattle  of  the  Philippine  Islands  for  a  «umber  of 
years,  and  a«  a  result  a  large  number  of  these  animals  ha^  been  destroyed.  The  Board  of  Health  ha«  taken  the 
Ster  up  and  has  sent  experts  into  a  number  of  the  provinces  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  intelligent  natives  the 


method  of  making  post-mortem  examinations  on  animals  dying  of  the  disease,  collecting  gall  and  inoculating 
animals  suffering  from  the  disease  or  for  their  immunization  by  serum.  The  most  marked  beneficial  results 
have  been  obtained  by  these  methods,  and  it  is  believed  that  in  time  the  disease  will  be  eradicated  from  the 
Archipelago. 

The  locust  pest  has  likewise  infested  the  Archipelago  for  a  number  of  years,  in  certain  instances  destroying 
the  crops  in  a  number  of  provinces  and  islands  and  resulting  in  a  great  deal  of  suffering  among  the  inhabitants. 
Fungus  for  the  destruction  of  locusts  has  been  introduced  in  a  large  number  of  the  provinces,  resulting  in  some 
instances  in  the  destruction  of  the  swarms.  In  certain  localities  reports  have  been  received  that  drinking  water 
infected  by  dead  locusts  poisoned  by  the  fungus  caused  intestinal  disturbances  among  the  natives.  Letters  have 
been  written  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  the  Board  of  Health,  Natal,  Africa,  for 
specimens  of  the  fungus  used  in  those  countries  for  the  destruction  of  locusts. 

A   NEW    EPIDEMIC    DISEASE   AFFECTING   HORSES   IN   THE   ARCHIPELAGO   CAUSED   BY    A    BLOOD   SPIRILLUM. 

Since  the  invasion  of  the  wet  season  a  large  number  of  horses  have  been  reported  suffering  from  a  febrile 
disease  resulting  in  a  great  mortality.  This  disease  has  been  found  generally  present  throughout  the  Island  of 
Luzon,  and  in  several  localities  all  the  native  horses  have  died  from  it.  A  large  numl)er  of  Government  horses  have 
also  been  affected  with  this  disease,  but  the  mortality  among  them  has  not  been  so  great  as  among  native  horses. 

As  a  rule  the  disease  appears  suddenly  and  is  not  noted  until  too  late  to  treat  the  animals.  It  is  charac- 
terized by  the  following  symptoms:  Rise  of  temperature  from  103  to  107,  apparently  without  chill,  increased 
abdominal  breathing,  and  full  pulse.  The  temperature  is  rapidly  followed  by  swellings  or  pads  under  the  belly, 
in  the  sheath,  testicles,  and  legs,  and  accompanied  by  heart  failure  and  death  in  a  number  of  cases.  At  times 
the  disease  is  attended  by  emaciation  and  may  be  accompanied  by  a  convalescence  of  several  months. 

Dr.  Muecke,  the  veterinarian  of  the  Government  corral  in  this  city,  has  noticed  the  disease  for  several 
seasons  and  states  that  it  is  known  as  ''calentura"  among  the  natives. 

On  post-mortem  examination  the  organs  and  tissues,  as  a  rule,  are  anaemic;  in  some  cases  abscesses  are  noted 
in  the  stomach  and  abdominal  cavities,  the  pericardial  sac  and  pleural  cavities  are  always  full  of  a  serous  fluid, 
but  with  no  appearance  of  inflammatory  changes.  Ante-mortem  clots  are  found  in  the  heart.  There  is  a  general 
discoloration  of  the  tissues,  especially  of  the  intima  of  the  blood  vessels,  which  are  of  a  diffuse  redness  throughout 
the  body.  The  liver  shows  fatty  degeneration  and  cloudy  swellings;  the  kidneys  are  large  and  white,  the  cortex 
thickened,  and  spleen  atrophied.  It  does  not  seem  j:)robable  that  the  disease  is  of  a  contagious  nature,  for  in 
stables  where  there  are  a  number  of  horses  several  may  be  affected  while  others  remain  immune. 

Microscopical  examination  shows  an  animal  parasite,  a  spirillum,  about  twice  the  length  of  a  red  blood 
corpuscle  and  about  one-half  the  width  of  the  same.  The  parasite  shows  active  and  definite  movement  and 
shows  pseudopodia  along  the  sides.  It  was  obsc^'ved  that  most  of  the  parasites  contained  two  or  more  dark 
granules  scattered  through  their  substance.  The  disease  has  proven  to  be  an  exceedingly  interesting  one  and 
is  being  investigated  by  the  Board  of  Health,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Government  Labora- 
tories. A  large  number  of  specimens  of  blood  taken  from  animals  affected  with  the  disease  are  at  present 
being  examined.

Sir:— 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  month  of  Octo- 
ber, 1901.  855  deaths  occurred  in  Manila  during  the  month,  as  compared  with  961  for  the  same  month 
in  1900.  They  were  divided  as  follows:  Filipinos  820,  Chinese  25,  all  others  10.  The  average  death 
rate  for  the  month  is  40.29,  as  compared  with  46.23  for  the  same  month  in  1900;  the  rate  being  among 
the  Filipinos  51.75,  Chinese  5.70,  all  others  9.96.  484  births  were  reported  during  the  month,  as 
compared  with  393  for  the  same  month  in  1900,  giving  an  annual  birth  rate  for  the  month  of  22.81. 
477  of  these  births  occurred  among  the  Filipinos,  and  7  among  the  Chinese.  The  greatest  mortality 
during  the  month  resulted  from  infantile  convulsions,  there  being  322  deaths  ascribed  to  this  cause 
alone.  The  cause  of  this  great  mortality  among  children  is  being  investigated  by  the  Board 
of  Health  and  it  is  believed  that  definite  information  on  the  subject  will  be  submitted  in  the  next 
monthly  report.  It  is  more  than  probable  that  a  large  percentage  of  these  cases  may  be  ascribed  to 
the  poor  methods  of  alimentation  practiced  among  the  Filipino  mothers  of  the  lower  classes,  with 
whom  the  majority  of  deaths  reported  from  this  cause  occur.  Other  deaths  occurred  in  the  following 
sequence:  pulmonary  tuberculosis  70,  acute  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  46,  acute  bronchitis  43,  chronic 
diarrhoea  and  enteritis  37,  simple  meningitis  28. 

Bubonic   Plag:ue  and   Rats. 

Seven  cases  of  plague  occurred  during  the  month,  as  compared  with  6  for  October,  1900.  During 
the  month  of  May  137  cases  occurred,  in  June  55,  July  39,  August  29,  September  ri,  and  October  7,  a 
gradual  decline  of  the  disease  from  May,  the  height  of  the  plag\ie  season,  and  during  which  month  the 
greatest  number  of  cases  occurred  since  January  ist.  A  decline  of  plague  at  this  season  of  the 
year  is  characteristic  of  the  disease,  and  it  is  more  than  probable  that  no  other  cases  will  appear  before 
the  new  year.  Great  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  destruction  of  rats  by  means  of  traps  and  poison. 
A  letter  was  received  from  Prof.  Kitasato,  of  Japan,  on  this  subject,  in  which  he  stated  that  great 
difficulty  was  experienced  there  in  destroying  rats,  and  that  on  account  of  -their  weariness,  it  was  not 
only  necessary  to  change  the  character  of  the  food  containing  the  poison  from  time  to  time,  but  the 
traps  as  well.  Boiled  sweet  potato  mixed  with  ground  glass  and  arsenic,  or  bacon  and  arsenic  have  so 
far  proven  to  be  the  most  successful  bane.  The  Board  of  Health  pays  a  capitation  fee  of  five  centavos 
(2j^  cents)  for  each  rat  presented  at  the  laboratory,  and,  in  addition,  furnishes  a  ticket,  which  applies 
to  money  prizes  to  be  awarded  on  Christmas  day.  All  rats  sent  to  the  laboratory  are  carefully  examined 
microscopically  for  infection,  and  in  case  the  bacilli  are  found,  the  house  or  premises  in  which  the 
infected  rat  is  found  are  treated  as  if  a  case  of  plague  occurred  there.  The  character  of  the  buildings 
in  Manila  and  th^ir  crowded  condition  offer  every  opportunity  for  the  growth  ind  increase  of  rodents. 
The  nipa  colonies  within  the  city  limits  also  provide  a  great  opportunity  for  the  propagation  of  rats. 
In  certain  sections  these  houses  are  very  closely  packed  together,  and  the  rats,  in  consequence,  found 
to  be  very  numerous. 

Detention   Villagre. 

Grounds  for  a  detention  camp  have  been  selected  adjoining  San  Lázaro  Hospital,  and  plans 
submitted  for  constructing  twenty  large  buildings,  five  private  houses,  one  superintendent's  house  and  a 
guardhouse,  with  the  necessary  outbuildings.  When  completed,  the  detention  village  will  be  capable 
of  housing  2500  souls.  It  is  intended  to  locate  in  this  village,  families  and  individuals  taken  from 
houses  in  which  cases  of  plague  occur  or  in  which  infected  rats  are  found.  These  * 'contacts"  will  be 
immunized  by  the  Shiga  method  before  returned  to  the  city.

Rhinderpest  and  Locust  Plague. 

Very  few  reports  have  been  received  during  the  past  month  from  the  provinces  in  tegard  to 
rhiiiderpest  and  locust  plague.  An  expert  was  sent  to  the  Province  of  Isabel  during  the  month  to 
look  after  rhinderpest  which  was  reported  in  that  province,  and  the  Assistant  Veterinarian  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  to  the  Camarines  and  Albay,  from  which  similar  reports  were  received.  A  tabulated  report 
from  the  Secretary  of  Marinduque  shows  that  1165  caraboa  have  died  on  that  island  from  this  cause 
since  July,  1901.  It  is  believed  that  the  organization  of  provincial  boards  of  health  will  enable  the 
Board  of  Health  for  the  Philippine  Islands  to  attend  to  this  very  important  matter  in  a  more  satisfactory 
manner  in  the  future.  The  presidents  of  municipal  boards  of  health  will  be  thoroughly  instructed  in 
the  methods  of  making  autopsies  on  animals  dying  of  the  disease,  collecting  the  bile  and  making  the 
necessary  injections  for  immunizing  animals  and  treating  those  affected.  They  will  likewise  be  required 
to  instruct  the  natives  in  these  methods.  Reports  have  also  been  received  from  the  Camarines  and  Albay 
that  a  great  number  of  the  native  ponies  have  died  recently  from  the  epidemic  affecting  horses  reported 
in  September  report. 

Proposed   Medical  Legislation— Health    Ordinaucen   and    ResoluttonH 
Submitted   by    the    Board   of  Health. 

During  the  month,  proposed  acts  for  the  organization  of  provincial  and  municipal  boards  of  health 
were  submitted  to  the  Civil  Commission  for  legislative  action,  and  also,  bills  for  the  regulation  of  the 
practice  of  medicine  and  dentistry  in  the  Philippine  Islands.  Resolutions  for  the  enactment  of  the 
following  city  ordinances  were  likewise  forwarded  to  the  Municipal  Board,  City  of  Manila;  ist,  declaring 
all  buildings  in  which  cases  of  plague  have  occurred,  or  in  which  rats  affected  with  the  disease  have 
been  found  a  menace  to  the  public  health,  and  requesting  authority  to  close  all  such  buildings,  and  to 
require  the  owners  to  remodel  and  place  them  in  a  thorough  sanitary  condition  before  reoccupancy; 
2d,  resolving  that  it  is  unlawful  to  construct,  put  up  or  continue  in  any  house  or  domestic  building, 
any  mezzanine  floor,  story  or  cock  loft,  to  be  used  for  sleeping  purposes;  3d,  resolution  to  close 
Carvajal  Street  to  public  traffic  and  business  until  the  owners  place  the  buildings,  premises  and  interiors 
of  blocks  in  a  satisfactory  sanitary  condition  on  account  of  the  street  being  a  focus  for  plague;  4th, 
resolution  for  awarding  money  prizes  on  Christmas  day  to  natives  for  catching  rats;  5th,  ordinance 
regulating  tenement  and  lodging  houses. 

Laboratories,  Vaccine  InHtitiite,  Etc. 

Since  the  arrival  of  Prof.  P.  C.  Freer,  Superintendent  of  Government  Laboratories,  from  the 
United  States,  great  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  organization  of  the  chemical  and  bacteriological 
laboratories,  which  are  now  in  excellent  working  condition.  His  rejx)rt  is  herewith  attached.  Two 
special  rooms  have  been  prepared  adjoining  the  biological  laboratory,  one  for  the  housing  and  care  of 
animals,  and  for  making  post  mortems  on  rats,  the  other  for  the  preparation  of  anti-plague  serum. 
These  rooms  are  used  solely  for  plague  work  and  can  be  isolated  and  locked.

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REPORT  FOR  THE  BUREAU  OF  GOVERNMENT  LABORATORIES  FOR  OC- 
TOBER BY   PROF.  PAUL   C    FREER,    SUPERINTENDENT   OF 
GOVERNMENT  LABORATORIES- 


The  Bureau  of  Government  Laboratories  having  been  established  by  Act  No.  156  of  the  United 
States  Philippine  Commission,  the  control  of  the  Municipal  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Laboratory  was 
assumed  by  it  on  October  ist. 

The  former  Municipal  Laboratory  was  compelled  to  vacate  the  premises  occupied  by  it  and  conse- 
quently, all  apparatus  and  reagents  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  laboratory  were  packed  and 
stored  when  the  Bureau  of  Government  Laboratories  assumed  control.  Temporary  quarters  were  secured 
on  October  3d,  and  a  laboratory  adequate  only  to  take  care  of  absolutely  necessary  government  work 
was  established  and  in  operation  on  October  15th.  The  report  of  the  laboratory  work  therefore  only 
covers  the  period  from  October  f5th,  to  November  ist. 

Plagrue. 

All  rats  which  are  found  dead,  either  through  poison  or  disease,  and  all  live  rats  caught  in  traps  are 
delivered  at  the  laboratory  by  the  inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Philippine  Islands,  each  rat  bear- 
ing a  tag  with  its  number  and  that  of  the  inspector  who  delivered  it,  as  well  as  the  address  of  the  house  in 
which  it  was  caught.  All  are  plunged  in  a  tank  of  5%  carbolic  acid  before  delivery,  the  live  animals  having 
previously  been  killed.  A  microscopic  examination  is  made  of  each  individual  by  means  of  smears  taken 
from  the  heart  and  liver,  and  whenever  a  rat  is  found  to  be  infected  with  the  plague,  the  fact  is  at  once 
reported  to  the  Chief  Health  Inspector,  together  with  the  location  in  which  such  rat  was  caught. 

The  number  of  rats  delivered  has  been  increasing   daily    so    that  soon    material    progress    will  be 

made.     The   number  of  post  mortem  examinations  of  rats  from  October  15th,  to  November  ist,  was  135; 

number  of  rats  infected  with  plague,    2;    one    infected   rat   was   found    October    i6th,    and   the   other   on 

October  26th. 

Poison. 

The  poisons  used  by  the  inspectors  have  been  prepared  at  the  laboratory,  the  most  successful  being 
arsenic,  ground  sweet  potato,  and  powdered  glass  or  arsenic  mixed  with  rancid  bacon. 

Locust  Disease  Fiiiigriis. 

On  September  12th,  there  were  thirty-six  localities  suffering  from  locust  pest.  In  five  the 
damage  was  reported  to  be  considerable.  At  Mauban,  province  of  Tayabas,  where  much  harm  was 
being  done,  Capt.  M.  Hermann  experimented  with  African  fungus  which  had  been  obtained  by  the  Board 
of  Health.  Reports  from  the  commanding  officer  and  surgeon  on  October  8th,  demonstrate  that  all  locusts 
were  killed  in  this  district. 

Cultures  from  dead  grasshoppers  taken  from  Tayabas  gave  no  growth  of  fungus;  but  on  October 
15th  the  Bureau  received  two  tubes  from  Washington  and  at  once  proceeded  to  make  cultures  from  these 
samples.  A  number  of  tubes  were  prepared  and  one  sent  to  the  Governor  of  each  province,  on  Oc- 
tober 27th.  Cebu,  where  the  pest  was  prevalent  at  the  time,  received  twenty-one,  and  Bangued,  Abra, 
which  was  in  the  same  condition,  received  ten.  A  printed  circular  of  directions  accompanied  each  tube, 
together  with  a  letter  to  the  recipient  asking  for  detailed  information  as  to  the  location  and  preva- 
lence of  the  pest  and  the  result  following  the  use  of  the  fungus.  It  is  hoped  that  an  exact  knowledge 
of  the  existing  conditions  and  of  favorable  results  will  soon  be  received. 

liiquor  Analyses. 

Sixteen  samples  of  liquor,  suspected  of  containing  harmful  ingredients,  have  been  analysed  and 
all  but  two  proved  satisfactory  for  consumption.  The  highest  amyl  alcohol  was  3.54  per  thousand  in  the 
case  of  an  alcohol  used  for  fuel.

Sir:— 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  month  of 
November,  1901.  Eight  hundred  and  forty-eight  deaths  occurred  during  the  month  in  Manila,  as 
compared  with  976  for  the  same  month  in  1900.  These  deaths  were  divided  as  follows:  Filipinos,  812; 
Chinese,  26;  all  others,  10.  The  annual  death  rate  for  the  month  was  41.29  per  thousand,  as  com- 
pared with  48.48  for  the  same  month  in  1900.  The  percentage  of  death  rate  among  the  various  na- 
tionalities present  w^as  as  follows:  Filipinos,  52.97;  Chinese,  6.12;  all  others,  10.30.  F^our  hundred  and 
ninety-eight  births  were  reported  during  the  month,  as  compared  with  424  fur  the  same  month  in  1900, 
giving  an  annual  birth  rate  for  the  month  of  24.25.  These  births  w^ere  divided  as  follows:  Filipinos, 
488;  Chinese,  2;  all  others,  8. 

The  greatest  mortality  during  the  month  resulted  from  infantile  convulsions,  which  was  the  case 
the  preceding  month,  there  being  301  deaths  from  this  cause  alone.  An  investigation  is  being  made  by 
the  Board  of  Health  in  regard  to  the  large  mortality  from  this  cause,  the  results  of  which  will  be  sub- 
mitted in  the  report  for  the  month  of  December.  Deaths  resulting  from  other  prominent  causes  are  as 
follows:  Tuberculosis,  59;  acute  bronchitis,  58;  diarrhoea  and  enteritis,  55;  epidemic  diseases  not 
specified,  39;  eclampsia,  30;  simple  meningitis,   25;  and  dysentery,   25. 

Bubonic  Plague  and  Hats. 

The  city  was  free  from  bubonic  plague  during  the  month  of  November,  the  last  case  having 
occurred  October  2 2d.  The  disappearance  of  the  disease  at  this  season  of  the  year  was  expected,  and 
practically  conforms  to  the  history  of  the  present  epidemic.  During  the  month  of  November,  1900,  3 
cases  occurred,  and  after  that  none  appeared  until  the  31st  of  December,  from  w^hich  time  the  disease 
gradually  increased  in  intensity  until  it  reached  its  climax  daring  the  month  of  May,  and  then  began 
to  decline  until  its  complete  disappearance  after  the  2 2d  of  October. 

Since  the  appearance  of  plague  in  Manila  (December,  1899),  cases  have  appeared,  or  rats  affected 
with  the  disease  have  been  found,  in  over  300  houses.  The  Board  of  Health  regards  these  houses  still 
as  focal  centers  for  the  disease,  and  with  a  view  to  its  eradication,  has  declared  them  a  menace  to  the 
public  health  and  a  nuisance  to  the  city  of  Manila.  The  Municipal  Board  has  been  requested  to  authorize 
the  closure  of  all  such  houses  and  their  cleansing  and  remodeling  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of 
Health  before  reoccupancy.  In  many  instances  the  cost  of  repair  wmU  practically  be  equivalent  to 
reconstrviction,  as  many  of  these  houses  are  old  and  dilapidated,  having  dirt  floors,  and  being  actually 
unfit  for  habitation. 

The  work  of  repair  in  houses  on  Carvajal  Street,  which  were  practically  vacated  during  October, 
is  progressing  satisfactorily,  and  the  street  is  being  placed  in  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  condition.  Con- 
siderable difíiculty  was  experienced  in  the  prosecution  of  the  w^ork  on  account  of  certain  lawyers  who 
threatened  to  get  out  injunctions  against  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  radical  measures  resorted  to. 
Fortunately,  the  Municipal  Board  sustained  the  Board  of  Health  in  its  actions. 
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During  the  past  month  the  Tondo  and  Arroceros  Markets,  which  were  of  nipa  construction  and 
very  insanitary,  have  been  removed  and  destroyed,  the  ground  thoroughly  cleansed  and  opened  to 
sunlight.     A  large  number  of  nipa  houses  in  the  strong  material  district  have  also  been  removed. 

Four  thousand,  six  hundred  and  eighty-eight  rats  were  caught  in  the  city  during  the  month,  and 
examined  at  the  bacteriological  laboratory,  and   i  *4  i  of  them  found  infected  with  plagtie. 

Major  Meacham,  the  Chief  Health  Inspector,  deserves  great  credit  for  his  activity  in  the  inspection 
of  houses  and  destruction   of  rals  during  the   month. 

The  principal  means  adopted  for  the  destruction  of  rats  consists  of  sweet  ixjtato  food  prepared 
with  arsenic.  About  500  traps  have  been  circulated  in  the  city  also.  Cablegrams  have  been  sent  to 
Tokyo,  San  Francisco  and  Singapore  for  the  purchase  of  6,000  additional  traps. 

Detention  Village. 

Contracts  were  made  during  the  month  for  the  construction  of  one  Suj>erintendent's  house,  one 
guardhouse,  five  private  dwellings  and  three  large  buildings  for  the  detention  of  contacts.  The  work  is 
partially  finished  and  the  buildings  will  probably  be  ready  for  occupancy  about  the  middle  of  January. 
If  necassary,  additional  buildings  will  be  constructed  during  the  months  of  January  and  February, 
money  having  been  asked  for  that  purpose. 

Proposed  Medieal  Le«rislation  and  Health  Ordliianeen. 

The  following  proposed  acts  were  forwarded  to  the  Commission  for  legislative  action: 

An  Act  regulating  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine,  surgery  and  dentistry  in  the  Philippine 
Islands. 

An  Act  regulating  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  compulsory  vaccination  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Philippine  Islands  and 
for  the  production  of  vaccine  virus. 

An  Act  regulating  the  manufacture,  sale  and  other  disposition  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  control  and  suppression  of  leprosy  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 

The  following  resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Health  were  forwarded  to  the  Municipal  Board  during 
the  month  for  enactment  as  city  ordinances  and  enforcement: 

Resolution  as  to  what  may  be  regarded  a  nuisance  injurious  to  health.  (This  list  contains 
three  or  four  hundred  conditions,   trades,   materials,  etc.) 

Resolution  concerning  amendment  of  the  ordinance  pertaining  to  infectious  or  contagious  diseases 
in  the  city  of  Manila. 

Resolution  relative  to  placing  street  drainage  and  gutters  in  certain  parts  of  the  city  of  Manila 
in  a  proper  sanitary  condition. 

Resolution  for  amendment  of  ordinance  pertaining  to  the  disposal  of  the  dead. 

Resolution  for  amendment  of  ordinance  pertaining  to  offensive  and  dangerous  trades. 

Resolution  to  the  effect  that  nipa  houses  within  the  plague  zone  of  the  city  of  Manila,  as  defined 
by  the  Provost  Marshal  General  for  the  strong  material  district,  be  required  to  provide  proper  flooring 
of  cement  tiling  or  hard  material  or  to  place  wooden  or  bamboo  floors  within  said  houses  four  feet  or 
more  above   the  ground,  and  to  leave  the  space  beneath  clear  and  open. 

Resolution  to  have  all  nipa  houses  in  the  strong  material  district  so  arranged  that  a  .space  of 
three  meters  or  more  shall  be  left  between  each  house  and  neighboring  house  or  houses. 

Resolution  that  the  pail  conservancy  system  be  established  in  place  of  the  various  insanitary 
systems  now  in  use  for  the  disposition  of  night  soil. 

Resolution  that  the  San  Sebastian  estero  be  closed. 

Resolution  to  the  effect  that  the  barbering  trade  be  carried  on  in  an  aseptic  manner. 

Resolution   forbidding    the  practice  by  Chinese  and  others   of  cleaning  the   ears  and  scraping   the 

eyelids  on  the  streets.  ,    .    ,  ^.,       ^    «*^^#. 

Resolution  that  occupants  of  Carvajal   Street  be   required  to  vacate  their  houses  until  said   street 

be  placed  in  a  proper  sanitary  condition. 

Resolution  amending  city  ordinance  No.  6  relating  to  diseased  animals. 
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lipideinic  Disease  Añ'eatiug  Horses,  the  Itliiderpest  and  Loeiist  Plagr'»*^. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  various  parts  of  the  archipelago  that  the  epidemic  disease  now 
existing  in  the  islands  has  caused  a  great  mortality  among  native  and  American  horses.  This  disease 
has  proven  to  be  Surra's  disease,  an  affection  which  has  been  quite  prevalent  in  India  for  many  years. 
The  Board  of  Health  directed  Dr.  Slee,  the  Assistant  Veterinarian,  to  visit  the  principal  pueblos  in  the 
Camarines  for  the  purpose  of  isolating  and  looking  after  horses  affected  with  the  disease  and  cattle 
affected  with  rinderpest.  Mr.  Liierssen,  the  Director  of  the  Serum  Institute,  was  likewise  sent  to 
Northern  Luzon  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  the  provinces  of  Cagayan  and  Isabela,  where  rinderpest  was 
reported.  During  Mr.  Llierssen's  visit  to  Cagayan,  he  went  to  the  island  of  Fuga,  which  lies  40  miles 
north  of  Aparri,  and  on  which  cattle  are  being  raised.  He  reports  the  Batanes  Islands  free  from  rinder- 
pest, but  that  almost  immediately  after  the  cattle  arrive  in  Cagayan  or  Isabela,  they  are  taken  ill  with 
the  disease,  and  that  a  large  number  die  within  a  short  time.  It  is  reasonable,  therefore,  to  believe 
that  large  sections  of  the  archipelago  are  infected  with  rinderpest,  and  that  in  order  to  continue 
successfully  cattle  raising  in  future,  all  cattle  brought  into  the  islands  or  born  here  will  have  to  be 
immunized.  The  conditions  of  the  cattle  industry  in  the  Philippine  Islands  are  very  similar  to  those 
which  existed  in  Southern  France  50  years  or  more  ago,  and  which  territory  w^as  reclaimed  by  the  work 
of  the  distinguished  investigators  Pasteur  and  Davaine,  to  whom  the  discovery  of  the  bacillus  of  anthrax 
is  due.  It  was  found  necessary  by  the  French  Government  to  institute  a  system  of  vaccination  in  that 
section  of  the  country,  before  the  territory  was  restored  to  the  cattle  industry. 

Very  few  swarms  of  locusts  have  been  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health  during  the  month  and 
it  is  believed  at  present  that  only  a  few  exist  in  the  archipelago.  Tubes  of  fungus  for  the  destruction 
of  locusts  have  been  generously  distributed  among  the  provinces  where  the  pest  has  been  reported.

Seventy  tubes  containing  fungus  culture  were  sent  out  to  these  districts.  Reports  of  results  have  not  as  yet  been 
received.

Honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
Sir:— 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  month  of  December,  1901.  Eight 
hundred  and  forty-eight  deaths  occurred  in  Manila  during  the  month,  as  compared  with  905  for  the  same  month  in  1900. 
These  deaths  were  divided  as  follows:  Filipinos,  815;  Chinese,  29;  all  others,  14.  The  annual  death  rate  for  the  month 
was  40.43  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  36.20  for  the  same  month  in  1900.  The  percentage  of  death  rate  among  the 
various  nationalities  was  as  follows:  Filipinos,  51.45;  Chinese,  6.62;  all  others,  13.96.  Four  hundred  and  six  births 
occurred  during  the  month,  as  compared  with  504  for  the  same  month  in  1900,  402  of  which  occurred  among  Filipinos, 
and  4  among  all  others.  The  annual  birth  rale  for  the  month  was  19.13,  as  compared  with  20.16  for  the  same  month  in 
1900.  The  percentage  for  Filipinos  was  25.37;  ^or  all  others,  3.98.  It  is  noted  that  all  the  births  except  4  occurred 
among  Filipinos,  although  there  is  a  Chinese  population  of  51,567  in  the  city  and  a  population  of  Americans  and  others 
amounting  to  11,814.  Practically,  there  are  no  Chinese  women  in  Manila,  the  majority  of  married  Chinamen  either  have 
their  wives  in  China  «or  are  married  to  Filipinas,  and  the  births  among  the  latter  are  classed  as  F^ilipinos.  The  small 
percentage  of  births  occurring  among  the  Americans  and  all  others  may  be  ascribed  to  the  fact  that  very  few  women  of 
these  nationalities  are  living  in  the  Philippines. 

The  greatest  mortality  during  the  month  resulted  from  infantile  convulsions,  there  being  255  deaths  reported  from 
this  cause  alone.  The  municipal  physicians  were  called  upon  to  submit  a  report  as  to  the  causation  of  such  a  large 
death  rate  from  convulsions  among  infants.  Dr.  Cavan na  states  that  a  large  majority  of  the  deaths  reported  from 
this  cause  are  certified  to  by  physicians  who  first  see  the  case  after  death  and  make  a  diagnosis  from  questioning 
the  mother  or  friends  of  deceased,  and  believes  that  many  of  these  cases  are  improperly  diagnosticated.  Very  fre- 
quently deaths  among  infants  are  accompanied  by  convulsive  movements  more  or  less,  and  hence  the  deaths  are 
regarded  by  the  mothers  as  due  to  convulsions.  He  believes  that  gastric  disturbances  are  the  prime  cause  of  infantile 
convulsions.  Dr.  Ageo  believes  that  convulsions  among  infants  are  due:  (i)  to  changes  in  atmospheric  pressure  and  temper- 
ature; (2)  to  lack  of  hygienic  care,  and  (3)  to  deficient  nutrition  and  general  lack  of  development.  Dr.  Pantojo  is  of  the 
opinion  that  deficient  nutrition,  overcrowding,  scrofula,  enteritis,  meningitis  and  difficult  dentition  are  the  principal  cexises. 
Dr.  Reyes  believes  that  gastric  disturbances  are  the  prime  cause,  but  also  states  that  mothers  not  infrequently  endeavor 
to  hasten  the  growth  and  improve  the  health  by  continuous  lactation,  which  has  an  injurious  effect,  especially  as  the 
milk  and  food  given  are  frequently  bad.  He  also  believes  that  cerebral  congestion  is  brought  about  by  humid  sur- 
roundings and  damp  floors  in  the  houses  in  which  they  live.  He  also  ascribes  frequent  deaths  from  this  cause  to  weakness 
of  the  nervous  system  and  states  that  infants  are  frequently  allowed  to  nurse  immediately  after  the  mother  has  experienced 
an  intense  emotion  either  through  pleasure  or  sorrow.  Dr.  Mora  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  most  of  these  deaths  are  due 
to  difficult  dentition,  anemia,  scrofula  and  improper  alimentation;  also  that  the  bad  hygienic  condition  of  the  houses 
in  which  the  people  live  has  much  to  do  with  the  disease.  Many  of  the  nipa  houses  in  which  this  class  of  natives  live  are 
built  over  swampy  and  damp  places.  Dr.  Castañeda  believes  that  the  deaths  from  this  cause  are  due  to  poor  hygienic 
conditions  and  irregularity  in  feeding;  also  states  that  he  believes  the  milk  of  the  mother  is  frequently  affected  on  account 
of  their  habit  of  drinking  alcoholic  beverages  (bino)  while  nursing  the  children.  Dr.  Rosario  believes  the  majority  of 
these  deaths  are  due  to  gastric  disturbances  and  insanitary  surroundings. 

Reports  on  Lieprosy. 

Blank  reports  were  forwarded  to  the  secretaries  of  all  provinces  under  civil  form  of  government,  about  the  middle 
of  September;  also  to  medical  officers  stationed  in  the  various  provinces,  and  to  the  Constabulary,  for  the  collection  of  in- 
formation regarding  the  number  of  lepers  living  in  the  Philippine  Islands.  Up  to  date,  reports  have  been  received  from 
2,257  cases.  Reports  were  received  from  a  number  of  the  pueblos  in  Antique,  Batangas,  Bataan,  Benguet,  Ambos  Cama- 
rines, Bulacan,  llocos   Norte,   llocos  Sur,   Ley  te,  Masbate,    Cagayan,    Lepanto,   Cavite,  Nueva    Ecija,  Negros    Occidental,

rom.  70  per  cent.  Should  the  percentage  of  lepers  in  the  pueblos  not  reported  be  the  same  as  in  those  he.nl  fron., 
the  number  of  lepers  in  the  archipelago  would  amount  to  about  7,500. 

During  the  month,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  Commissioner  of  Public  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Kngineer  visited 
the  Islands  of  Cagayan  de  Jolo  and  Kulion,  for  the  purpose  of  definitely  locating  the  proi>osed  leprosy  colony.  Caga- 
yan  de  Jolo,  while  sufficiently  large  and  possessing  agricultural  and  other  advantages,  did  not  contain  a  sumcient  amount 
of  water  to  warrant  its  selection.     Besides,  the  island  was  reporte<l  to  contain  about  3,000  Moros. 

The  island  of  Kulion.  which  belongs  to  the  Calamianes  group,  is  alK>ut  20  miles  long  by  8  or  10  wide  and  is  only 
20  hours  from  Manila  by  steamer.  This  island,  in  my  opinion,  would  be  admirably  adapted  to  such  a  colony  It 
contains  a  number  of  beautiful  valleys  and  clear  streams,  the  latter  affording  sufficient  water  for  irrigation  as  well  as  for 
drinking  and  other  purposes.  The  inhabitants  numl>er  about  800.  six  hundred  of  whom  are  Tagbanuas,  a  semi-civilized 
race.  Besides,  very  little  property  has  been  taken  up  by  the  inhabitants  and  its  purchase  wouM  cost  the  (U>v. 
ernment  very  little  money.  The  island  is  also  well  supplied  with  harbors,  one  on  the  northeast  and  the  other  on  the 
southwest  coast,  affording  excellent  anchorage  for  vessels  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

Buhoiiic  Platciie  and  KatH. 

Seven  cases  of  plague  occurred  during  the  month,  on  the  following  dates,  viz:  Deceml)er  9th,  loth,  nth  (2  cases), 
24th,  26th  (2  cases);  one  in  an  American  teamster  employed  at  the  Government  corral.  U|K)n  investigation  it  was  found 
that  this  man  was  living  with  a  woman  of  questionable  character  in  the  Walled  City.  Death  occurred  three  days  from 
the  date  of  attack.  The  other  six  cases  occurred  as  follows:  2  Filipinos,  females;  3  Filipinos,  males;  i  Chinese.  Four 
of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  Walled  City,  one  in  Binondo,  one  in  Santa  Cruz  and  one  in  Trozo.  Death  occurred  in 
each  case. 

Nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  rats  were  caught  or  collected  during  the  month  and  sent  to  the  biological 
laboratory  for  examination.  Among  these  122  were  found  affected  with  plague,  giving  a  |>ercentage  of  1.33.  From 
five  to  seven  thousand  plates  of  poison  were  set  out  each  night  in  addition  to  the  traps,  and  it  is  l)elievcd  that  a  large 
number  of  rats  have  been  killed  but  never  recovered;  probably  for  every  rat  caught  or  recovered,  ten  disapi)eared  and 
died   in  the   esteros  or  elsewhere. 

Inspection  and  Cleaning:  of  HouNe». 

About  2,000  houses  were  cleaned  and  disinfected  during  the  month  and  about  10,000  cartloads  of  dirt  taken  from 
these  houses.  The  material  carted  away  consisted  of  dirt,  filth,  infected  earth,  rubbish,  mats,  rags,  broken  furniture, 
broken  tiles,  brick,  etc.  In  some  instances  as  many  as  20  wagonloads  were  taken  from  one  house.  Cases  of  plague  had 
occurred,  or  rats  infected  with  the  disease  were  found  in  about  25%  of  these  houses.  The  houses  were  disinfected  with 
chloride  of  lime,  carbolic  acid  or  solutions  of  bichloride  of  mercury.  This  work  was  done  under  the  direction  of 
Medical  Inspector  Meyer  Herman,  who  deserves  great  credit  for  hi^  energetic  and  efficient  work. 

The  Assistant  Sanitary  Engineer,  Mr.  H.  D.  Osgood,  inspected  about  200  houses  in  the  city  in  which  plague  cases 
had  occurred  or  rats  infected  with  the  disease  were  found,  and  submitted  estimates  for  their  repair  and  remodeling. 
Already  a  large  number  of  these  houses  have  been  repaired  and  placed  in  a  sanitary  condition  and  a  number  are  under  way. 

The  streets  of  the  city  have  been  kept  in  an  excellent  condition  and  reflect  great  credit  on  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  and  Parks,  Mr.  J.  L.  Mudge. 

Health  Laws  and  City  Ordinances. 

Laws  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine,  enforcing  compulsory  vaccinations,  organization  provincial  and  municipal 
boards  of  health,  were  passed  by  the  Civil  Commission  during  the  month. 

The  following  resolutions  were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  submitted  to  the  Municipal  Board  for 
enactment: 

1.  Resolution  regarding  the  management  of  laundries. 

2.  Resolution  prohibiting  the  washing  of  wearing  apparel  or  household  linen  in  waters  taken  from  infected  well» 
or  the  esteros  of  the  city  without  boiling. 

3.  Resolution  declaring  the  ruins  of  buildings,  such  as  churches,  warehouses,  etc.,  in  the  city  of  Manila  a  menace 
to  the  public  health  on  account  of  being  a  rendezvous  for  infected  rodents,  collection  of  filth  and  dirt  and  places  for 
the  habitation  of  the  lower  classes,  resulting  in  the  spread  and  propagation  of  tuberculosis  and  catarrhal  diseases. 

4.  Resolution  declaring  311  Calle  Jolo  and  Nos.  84-92  Calle  Alaya  a  menace  to  the  public  health  on  accoutit  of 
their  uncleanly  condition.

5.  Resolution  declaring  the  sale  of  hides,  horns,  hoofs,  tallow  and  other  parts  of  animals  from  the  islands  of 
Luzon,  Cebú,  Panay,  Masbate,  Burias,  Leyte,  Bohol,  Negros  and  Marinduque  a  potent  cause  for  the  spread  of  rinderpest 
on  account  of  its  presence  in  these  islands. 

6.  Resolution  authorizing  bids  for  the  manufacture  of  pails,  commodes  and  midden  sheds  for  the  installation  of 
the  pail  system. 

7.  Resolution  declaring  that  the  appointment  of  Assistant  Sanitary  Engineer  for  the  Board  of  Health  was  necessary 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  plague  houses,  preparing  estimates  for  placing  them  in  a  proper  sanitary  condition,  etc. 

8.  Resolution  to  the  Municipal  Board  requesting  the  enforcement  of  Municipal  Ordinance  No.  4  in  regard  to  the 
collection  of  garbage  by  means  of  cans. 

9.  Resolution  to  the  Municipal  Board  requesting  that  a  poor-house  be  set  apart  for  the  city  poor. 

10.  Resolution  calling  upon  the  Sanitary  Engineer  of  the  Board  and  the  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Government 
Architecture  for  plans  and  specifications  for  the  erection  of  suitable  tenement  houses  for  the  poor  of  the  city. 

Surra's  Disease,  Rinderpest  and  Locust  Plagrue. 

Surra's  disease  has  been  quite  prevalent  in  the  Camarines  during  the  past  month  and  a  large  number  of  horses 
have  died  from  this  disease.     Few  cases  of  rinderpest  have  been  reported  and  no  cases  of  locust  swarms.'

Offk^í  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the 

Philifpine  Islands  and  City  of  Manila, 

Mauil((,  P   L,  February  7,  1902. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewitli  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Philij)i)ine  Islands  and  city  of 
Manila,  for  the  month  of  January,  1902.  With  the  exception  of  a  number  of  r(»{)orts  on  leprosy,  no  vital  statistics 
were  received  froni  the  provinces  during  the  past  month.  These  va\\\  only  hv  expected  after  the  organization  of 
provincial  and  municipal  boards  of  health. 

Mortality  during  the  month,  with  death  and  birth  rates, — Seven  hundred  and  sixty-ñve  deaths  occurred  among 
the  permanent  residents  of  the  city  of  Manila  during  January,  and  87  among  the  transients,  i)rincipally  natives 
who  had  drifted  into  the  city  from  the  provinces  or  were  taken  from  vessels  in  tlie  bay.  These  deaths  were 
divided  as  follows:  Filipinos,  723;  Chinese,  25;  Americans,  8;  Europeans,  Asiatics,  and  all  others,  9.  The 
annual  death  rate  per  thousand  amounted  to  80.33,  as  compared  with  30.12  for  January,  1901,  and  was  divided 
among  the  various  nationalities  as  follows  :  Filipinos,  88.91  ;  Chinese,  4.85  ;  Americans,  5. 18  ;  Europeans  and 
others,  13.50.  Three  hundred  and  sixty-eight  births  occurred  during  the  month,  849  of  which  occurred  among 
the  Filipinos,  2  among  Chinese,  and  17  among  Americans,  Europeans,  and  others.  As  usual  the  greatest  mortality 
was  due  to  infantile  convulsions,  there  being  248  deaths  from  this  cause  alone.  Deaths  resulting  from  other 
prominent  causes  were  as  follows :  Diarrhea  and  dysentery,  99  ;  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  44  ;  nonpuerperal 
eclampasia,  37  ;  acute  aud  chronic  bronchitis,  47  ;  beri-beri,  82  ;  simple  meningitis,  21  ;  intermittent  fever,  20  ; 
affections  of  the  larynx  (probably  tuberculosis),  10  ;  senile  debility,  16.  Tt  will  be  noted  that  among  a  po])ula- 
tion  of  300,000,  not  a  case  of  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  or  diphtheria  was  re})ort'Hl  during  the  month.  The  inhabi- 
tants of  the  city  are  protected  against  the  former,  and  the  two  latter  are  scarcely  known  here,  I  have  heard  of 
but  two  cases  of  diphtheria  since  my  arrival  in  the  Philippines,  and  they  occurred  among  soldiers.  It  is  also  to 
be  noted  that  few  deaths  occur  from  cancer  or  diseases  of  the  liver  among  the  natives.  Cancer  is  also  reported 
rare  in  other  tropical  countries. 

Populati(m  of  Manila. — The  birth  and  death  rates  during  the  i)ast  month  were  computed  on  a  basis  of  297, 154 
inhabitants  instead  of  250,000,  as  was  the  case  up  to  December  81,1901.  The  previous  figures,  250,000,  were 
secured  through  a  census  made  by  the  Board  of  Health  over  a  year  ago,  taken  by  the  native  sanitary  inspectors, 
and  now  believed  to  fall  far  short  of  the  actual  population.  The  present  figures  are  based  on  cédulas  sold  during 
the  year  1901,  as  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  City  Assessor  and  Collector.  During  that  year  66,617  cédulas  were 
sold  to  males  between  the  ages  of  18  and  45  years,  living  in  the  city,  and  it  is  believed  that  at  a  low  estimate 
15  per  cent  of  the  Filipinos,  5  per  cent  of  the  Chinese,  10  per  cent  of  the  foreigners,  and  100  per  cent  of  the 
Americans  have  failed  to  purchase  them.  Adding  these  to  cédulas  actually  sold  we  have  a  male  population 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  45  years  of  43,780  Filipinos,  26,969  Chinese,  1,963  foreigners,  and  2,154  Americans. 
Taking  thiese  figures  as  a  basis  and  multiplying  by  5,  the  ratio  of  women,  men  over  45,  and  children  under  18,  for 
Pilipinos,  by  2.25  for  Chinese,  by  4  for  foreigners,  and  by  3  for  Americans,  we  have  an  estimated  population  of 
297,154,  which  is  believed  not  to  be  in  excess  of  the  number  actually  present.  Santa  Ana  and  Gagalanga,  with 
á  population  of  over  5,000,  were  incorporated  in  the  city  limits  during  the  present  month  and  will  be  taken  up 
in  the  February  report. 

Health  of  the  city  during  January. — The  general  health  of  Manila  for  the  past  month  may  be  regarded  as  very 
igood^  the  death  rate  comparing  quite  favorably  with  that  of  many  cities  located  in  the  Temperate  Zone.     Until 
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many  radical  sanitary  defects  and  conditions  are  removed  or  remedied,  the  mortality  among  the  lower  classee  will 
remain  larger  than  necessary.  The  damp  und  humid  hahitiUions  of  a  large  projH>rtion  of  this  class  contribute 
largely  to  the  death  rate.  The  entire  site  of  the  city  should  be  raised  fn)m  3  to  4  fi*et,  and  in  certain  localitiee 
much  higher.  When  Legaspi  sailed  into  Manila  Bay  in  15G4,  he  found  the  entire  valley  now  occupied  by  the 
city  covered  with  swami)s,  bogs,  bayous,  and  esteros,  and  the  mouth  of  the  Pasig  and  neighboring  shores  of  the 
l)ay  fringed  with  mangrove  trees.  As  the  city  grew  toward  La  Loma  and  Santa  Mesa,  the  intervening  territory 
was  raised  by  the  accumulations  of  domiciliary  filth,  or  by  earth  taken  from  t)\e  Pasig  River  or  the  esteros.  As 
a  general  rule,  and  on  account  of  humidity,  the  lower  stories  of  dwellings  in  Manila  are  unfit  for  dormitory 
purposes.  Before  a  proper  sanitary  condition  can  be  reached,  it  will  become  necessary  to  make  a  number  of 
permanent  improvements  which  will  involve  the  expenditure  of  large  suuis  of  money.  The  principal  city  im- 
provements needed  are  as  follows:  (1)  The  installation  of  a  modern  sewer  system;  (2)  the  construction  of  filtra- 
tion beds  and  an  increase  in  the  city  water  supply;  (8)  walling  and  cleaning  of  the  esteros,  a  number  of  which 
should  be  closed;  (4)  remodeling  or  removal  of  the  majority  of  the  old  stone  buildings  in  the  city;  (5)  oblitera- 
tion of  the  moat  around  the  Walled  City  and  removal  of  the  wall;  (6)  raising  the  streets  and  city  site;  (7) 
repairing  and  widening  the  streets;  (8)  constructing  a  good  system  of  gutters  and  subsoil  drainage,  and  (9)  but 
not  least,  providing  suitable  parks. 

Plague  and  plague  rats, — No  i)lague  occurred  in  the  city  during  the  past  month,  the  last  case  having  been 
reported  December  24,  1901.  Eighteen  cases  occurred  in  Manila  during  January,  líKK),  and  4  in  January  of 
last  year.  In  1901  the  disease  was  most  })revalent  in  March,  during  which  month  04  (^ases  occurred,  while  in 
1901  the  climax  was  reached  in  May,  with  124  cases.  Radical  measures  for  the  eradication  of  tlie  phigue  are 
being  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Health,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  (1)  the  remodeling,  cleaning  out,  and 
disinfection  of  all  houses  in  the  city  in  which  plague  cases  have  occurred  or  in  which  rat^  aíTeiíted  with  the  disease 
have  been  found;  (2)  the  destruction  of  rats  by  means  of  tra))s  and  poison;  (8)  the  immunization  of  the  lower 
classes,  among  whom  the  disease  usually  occurs,  l)y  means  of  the  Shiga  antipestic  vaccine;  (4)  the  thorough 
cleansing  and  disinfecti(m  of  all  the  filthy  habitations  in  the  city,  and  (5)  the  prevention  of  overcrowding.  It  is 
believed  that  by  enforcing  the  above  measures  and  the  exercise  of  (eternal  vigilance  on  the  j)art  of  the  sanitary 
inspectors  the  infection  can  be  eliminated  from  the  city. 

Since  September,  1901,  83,772  rats  have  been  caught  by  the  othcial  rat  catchers  or  the  natives,  of  which 
number  30,786  were  examined  for  infection  at  the  Laboratory.  So  far  229  ])lague  rats  have  been  found,  or  seven- 
tenths  of  1  per  cent  of  the  number  examined.  During  January  16,776  rats  were  examined  at  the  Laboratory,  51 
of  Avhich  w^ere  found  infected,  three-tenths  of  1  per  cent  for  the  month,  from  which  it  would  appear  that  the 
disease  among  rats  is  gradually  disappearing.  Should  i)lague  entirely  disaj)pear  from  the  rodents^  there  would  l)e  a 
strong  probability  of  the  termination  of  the  present  e])idemic. 

Water  mjyply. — Owing  to  the  closure  of  insanitary  wells,  the  introduction  of  modern  traps,  and  the  more 
general  use  of  the  city  water  by  virtue  of  the  present  American  poi)ulation,  it  is  evid(*nt  that  the  supply  of  water 
will  have  to  be  increased  to  meet  the  growing  demands.     Th(i  water  supply,  which  is  pumped  from  the  Mariquina 
River  into  the  Deposito,  is  conducted  to  the  city  through  a  26-inch  conduit.     The  river  rises  in  the  mountains 
above  Montalbon  and  flows  through  a  populous  valley  before  rea(;hing  the  pumping  station.     About  16,000 
people  live  along  its  banks  and  use  the  river  water,  not  only  for  drinking  and  household  purposes  but  for  bathing 
themselves  and  their  animals  as  well.     The  filth  and  garbage  of  these  pueblos  are  deposited  into  it,  and,  during 
the  rainy  season,  the  surface  accumulations  of  the  entire  valley.     Dr.  W.  J.  Calvert,  who  was  on  duty  with  the 
Board  of  Health  in  1901,  submitted  a  bacteriological  report  of  the  water  of  the  Maricpiina  River,  March  18th  of 
that  year,  and  found  that  the  number  of  colonies  depended  upon  the  agitation  of  the  rivei;  by  the  natives.     He 
found  that,  when  the  water  was  quiescent  in  the  river  below  the  town  of  Mariquina,  the  colonies  averaged  from 
2,000  to  3,000  per  c.  c,  but   when   the  water   was   agitated   by   two   or   three   thousand   natives  who  were 
taking  baths  it  contained  as  many  as  613,703  colonies  per  c.  c.     He  visited  all  the  towns  along  the  river  during 
the  mcmth  of  May,  taking  a  number  of  specimens,  with  the  following  results:  Below  Montalbon,  7,400  colonies 
per  c.  c;  below  San  Mateo,  20,080  colonies  per  c.  c.;  below  Mariquina,  23,500  colonies  per  c.  c;  above  intake, 
14,700  per  c.  c.     These  specimens  were  taken  when  the  river  was  more  or  less  agitated  by  natives  and  carabaos. 
Specimens  taken  when  the  river  was  free  from  natives  showed  from  2,000  to  4,000  colonies  per  c.  c.    Exam- 
inations of  water  taken  from  the  hydrants  of  the  city  made  at  the  Gty  Lal>oratory  during  the  month  of  Februaiy 
showed  the  presence  of  1,107  per  c.  c.     Water  taken  from  the  Crotón  River  in  New  York  averages  from  50  ta  78 
colonies,  while  that  from  the  Boston  supply  contains  about  75.     It  is  therefore  very  evident  that  the  city  wator 
supply,  without  previous  boiling  or  Pasteur  filtration,  is.  unfit  for  drinking  purposes  and  that  the  introductian  oí 
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ñltering  beds  for  the  system  is  very  necessary.  Allowing  100  gallons  daily  per  capita,  filtration  beds  covering  1(X) 
acres  will  be  required  for  Manila. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  -that  there  are  but  1,623  private  subscribers  to  the  city  water  at  present,  while  iii 
American  cities  of  the  same  size  there  would  usually  be  from  30,000  to  50,000. 

Disposal  of  night  soil,  and  the  pail  system. — At  present  the  night  soil  of  the  city  not  carried  off  through  public 
and  private  sewers  is  removed  by  contractors,  who  are  required  to  empty  it  into  the  bay  beyond  an  imaginary  line 
drawn  between  Cavite  and  Bulacan.  I  feel  assured  that,  without  constant  surveillancje,  the  contractors  rarely 
comply  with  their  contracts,  but  empty  their  barrels  within  a  short  distance  of  the  shore  or  into  the  esteros.  Under 
this  system  the  latrines,  vaults,  etc.,  are  not  properly  cared  for,  and  the  interests  of  the  city  and  pu])lic  health 
will  be  best  served  when  the  Board  of  Health  takes  charge  of  this  imi)ortant  sanitary  matter.  Owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  securing  proper  pails  the  system  has  not,  so  far,  been  generally  introduced.  Proposals  for  pails  and 
commodes  were  advertised  in  December,  but  as  the  bids  received  were  considered  unreasonably  high  they  were 
rejected.  Proposals  will  again  be  submitted  in  Manila  about  February  10th,  and  also  in  Hongkong  and  Canton. 
The  Board  has  already  assumed  control  of  the  odorless  excavators  used  in  emptying  cesspools. 

Nipa  houses, — In  all  probability  there  are  between  12,000  and  15,000  thousand  nipa  houses  in  the  city  of 
Manila  in  Tondo,  Ermita,  Malate,  Paco,  Concepción,  Santa  Cruz,  Quiapo,  Sanipaloc,  and  other  outlying  districts. 
The  majority  of  these  habitations  are  highly  insanitary,  and  many  of  the  occupants  possess  only  a  squatter's  rights. 
The  Municipal  Board  attempted  to  cause  the  removal  of  all  such  buildings  by  the  passage  of  the  Strong  Material 
District  ordinance.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  requiring  the  removal  of  all  nipa  houses  by  January  1, 
1902,  was  found  impracticable,  for  the  reason  that  thousands  of  the  native  population  would  have  been  rendered 
homeless  by  its  execution.  In  order  to  overcome  the  insanitary  condition  of  such  habitations  the  Board  of 
Health  secured  the  passage  of  Ordinance  No.  12,  which  requires  the  owners  or  occupant^?  to  place  in  their  houses 
wooden  or  bamboo  floors  not  less  than  three  feet  above  the  ground,  to  remove  the  nipa  sides  below  that  point  so 
as  to  leave  the  space  open  and  clear,  except  the  supports.  Dr.  Barney,  one  of  the  medical  inspectors  of  the  Board, 
has  been  assigned  to  this  work,  and  great  progress  has  already  been  made  in  cleaning  up  the  nipa  districts. 

Sewers  and  esteros, — The  present  sewer  system,  which  was  installed  by  the  Spaniards,  is  very  crude  and  unsat- 
isfactory and  was  never  intended  as  a  carrier  of  night  soil.  From  time  to  time  houses,  schools,  hotels,  etc.,  have 
been  connected  with  this  system,  and  hence  the  moat  and  many  of  the  esteros  have  become  very  foul  and  offensive. 
Owing  to  the  loss  of  the  city  engineering  plans,  very  little  definite  knowledge  can  be  secured  in  regard  to  streets 
supplied  by  these  sewers,  but  it  is  known  that  the  system  is  confined  principally  to  the  Walled  City  and  the 
populous  districts  of  Binondo,  San  Nicolas,  and  Santa  Cruz.  These  sewers  are  constructed  of  stone  masonry,  with 
flat  bottoms,  vertical  sides,  and  arched  tops  and  are  intended  to  be  flushed  out  by  the  tide.  Owing  to  the  slowness 
in  the  ebb  of  the  tide  and  the  width  of  the  mains,  the  scouring  action  is  very  poor.  After  the  installation  of  the 
prospective  modern  sewer  system  the  present  one  may  be  utilized  for  surface  and  subsoil  drainage. 

There  are  about  thirty  esteros  within  the  city  limits,  and  while  they  are  foul,  dirty,  and  ill-smelling,  they  are 
of  great  commercial  value  as  waterways  and  for  sewers,  drains,  and  irrigating  ditches.  They  are  irregular  in 
their  boundaries,  and  few  are  confined  by  proper  walls.  In  their  present  condition  they  are  highly  insanitary 
and  should  receive  immediate  attention  at  the  hands  of  the  city  authorities.  A  number  of  them  should  be  filled 
and  closed,  while  the  remainder  should  have  their  lines  straightened,  walled,  and  at  the  same  time  cleaned  out. 
The  material  taken  out  could  be  used  for  filling  in  stagnant  pools  and  low  places  about  the  city. 

Care  of  the  insane, — During  the  four  centuries  of  Spanish  domination  in  the  Philippines  no  provisions  were 
made  by  the  Government  for  the  care  of  the  insane.  Violent  cases  were  confined  in  the  careéis  or  prisons  and 
the  harmless  ones  allowed  to  wander  about  as  objects  of  charity  or  to  remain  with  their  families.  At  present 
•cases  of  insanity  are  sent  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  the  Hospicio  of  San  José,  where  they  are  temporarily  cared  for. 
This  institution  was  established  about  one  hundred  years  ago,  through  the  munificence  of  a  Spanish  knight  named 
Vermudez,  and  was  intended  for  the  care  of  the  aged  and  orphans.  One  apartment  has  been  set  aside  for  the 
care  of  the  insane,  which  is  now  very  much  overcrowded,  and  I  have  been  informed  by  the  administration  that 
no  more  cases  can  be  received  for  the  present.  During  a  recent  visit  of  inspection  to  the  institution  I  found  that 
the  violent  cases  were  confined  in  wooden  stocks.  I  reported  the  matter  to  the  padre  provincial,  the  director  of 
the  board  of  administration,  and  requested  that  this  cruel  method  of  restraint  be  superseded  by  more  modern  and 
humane  methods.  Since  my  recent  visit  I  have  supplied  the  institution  with  the  restraint  apparatus  issued  to 
the  anny  for  the.  humane  control  of  the  insane,  and  explained  the  methods  of  applying  them.  Steps  should  be 
taken  without  further  delay  for  the  construction  of  a  Government  asylum  for  the  insane  of  the  Archipelago.

Provincial  boards  of  health  and  public  vaticinations. — Provincial  boanls  of  health  have  been  established  in  the. 
following  provinces:  Albay,  Bataan,  Bohol,  Bulacan,  Cavite,  Cebu,  llocos  Norte,  llocos  Sur,  Isabela,  Masbate, 
Negros  East,  Negros  West,  Nueva  Ecija,  Pampanga,  Pangasinan,  Rizal,  Sorsogon,  Tarlac,  and  Union,  pursuant 
to  Act  No.  307,  which  was  passed  by  the  Civil  Commission,  December  2,  1901.  Municipal  boards  of  health 
are  also  being  organized  in  a  number  of  the  pueblos,  pursuant  to  Act  No.  308.  The  establishment  of  these  boards 
will  prove  of  great  benefit  to  the  Philippines,  not  only  in  improving  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  natives,  but  in 
the  elimination  of  smallpox  and  epidemic  diseases  among  domestic  animals  as  well.  All  of  the  presidents  of 
the  provincial  boards  of  health  were  provided  with  the  necessary  instruments  and  instructed  in  the  methods  of 
immunizing  cattle  against  rinderpest.  One  hundred  and  nine  thousand  and  seventy-five  units  of  vaccine  virus 
were  sent  to  the  various  provinces  during  the  month  of  January  for  the  use  of  natives,  and  over  130,000  vaccinated 
in  Batangas,  Tayabas,  Cavite,  and  Laguna  by  Maj.  William  Stt^phenson,  chief  surgeon,  under  the  direction  of 
Gen.  J.  Franklin  Bell,  who  commands  that  district.

During  the  inonthH  of  December  and  January,  61 
tubes  of  fungus  culture  were  sent  to  provineei^  from 
which  the  locust  i>lague  wiuj  reported. 

Advices  have  l>een  received  from  14  i)rt)vince8,  an- 
nouncing tlie  entire  (Usappearanee  of  the  locusts  pre- 
vious to  the  arrival  of  the  fungus. 

A  report  from  the  Province  of  Albay  stilt* •»  that  after 
the  use  of  tlie  cultures  the  locusts  disappeared  com- 
pletely and  large  numbers  of  dead  ones  were  found. 
The  goviTnor  of  the  province  presumes  the  death  of 
the  insects  to  l)e  caused  by  the  locust  fungus. 

In  one  province,  llocos  Norte,  the  provincial  l)oard, 
by  resolution,  decided  not  to  experiment  with  the  fun- 
gus, although  locusts  existe- 1,  because  of  a  fear  that 
disease  among  the  natives  would  result  from  the  use  of 
the  insects  as  food.  Instructions  in  this  respect  have 
been  sent  to  the  province.

Sir:— 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Philippine  Islands  and  city  of  Manila 
for  the  month  of  February,  1902. 

Mortality  During  tlie  Month  With  Birth  and  Death  Rates.— Seven  hundred  and  eleven  deaths  occurred  among 
the  permanent  residents  of  the  city  during  February,  and  89  among  the  transients.  The  transient  class  consists  of  the  seafar- 
ing population  temporarily  in  the  bay  and  natives  who  have  been  drifting  from  province  to  province  as  a  result  of  the  recent 
insurrection.  Deaths  occurring  in  Manila  were  divided  as  follows:  Filipinos,  659;  Chinese,  38;  Foreigners,  8;  and  Amer- 
icans, 6.  The  annual  death  rate  per  thousand  for  the  month  was  30.69,  the  average  among  the  various  nationalities  making 
up  the  population  of  the  city.  The  rate  of  each  class  was  as  follows:  Filipinos,  38.39;  Chinese,  8.16;  Foreigners,  13.29;  and 
Americans,  8.4.  The  death  rate  among  the  Chinese,  Foreigners  and  Americans  is  exceptionally  low  and  compares  very  favor- 
ably with  that  of  any  city  in  the  world.  The  rate  among  the  Filipinos  is  high  and  will  remain  so  until  many  social  and 
economical  problems  with  which  they  are  intimately  associated  receive  a  favorable  solution,  among  which  may  be  mentioned 
prominently  the  question  of  suitable  habitations.  Deaths  during  the  month  resulted  principally  from  the  following  prominent 
causes:  Convulsions  of  children,  211;  dysentery  and  diarrhoea,  92;  acute  and  chronic  bronchitis,  73:  tuberculosis,  55;  puerperal 
eclampsia,  35;  congenital  and  senile  debility,  31;  beri  beri,  27;  sinipfe  meningitis,  21;  tetanus,  20;  intermittent  fever,  14;  and 
affections  of  the  larynx  (probably  tuberculous),  12.  Three  hundred  and  thirty-nine  births  were  recorded  during  the  month, 
although  there  are' excellent  reasons  to  believe  that  this  number  does  not  represent  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  births  that 
occurred.  Very  few  deliveries  take  place  with  the  assistance  of  physicians,  even  among  the  better  classes.  Licensed  mid- 
wives  are  employed  by  those  able  to  pay  for  such  services,  the  majority  of  the  natives  receiving  no  assistance,  even  in  serious 
cases.  While  City  Ordinance  No.  2  requires  a  notification  of  every  birth  from  the  nearest  relative,  in  the  absence  of  a  physi- 
cian or  midwife,  it  is  very  difficult  to  enforce  the  law. 

Public  Health  and  Climatic  Conditions  in  the  Philippines.— It  will  be  noted,  after  examination  of  the  death 
rates  among  Americans,  Chinese  and  other  foreigners,  that  the  mortality  among  these  classes  is  as  low  as  that  of  any  city  in 
the  United  States.  The  present  rate  among  the  native  Filipino,  the  mass  of  the  city  population  (223,900),  is  high,  but  no 
higher  than  can  be  expected  under  existing  circumstances.  The  Filipino  element  in  Manila  consists  mainly  of  Indians 
(Tagalos,)  who  are  not  only  densely  ignorant,  but  whose  general  conditions  of  life  are  little  better  than  those  of  the  pueblo 
Indians  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona.  As  a  rule,  these  people  occupy  humid  and  wretched  apartments  on  the  ground  floor  of 
the  stone  or  frame  buildings  in  the  city,  or  miserable  huts  or  shacks  crowded  together  in  interior  courts,  or  located  over 
esteros,  drains,  swamps  and  other  unsuitable  and  insanitary  localities.  Poorly  supplied  with  nutritious  food,  using  polluted 
well  water  and  surrounded  by  misery,  they  rarely  call  a  physician  when  taken  ill,  and  die  in  large  numbers  from  preventable 
diseases  and  anemia.  Place  these  people  in  sanitary  habitations  with  proper  food,  and  it  would  be  safe  to  predict  a  reduction 
of  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  present  rate  of  mortality  among  them.  The  climate  of  the  Philippines  is  pleasant,  equable  and 
healthful,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  other  country  in  the  world  is  more  favored  in  this  regard.  At  the  level  of  the  sea 
throughout  the  entire  archipelago  the  mercury  rarely  goes  below  60®  or  above  90®  F.  during  the  entire  year.  The  mean 
maximum  temperature  for  each  month  during  the  period  beginning  January  i,  1885,  and  ending  December  31,  1898,  was  as 
follows:  January,  85.6;  February,  87.3;  March,  89.9;  April,  92.5;  May  91.9;  June,  89.8;  July,  87.3;  August,  87.1;  September,  86.9; 
October,  87.8;  November,  86.3;  December,  85.3,  with  a  general  mean  maximum  for  the  twelve  months  for  this  period  of  88.1. 
The  monthly  mean  minimum  for  the  same  period  was  as  follows:  January,  69.3;  February,  69.1;  March,  71.6;  April,  73.9; 
May,  75.7;  June,  75.6;  July,  75.2;  August,  75.2;  September,  75.2;  October,  75.3;  November,  72.7;  December,  70.9,  with  a  gen- 
eral mean  minimum  during  the  same  period  of  73.2,  From  the  middle  of  November  until  the  middle  of  March,  the  temper- 
ature in  Manila  is  delightful;  from  that  time  on  until  the  latter  part  of  Jun^,  it  is  hot  during  the  middle  of  the  day,  but  con- 
siderably less  so  than  in  many  of  the  Southern  States  during  the  summer,  and  cool  compared  to  the  Texas  Border  along  the  Rio 
Grande.  From  July  to  November,  during  the  rainy  season,  the  temperature  is  little  higher  than  during  the  winter  months, 
which  is  due  to  the  frequent  rains  and  clouded  condition  of  the  sky.  Many  people  who  have  lived  here  several  years  regard 
the  rainy  season  as  prefei-able  to  any  other  season  of  the  year.  During  the  early  years  of  American  occupancy,  when  cam- 
paigns and  severe  hikes  were  daily  occurrences,  our  troops  suffered  severely  from  intestinal  and  other  troubles  which  were 
preventable.  Neither  officers  nor  men  understood  how  to  care  for  themselves,  and  constantly  drank  polluted  water  from  the 
pueblo  wells,  and  exposed  themselves  unnecessarily  to  the  rays  of  a  tropical  sun.  Partly  a»  a  result  of  the  large  amount  of 
sickness^  which  occurred  among  the  troops,  and  partly  from  grossly  misleading  and  exaggerated  reports  sent  to  newspapers  and 
friends  in  the  United  States  by  hysterical  men  and  women  who  were  here  at  the  time,  the  climate  of  the  Philippines  has  been 
so  greatly  misrepresented  that  many  Americans  have  been  dissuaded  from  coming  here  on  that  account.  Recent  experience 
among  both  American  civilians  and  troops  has  proven  the  contrary  of  these  previous  unfavorable  reports.  With  the  exception 
of  loss  of  fat,  few  who  understand  how  to  live  in  the  Philippines  will  suffer  ill  health  as  a  result  of  climatic  conditions.    The 
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loss  of  flesh,  as  a  rule,  occurs  during  the  first  year's  residence»  the  period  of  acclimatization»  but  generally  returns  daring  the 
second  or  third  year.  Americans  and  Europeans  accustomed  to  a  bracing  and  rigorous  climate  frequently  lose  energy  after 
several  years  of  residence  in  any  tropical  climate  and  should  return  for  recuperation  from  time  to  time.  English  business  houses 
in  the  Orient  and  especially  in  the  tropics  give  their  employees  a  year's  leave  on  full  pay  for  tliis  purpose,  after  each  ñyt  years 
of  continuous  service.  While  no  fixed  rule  will  suit  the  case  of  every  one,  troops  unaccustomed  to  the  tropics  should  not  be 
required  to  serve  longer  than  three  years  during  each  tour.  However,  as  altitude  overcomes  latitude,  it  might  be  well  for 
both  the  civil  and  military  authorities  to  take  into  consideration  the  many  favorable  places  in  the  Philippines  where  resorts 
or  camps  of  recuperation  at  an  altitude  of  from  four  to  six  thousand  feet  could  be  located,  ami  where  a  cool  and  invigorating 
climate  could  be  secured  without  leaving  the  limits  of  the  archipelago.  The  province  of  Benguet  is  well  adapted  for  such 
camps,  and  other  mountain  regions  less  remote  from  Manila. 

Plague,  Rats,  and  nethods  Employed  for  Their  Oestructlon.—Two  cases  of  plague  occurreil  during  the 
month,  both  of  which  proved  fatal.  The  first  case,  a  Filipino  woman  living  on  Calle  Victoria,  Intramuros,  was  discovered  a 
few  moments  before  death  and  was  unattended  by  a  physician.  The  second  case,  that  of  a  Chino  living  on  Carvajal  Street 
and  also  unattended  by  a  physician,  was  reported  by  a  sanitary  inspector,  the  diagnosis  verified,  and  the  man  at  once  removed 
to  the  pest  hospital,  where  he  died  the  following  day.  Forty -eight  cases  of  bubonic  plague  cxjcurred  in  February,  1900,  and 
27  during  the  same  month  of  1901.  In  view  of  the  association  l>etween  plague  and  rodents,  an  incessant  war  has  been  waged 
against  the  latter  since  September,  1901,  by  the  Board  of  Health.  Squads  of  rat-catchers,  amunl  with  traps,  rat  bane  and 
other  necessary  implements,  have  been  assigned  to  the  various  districts  of  the  city,  under  the  supervision  of  the  district  san- 
itary inspector.  These  bquads  generally  consist  of  ten  rat  catchers  with  a  chief,  who  becomes  responsible  for  the  placing  of 
traps,  bane  and  the  collection  of  rats.  During  February,  20,001  rats  were  actually  delivered  to  the  government  laboratory-,  9834 
of  which  were  examined  microscopically  for  plague  infection,  and  13  found  affected.  Since  Septeml)er  last,  53,773  have  been 
secured  by  the  Board  of  Health,  either  through  the  official  rat-catchers  or  natives,  40,666  of  which  have  been  examined  micro- 
scopically for  bacilli.  Of  the  number  examined,  242  have  been  found  affected  with  the  plague.  Percentage  of  plague  rats  for 
November,  1.14;  for  December,  1.33;  for  January,  v\>  of  i^/^;  for  February,  iV\j  oí  i^^  j>.  It  will  be  noted  that  feince  December  the 
percentage  of  plague  rats  has  rapidly  decreased.  During  November  and  December,  on  certain  days  plague  rats  amounted  to 
three  or  four  per  cent,  of  those  delivered.  During  February  the  aggregate  of  traps  set  amounted  to  65,379,  and  rat  bane 
placed,  to  403,789  plates.     The  streets  of  each  district  are  visited  in  order,  and  traps  and  bane  placed  for  three  days  and  nights  j 

consecutively  in  each  house.     The  following  methods  are  employed  for  catching  or  destroying  rats:     (i)  Traps  baited   with  | 

bacon,  fish,  cheese,  meat  scraps  or  boiled  rice.     (2)  By  hand.     In  this  case   the   rat-catchers  run   the  arm  into  holes,  rat-runs,  j 

sewers  or  catch  them  after  being  driven  out  of  old  lumber  piles,  or  from  under  shacks  which  are  being  removed,  etc.  In  some 
instances  rat-catchers  have  been  badly  bitten,  but  except  a  slight  phlegmonous  inflammation,  no  sericms  results  have  arisen. 
(3)  By  means  of  nets  placed  over  holes  or  sewers  from  which  the  rats  have  l>een  driven  by  hot  water,  carbolic  solutions,  or  the 
fumes  of  sulphur.  (4)  By  the  use  of  poisoned  foods.  The  following  articles  have  been  used  with  more  or  less  success:  (i) 
Prepared  rat  cheese.  (2)  Rat  paint.  (3)  A  mixture  of  ground  glass,  flour,  corn  meal,  syrup,  with  a  i  jier  cent,  of  strych- 
nia. (4)  Ground  rusty  bacon  with  60  per  cent,  of  arsenious  acid.  (5)  Boiled  rice  with  60  per  cent,  of  arsenious  acid.  (6)  A 
dish  of  flour  and  plaster  of  Paris,  equal  parts,  with  a  dish  of  water  on  the  side.  Death  from  the  last  method  is  procluced  me- 
chanically. Boiled  rice  is  quite  popular  with  the  rats,  but  the  l>est  results  are  obtained  through  the  rusty  bacon  preparation. 
The  number  of  rats  destroyed  by  bane  is  not  known,  but  it  is  l>elieved  that  several  hundred  thousands  have  been  destroyedin. 
this  way. 

Shiga  Antl-Pe5tlc  Vaccinations.— A  systematic  effort  has  been  made  to  immunize  the  susceptibles  of  Manila  against 
bubonic  plague  by  means  of  the  Shiga  anti-pestic  vaccine.  The  work  was  begun  on  the  15th  of  January,  and  so  far,  7440  per- 
sons have  received  the  primary  inoculation,  and  1335  both  primary  and  secondary.  Until  quite  recently  the  vaccine  was  pro- 
duced at  the  government  laboratory,  from  20010300  doses  being  furnished  daily.  In  beginning  this  work,  the  Board  of 
Health  believed  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  immunize  from  75,000  to  100,000  of  the  inhabitants,  and  especially  those  living 
in  Intramuros,  Binondo,  San  Nicolas,  Tondo,  Quiapo  and  Santa  Cruz,  the  pest  districts.  The  lower  classes,  which  includes 
the  Chinos,  cocheros,  laborers,  servants,  peddlers,  etc.,  with  their  wives  and  children,  occupants  of  the  lower  floors  and  nipa 
houses,  were  particularly  intended  to  receive  this  attention. 

Dr.  J.  V.  Tormey,  Medical  Inspector  of  the  Board,  was  placed  in  charge  of  this  work,  and,  so  far,  has  carried  it  on  effect- 
ively and  without  opposition  from  the  people.     At  the  request  of  the  representative  Chinos  of  the  city,  the  services  of  Miss 
Seagran  were  secured  to  vaccinate  the  wives  and  children  of  the  Chinese  population.     On  January  22nd,  arrangements  were  . 
made  by  cable  with  Prof.  Kitasato,  of  Tokio,  to  ship  10,000  doses  of  Shiga  anti-pestic  vaccine  weekly,  and  the  first  invoice  ar- 
rived March  2nd.    At  present  seven  additional  native  physicians  are  employed  to  assist  the  Board  in  these  inoculations. 

General  inspection.— Until  recently,  the  Board  of  Health  has  been  badly  handicapped  through  a  lack  of  competent 
medical  inspectors,  and  although  four  were  authorized  by  the  Civil  Commission  but  one  could  be  secured  through  the  Civil 
Service  Board.  Finding  it  impossible  to  secure  these  appointments  from  physicians  living  in  the  Philippines,  an  application 
for  the  detail  of  four  medical  officers  of  the  Army  for  temporary  duty  was  submitted  to  the  Division  Commander,  which  was 
approved,  and  the  assignments  made.  The  present  force  consists  of  three  medical  inspectors  of  the  Board  (two  temporary), 
and  four  medical  officers  of  the  Army.     One  medical  inspector  was  appointed  February  2i8t,  but  so  far  has  not  been  discharged 

as  contract  surgeon  of  the  Army.  ,     .        .  «    .      *       t 

Dr  Meyer  Herman,  Medical  Inspector,  performed  the  duties  of  Chief  Health  Inspector  during  the  month,  in  the  absence 

of  Major  Meacham,  who  was  in  Hong  Kong  placing  bids  for  the  proposed  pail  system,  and  has  displayed  energy  and  ability 

in  the  inspection  of  the  various  departments  under  his  direction. 

Mr.  Osgood,  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Engineer,  inspected  340  houses  condemned  by  the  Board  for  plague  or  insanitary 

condition,  and  prepared  plans  and  specifications  for  remodeling  and  placing  them  in  a  proper  condition.     In  addition  to  the 

compulsory  work  required  of  property  owners,  a  large  number  ofhom»es  are  being  repaired  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Board 

withoat  resorting  to  legal  steps.  ,     ,  e  ■  ^■ 

The  assignment  of  work  among  the  medical  inspectors  isas  follows:  Dr.  Herman,  general  charge  of  inspection». 
Maior  Combe,  inspection  of  plague  houses,  their  repair,  disinfection,  etc.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  present  epidemic,  plague 
has  occurred  in  600  houses,  and  rats  affected  with  the  disease  found  in  28  others.    These  house»  are  now  receiving  a  thorough

overhauling»  since  nothing  previously  had  been  done  to  them  except  disinfection.  Capt.  Barney,  inspection  and  remodelling 
of  nipa  houses  pursuant  to  City  Ordinance  No.  5.  Capt.  Marshall,  special  inspections.  Contract  Surgeon  Southall,  examina- 
tion of  rats  for  plague.  Dr.  Abella,  licenses  and  special  inspections.  Dr.  Tormey,  in  charge  of  Shiga  antipestic  vaccinations. 
The  remaining  inspections  is  done  by  twelve  chief  sanitary  inspectors  and  sixty-two  sanitary  inspectors,  who  are  assigned 
to  barrios  and  sub-districts.  All  of  the  chief  sanitary  inspectors  are  Americans  except  three,  who  are  Filipinos,  while  all  of 
the  sanitary  inspectors  are  either  natives  or  Chinos. 

Nipa  Houses. — Seven  hundred  and  seventy-seven  nipa  houses  were  inspected  during  the  month  by  Capt.  Barney,  pur- 
suant to  City  Ordinance  No.  5,  which  authorizes  the  Board  of  Health  to  remove,  elevate  floors  and  make  other  changes  in  these 
houses  in  order  to  place  them  in'a  sanitary  condition.  The  inspector  ordered  wooden  or  bamlx)o  floors  one  meter  alcove  the 
ground  in  126  of  these  houses,  and  all  of  the  side  walls  and  other  obstacles  below  this  floor  removed  in  619.  Thirty-two 
houses  were  removed  on  account  of  proximity  and  their  insanitary  condition.     (See  special  report.) 

It  will  be  noted  that  but  5  of  the  777  houses  were  provided  with  arrangements  for  the  disposition  of  night  soil.  Night 
vessels  are  used  in  a  number  of  these  houses  by  the  occupants,  their  contents  being  emptied  at  night  on  the  ground  or  in 
esteros  in  the  vicinity  of  the  house,  and  in  the  absence  of  night  vessels,  the  natives  resort  to  the  back-yards.  Although  the 
city  ordinances  require  that  all  vegetable  matter  shall  be  collected  in  garbage  cans,  it  is  noted  that  in  777  houses  but  one 
was  provided  with  a  garbage  can. 

It  is  believed  that  there  are  from  ten  to  fifteen  thousand  nipa  houses  within  the  strong  material  district  of  the  city  of 
Manila,  and  the  work  that  has  been  assigned  to  Capt.  Barney  is  colossal  in  nature.  Great  improvement  has  tak**n  place  in 
the  nipa  shack  colony  since  this  work  of  inspection  has  begun,  and  it  is  believed  that,  when  completed,  the  sanitary  condition 
of  these  houses  will  be  placed  upon  a  much  higher  plane.  A  large  number  of  these  habitations  are  located  over  esteros,  drains 
and  other  damp  and  humid  places,  and  will  either  be  removed,  or  the  owners  required  to  place  the  sites  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

It  is  intended  to  establish  the  pail  system  in  the  nipa  colony  in  the  near  future,  and  by  this  method  the  condition  of 
emptying  night  soil  on  the  ground  will  be  avoided  in  the  near  future. 

Houses  and  Premises  Cleaned  by  the  Board  of  Health.— Seven  hundred  and  fifty  houses  were  cleaned  out  and 
disinfected  by  the  laborers  employed  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  over  300  cartloads  of  dirt  removed  from  the  premises.  Many 
of  these  houses  are  old  stone  buildings  whose  interiors  or  back-yards  are  crowded  with  huts  or  shacks  and  occupied  by  ihe 
poorest  classes.  Some  of  these  interiors  contain  as  many  as  fifteen  different  habitations,  each  of  which  shelters  a  family  of 
from  five  to  ten  persons.  The  occupants  of  each  house  (one  room)  eat,  sleep,  cook  and  receive  their  visitors  in  the  one  room, 
which  frequently  is  not  more  than  twelve  feet  square  and  possesses  but  one  door  and  no  windows. 

Public  Vaccinations.  Five  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  thirty-eight  inhabitants  of  Manila  were  vaccinated  by  the 
municipal  vaccinators  during  the  month  in  Manila,  and  252,164,  in  the  provinces  of  Tayabas,  Laguna  and  Batangas.  The 
latter  were  vaccinated  under  the  direction  of  Major  Wm.  Stephenson,  Chief  Surgeon,  3rd  Separate  Brigade,  and  consisted  of 
natives  who  had  been  driven  into  the  various  towns  of  these  provinces  on  account  of  the  recent  insurrection,  which  is  being 
controlled  by  the  active  work  of  Brigadier  General  J.  Franklin  Bell,  who  has  taken  great  interest  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  welfare  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  people  of  these  provinces 

Vaccinations  by  municipal  vaccinators  under  the  direction  of  the  provincial  boards  of  health  are  also  being  carried  out 
to^a  large  extent  throughout  the  other  provinces  of  the  archipelago,  but  no  definite  information  has  been  received  from  the^e 
provinces,  although  more  than  100,000  units  of  virus  have  been  furnished  iheni.  Smallpox,  which  is  prevalent  at  this  season 
of  the  year,  has  been  greatly  reduced  by  the  vigorous  campaign  of  vaccination. 

Provincial  and  Municipal  Boards  of  Health* — Since  January  ist  twenty-seven  provincial  and  eighty-six  municipal 
boards  of  health  have  been  established,  over  which  natives  p  eside,  except  in  two  instances,  that  of  Americans  for  the 
provinces  of  Pangasinan  and  Negros  Oriente.  Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  qualified  candidates  to 
fill  the  position  of  President  of  the  Municipal  Boards,  and  in  some  cases  one  physician  or  practicante  has  been  appointed  for 
two  or  more  pueblos  located  near  each  other.  This  arrangement  has  proven  satisfactory,  and  the  salary  shared  by  each. 
From  communications  received,  I  believe  that  a  large  amount  of  valuable  work  has  already  been  accomplished  by  the 
provincial  and  municipal  boards  of  health.

I  have  the  lionor  to  submit  he rt' with  the  report  of  the  lionrd  of  Health  for  tht-  Phili])pim-  Islands  and  Citv  of  iVIanila 
for  the  month  of  March,  1902. 

Mortality  During:  the  Month,  with  Death  and  Birth  Rates.— Seven  hundred  and  seventy  deaths  oceurred  amonj.^ 
the  permanent  residents  of  the  City  of  Manila,  find  73  anion^  tlu'  transients.  vSixty-one  cases  of  the  770  resulted  from 
Asiatic  cholera.  The  deaths  were  divided  as  follows:  PHlipinos  710,  Chinese  42,  Americans  4,  Huropeans  and  other  14.  The 
annual  death  rate  atnounted  to  30.02%,  and  was  divided  amonj^  the  various  nationalities  as  follows:  Filipinos  37.36,  Chinese 
8.15,  Americans  7.21,  Kuropeans  and  others  25.51.  Three  hundred  and  thirty-two  births  occurred  during  the  month,  327 
of  which  occurred  anu)ng  the  Filipinos,  i  among  the  Americans,  and  4  among  the  Europeans  and  others.  The  de;iths 
during  the  month  resulted  princijíally  from  the  following  prominent  causes:  Convulsions  of  children  195,  dysentery  and 
diarrhoea  89,  tuberculosis  77,  Asiatic  cholera  61,  bronchitis  53,  eclampsia  42,  meningitis[28,  beri-beri  24,  senile  debility  20, 
tetanus  18,  intermittent  fever  14,  all  others  159.     Deaths  among  the  transients  have  not  been  included  in  this  summary. 

Asiatic  Cholera. — At  2.30  p.  m.,  March  20th,  the  lioard  of  Health  was  advised  by  the  vSan  Juan  de  Dios  Hospital 
authorities  that  two  cases  resembling  Asiatic  cholera  had  been  sent  to  that  hospital  for  treatment.  Inasmuch  as  this 
disease  was  epidemic  in  Canton  and  Hongkong  «at  the  time,  and  there  was  a  constant  and  considerable  commerce  between 
the  latter  port  and  Manila,  the  invasion  of  cholera  was  not  unexpected,  although  a  quarantine  had  been  placed  on  all 
vessels  entering  the  Bay  of  Manila  from  Chinese  ports.  Dr.  Manuel  Gomez,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  was  directed  to  visit 
the  hospital  at  once,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  rej)ort,  and  returned  within  half  an  hour  with  the  statement 
that  the  cases  appeared  to  be  genuine.  In  company  with  Maj.  V.  A.  Meacham,  Chief  Health  Inspector,  and  Prof.  Paul 
C.  Freer,  Superintendent  of  Government  Laboratories,  I  visited  the  hosjñtal,  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  previous  reports, 
and  found  two  natives,  one  a  resident  of  the  Intramuros,  the  other  of  vSan  Nicolas,  ill  with  a  disease  which  appeared  to 
be  Asiatic  cholera.  Dr.  R.  P.  Strong,  Director  of  the  Biological  I^aboratory,  was  reijuested  to  visit  the  hospital  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible,  for  the  purpose  of  making  bacteriological  investigations.  The  presence  of  the  Comma  bacillus  was 
observed  in  the  hanging  drop  slides  which  were  made  shortly  afterwards.  Later,  the  cultures  verified  the  diagnosis.  During 
that  night  two  other  cases  were  reported  in  the  Farola  District,  both  of  which  died  within  four  hours  after  attack,  and 
before  the  investigations  of  Dr.  Strong  were  completed,  ten  or  a  dozen  more  typical  cases  occurred,  which  clinically  placed 
the  diagnosis  beyond  doubt. 

Maj.  Meacham,  who  had  spent  the  month  of  February  in  Hongkong  and  Canton,  returned  to  Manila  on  the  5th 
of  March  and  reported  that  cholera  was  very  prevalent  in  Canton,  although  its  extent  was  unknown,  for  the  reason  that 
no  health  board  existed  there,  and  that  death  records  were  secured  only  by  visiting  the  undertakers'  establishments  and 
counting  the  cofhns  sold  daily.  He  also  reported  that  cholera  existed  in  Hongkong  at  the  time  of  his  departure,  although 
very  little  was  said  about  it,  probably  for  the  reason  that  commerce  would  suffer  were  the  conditions  generally  known. 

On  March  3rd,  Capt.  J.  C.  Perry,  Marine  Hospital  Service,  Chief  Quarantine  Officer  of  this  port,  cabled  Hongkong, 
to  prevent  the  futther  introduction  of  vegetables  from  that  port,  and  at  the  same  time  imposed  a  five  days'  detention  at 
Mariveles  on  all  ships  arriving  from  there.  It  is  believed  that  in  spite  of  these  orders,  infected  vegetables  were  shipped 
later  and  smuggled  into  Manila,  or  were  throw^i  overboard  into  the  bay  and  washed  ashore,  whence  they  were  eaten  bv 
the  natives. 

The  Farola  barrio,  which  lies  at  the  extreme  western  border  of  San  Nicolas  District,  and  along  the  Pasig  River  to 
the  Manila  Light,  was  the  point  where  the  infection  was  first  located.  Several  of  the  natives  informed  the  Board  of  Health 
that  cabbage  and  other  green  vegetables  were  picked  up  on  the  shore  and  used  for  food.  It  is  more  than  probable  that 
the  infection  entered  the  city  in  this  way.  From  the  20th  to  the  31st  of  the  month,  the  following  cases  occurred:  20th, 
4;  2ist,  6;  22nd,  4;  23rd,  8;  24th,  14;  25tli,  15;  26th,  12;  27th,  11;  28th,  6;  29th,  5;  30th,  11;  31st,  6;  which  were  divided 
among  the  residents  as  follows:     F^'ilipinos  94,  Chinese  6,  Americans  i  and  Europeans  and  others  i. 

Measures  Adopted  For  Suppressing  Cholera  In  Manila.— The  city  was  divided  into  twelve  districts  for  purposes 
of  inspection,  and  oyer  each  was  placed  a  medical  officer,  with  a  corps  of  sanitary  inspectors  varying  from  30  to  60. 
House-to-house  inspections  were  made  both  day  and  night,  in  order  to  prevent  cases  from  escaping  the  notice  of  the  Board- 
This  became  necessary,  in  order  to  detect  cases  which  were  invariably  hidden  by  the  natives,  presumably  to  prevent  being 
sent  to  the  cholera  hospital  and  detention  camp.  A  request  was  made  of  the  Division  Commander  for  the  detail  of  medical 
officers,  and  from  time  to  time,  such  as  could  be  spared  by  the  Chief  Surgeon  were  ordered  to  report  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Health.  As  many  as  31,  including  those  already  detailed  as  medical  inspectors,  were  ordered  to  report  for  duty 
with  the  Board,  and  were  assigned  to  duties  of  District  Mtdical  Inspectors,  quarantine  officers  in  the  bay,  rivers  and 
esteros,  and  in  charge  of  cholera  hospitals  and  detention  camps.  As  many  as  6  or  8  were  ordered  to  the  provinces, 
especially  for  work  in  pueblos  in  which  the  disease  had  broken  out.     Each  District  Medical    Inspector  was  supplied  with 


a  (tisinfecting  pump,  disinfectants  and  a  corps  of  men  versed  in  that  sjxHMal  work.  liacli  house  in  which  a  case  of  cholera 
occurred,  was  thoroughly  disinfected  after  tlie  case  and  contacts  had  been  remove<l,  and  close<l  for  tK^cu}vincy  for  five  days. 

The  following  ad<litional  measures  were  taken:  ist— AH  wells  throughout  the  city  were  closed,  and  distilletl  water 
distributed  for  drinking  purposes;  2nd— rndiibition  of  the  following  fruits  and  vegetables,  which  could  he  eaten  raw: 
Pineapples,  pears,  chicos,  watermelons,  muskmelons.  apples,  radishes,  lettuce,  cabljage,  celery,  egg-plant,  tomatoes,  j>eppeni, 
cucumbers,  green  onions,  turnips,  water-cresses  and  sugar  cane,  and  a  strict  iuspecti<m  made  of  all  shoi>s  and  markets  in 
the  city.  The  following  fruits  and  vegetables  were  allowed  fi>r  Side:  Oranges,  lemons,  mangoes.  iKitíitiH'S  other  tuWrs, 
and  dry  onions;  3rd — All  hotels,  boarding-houses,  lodging-houses,  saloons,  etc;  were  i>rohibited  from  using  for  drinking 
purposes  water  that  had  not  been  boiled  or  distilled;  well-known  mineral  waters  and  aerated  waters  nuide  of  distille<l 
water  were  allowed;  4th — A  rigorous  (piaranline  was  jilaced  around  the  City  of  Manila.  ti>  prevent  the  escajH'  of  thost»  who 
were  infected  to  neighboring  towns  on  the  bay;  5th — All  cascoes,  lorchas,  badges,  launches  an<l  other  shipping,  were 
retjuired  to  move  out  of  tlje  Pasig  River  aiul  esteros  after  5  p.  m.  anil  remain  in  the  bay  during  the  night,  where  they 
were  thoroughly  inspected  before  allowed  to  return  to  their  wharves  or  moorings.  This  measure  In'caníe  neccessary  for 
the  reason  that  a  large  number  of  cases  of  cholera  occuned  oji  such  ^hipping  without  being  reported  to  the  Hoard  of 
Health  and  were  disposed  of  in  a  number  of  cases  by  being  thrown  overl)oanl  during  the  night,  in  ortler  to  prevent 
detection. 

The  Mariquina  River,  from  which  the  city  water  is  obtained,  was  thoroughly  guarded  by  civil  inspectors  of  the 
Board  of  Health  and  also  by  a  patrol  of  cavalry.  The  ])ueblos  of  Malabon.  San  Mateo.  Mariipiina,  are  located  on  this 
stream  above  the  intake,  and  hence,  in  guarding  the  supply,  to  ])revent  infection,  the  nu)st  rigi<l  ins]H*ction  of  these  towns 
was  necessary.  Later  on,  at  the  reijuest  of  the  Hoard  of  Health,  the  Military  C(nnmander  ordered  a  battalioti  of  infantry 
to  line  the  river  on  both  si(U's  from  the  intake  t(>  Malabon.  and  so  fir  no  case  of  cholera  has  ap|>earetl  in  that   valley. 

Detention  Camp  and  Cholera  Hospital. — A  detention  camp  had  been  built  on  the  grounds  at  San  Laxaro  during 

the  past  Winter  for  the  detention  of  contacts  of  bubonic  plague,  but  owing  to  the  (lisapi)earance  of  that  disease,  Inul  not 
been  used.  This  camp  was  ca])able  of  holding  2,500  ])eoi)le,  an<l  was  provided  with  kitchens.  water-cU)sets<ind  other  con- 
veniences. The  cholera  hospital  was  located  on  the  other  side  of  the  San  Lázaro  Hospital,  in  the  canipus,  and  consiste<l 
of  hosi)ital  tents.  The  cholera  hosjiital  was  thoroughly  e  juii>])ed  with  nu-dical  ollicers,  nurses,  etc.,  and  during  its  exis- 
tence there  cared  for  172  cases  in  all  before  it  was  reniove<l  to  .Santa  Mesa,  which  was  «lone  for  the  reason  that  the  grounds 
had  become  more  or  less  infected.  The  treatment  at  the  h<)s])ital  consisted  of  administration  <»f  eneniata  containing  i-kkk) 
percent,  of  benzozone,  internally  in  cai)snles.  hypoderniics  of  strychnia,  and  the  application  of  hot  water  bottles  and  general 
remedies  to  meet  svmptoms  as  they  occurred.  Benzozone,  a  new  drug  discovered  by  Profs.  I'reer  ami  Novy,  prom- 
ises excellent  results  in  the  treatment  of  this  dreaded  disease.  .As  a  rule,  the  dead  were  creinale«l,  except  in  a  few 
instances,  where  they  were  buried  in  hermetically  sealed  caskets  in  chloride  t>f  linu'. 

Employment  Bureau.— An  eni])loynient  bureau  was  established  by  the  B«)ard.  under  the  sui)ervision  of  Medical 
Inspector  Meyer  Herman,  and  during  the  first  two  or  three  weeks  of  the  existence  of  the  epidemic  over  1500  men  presented 
themselves  and  were  given  employment  as  sanitary  insi)ectors.  .Subseijuently  it  was  foun<l  that  a  large  nnnd)er  of  these 
men  ha<l  been  dishonorably  discharged  from  the  service,  as  volunte -rs  or  regulars,  and  were  mentally  an<l  morally  unfit 
for  the  important  charges  over  which  they  were  placed.  It  became  necessary  to  discharge  large  numbers  of  these  men,  and 
uj)  to  the  date  of  this  re])ort,  at  least  300  had  been  discharged   for  cause. 

Cholera  in  the  Provinces.— In  s])ite  of  the  great  ])recautions  taken  by  (juaraiitiiie  to  guard  against  the  escft]Ki  of  i)er8ons 
alTected  with  the  disease  into  the  neighboring  provinces.  ])ersons  escai)ed  in  bancas  during  the  night  to  the  following  towns 
where  this  infection  was  started,  viz:  Halanga  in  Bataan,  Hagonoy  an.l  Malol«»s  in  Bulacan,  and  Navotas  in  Rixal.  The 
U.  S.  Tran.sport  "Castellanos"  carried  the  infection  to  Nueva  Caceres,  and  from  this  source  the  infection  was  transmitted 
to  a  large  number  of  pueblos  in  that  section. 

As  a  rule  the  disease  has  occurred  among  the  lowest  social  stratum  in  the  city,  and  it  is  In-lieved  to  l)e  principally 
due  to   food  infection.     The  water  of  the  city  so  far  remains  uninfected.     Boiled  water  is  use<l  almost   universally    by  the 

inhabitants  of   the  citv. 

During  the  first\wo  or  three  weeks  of  the  ei^idemic  there  was  a  general  disi)osition  on  the  part  of  the  i)opulatlon 
to  conceal  every  case  of  cholera  which  occurre.l.  and  also  a  disposition  to  deny  the  existence  of  cholera.  It  was 
generallv  suggested  to  the  natives  that  the  disease  was  colic,  resulting  from  the  use  of  green  nee,  and  that  the 
Americans  resorted  to  these  extreme  measures  unnecessarily,  and  probably  for  purposes  of  r-venge. 

Whether  it  was  because  the  natives  did  not  believe  thai  cholera  existed  in  the  city,  or  were  afraid  of  the  measures 
taken  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  stamp  out  the  infection,  it  was  foun<l  impos.sible  to  secure  their  co-operation  in  regard  to 
reporting  cases.  Thev  resorted  to  everv  measure  to  conceal  such  cases  by  taking  them  off  during  the  night  into  the  rice 
fiehls  or  driving  them  out  of  their  honres  on  to  the  streets  and  disposing  of  the  dead  by  throwing  them  into  the  Pasig 
River,  esteros,  or  burying  them  underwood-piles  or  other  places.  ,.^      ,  ,, 

The  inspection  of  the  floating  population  in  the  bay,  the  Pasig  River,  and  esteros  became  very  difficult,  as  ca.se8  would 
occur  from  time  to  time  on  such  shipping,  and  in  no  instance  was  a  case  from  these  sources  ever  reported  For  this  rea- 
son  it  became  necesary  to  require  that  every  launch,  casco,  lorcha,  etc.,  be  taken  out  of  the  esteros  and  Pasig  River  and 
held  under  inspection  until  the  following  morning.  ,  .,      .,         .,t  ,     ,t       i-  *  -t    ^   1 

Up  to  the  present,  April  15th,  275  cases  of  cholera  have  occurred  in  the  City  of  Manila,  with  215  deaths,  distributed  as 
follows:  Filipinos  50,  Chinese  17,  Americans  5,  aH  others  3- 

Bubonic  Plague  -But  one  case  of  plague  has  occurred  in  Manila  since  the  beginning  of  the  month  (on  Maich  6th), 
and  but  three  since  December  26th.  The  examination  of  rats,  which  has  been  carried  on  vigorously  at  the  Laboratory, 
has  indicated  that  the  infection  has  practically  disappeared  from  among  them,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the 
disease  has  been  eradicated  from  the  city. 

Leprosy  --The  census  started  last  Fall  for  the  collection  of  information  concerning  leprosy  has  been  continued  and  so 
far  ^06^  cases  have  been  found  to  exist  in  the  archipelago.  Fifty  thousand  dollars  has  been  appropriated  for  the  organization 
of  the  leprosy  colony    which  is  to  be  located  on  the  island  of  Kulion,  in  the  Calamianes  group.     Arrangemente  were  made 


by  the  Board  to  begin  the  construction  of  one  hundred  houses,  a  large  hospital,  storerooms,  Superintendent's  building,  and 
other  necessary  structures  on  the  ist  of  April,  but  owing  to  the  unexpected  appearance  of  cholera  the  matter  has  been 
postponed  until  the  epidemic  is  over. 

Pail  System. — The  Board  of  Health  has  taken  charge  of  the  disposition  of  night  soil  in  Manila  and  the  installation 
of  the  pail  system.  Eight  hundred  galvanized  buckets  with  gasket  covering  have  been  ordered  from  Singapore  and  300 
already  put  into  use.  A  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent,  with  a  number  of  overseers  and  collectors,  have  already 
been  appointed,  and  the  matter  is  well  under  way.  A  contract  was  made  with  Messers.  W.  S.  Bailey  &  Company,  of 
Hongkong,  for  the  construction  of  12,000  pails,  at  $52,000  Mex.  These  buckets  are  to  be  furnished  from  time  to  time^ 
so  that  it  is  expected  by  the  ist  of  October  the  entire  system  will  be  in  complete  operation. 

Rhinderpest  and  Surra. — Rhinderpest  and  surra  seem  to  have  disappeared  from  the  archipelago  for  the  present,  as 
no  reports  have  been  received  from  Provincial   Boards  of  Health  in  regard  to  these  diseases. 

Public  Vaccinations. — Public  vaccinations  are  being  carried  on  continuously  by  Provincial  Boards  of  Health  and  army 
medical  officers  and  the  disease  has  been  held  under  excellent  control. 

Tenement  Houses. — Owing  to  the  inferior  habitations  occupied  by  a  large  proportion  of  the  population,  a  system  of 
tenement  houses  is  badly  needed  in  this  city,  it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  can  be  made  not  only  by  the  city  authorities» 
but  by  the  wealthy  men  of  the  city,  to  construct  suitable  houses  capable  of  supplying  habitations  for  from  twenty  to  thirty 
thousand  people.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Philippine  Islands  and  city  of  Manila 
for  the  month  of  April,  1902. 

riortallty  During  Honth,  and  Birth  Rate.— Thirteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven  deaths  occurred  among  the  per- 
manent residents  of  the  city  of  Manila  during  the  month,  and  sixty-thrt^e  deaths  among  the  transients.  They  were 
divided  racially  as  follows: 

Filipinos,       -  -         -         .         1239  Chinese, 65 

Americans, 13  Europeans  and  others,     -         -         -         10 

Deaths  during  the  month  resulted  from  the  following  prominent  causes:  Cholera,  385;  convulsions  of  children,  226; 
tuberculosis,  105:  eclampsia,  98;  dysentery  an<l  diarrhoea,  67;  bronchitis,  62;  beri-beri,  44;  malarial  fever,  31;  senile  debility, 
29;  meningitis,  25;  tetanus,  14;  all  others,  241.  Deaths  among  the  transients  have  not  been  included  in  this  summary. 
Of  the  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  cases  of  cholera,  the  racial  distribution  was  as  follows: 

Filipinos, 345  Chinese, 30 

Americans, 6  Europeans  and  others,    -        -         -  4 

The  death  rate* for  the  month  was  53.45  per  thousand,  and  was  divided  as  follows: 

Filipinos, 67^38  Chinese, 13.04 

Americans, 24.49  Europeans  and  others,         -         -         15. 50 

Two  hundred  and  vseventy-eight  births  occurred  during  the  month;  two  hundred  and  í^eventy-four  among  Filipinos, 
one  among  Americans,  and  three  among  Europeans  and  others. 

Asiatic  Cholera. — From  March  20th  until  the  present  date  (May  15th),  one  thousiind  and  five  cases  of  cholera  have 
been  reported  in  Manila,  eight  hundred  of  whom  have  died  and  two  hundred  and  five  recovered.  The  cases  in  respect 
to  nationality,  deaths  and  mortality,  were  divided  as  follows:

The  racial  mortality  from  cholera  occurred  in  the  following  sequence:  Filipinos,  Americans,  Chinese,  and  Euro- 
peans and  others. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic,  all  cases,  with  few  exceptions,  were  treated  in  cholera  hospitals  organized  bv 
the  Board  of  Health.  From  March  26th  until  April  i8th  all  cases  were  sent  to  the  hospital  established  on  the  San 
Lázaro  Grounds,  and  the  contacts  to  the  detention  camp  adjoining,  which  had  previously  been  constructed  for  bubonic 
plague  contacts.  Fortunately  this  camp  was  practically  ready  for  occupation  on  the  appearance  of  cholera.  The  San 
Lázaro  Detention  Camp  and  Cholera  Hospital  was  placed  under  the  charge  of  Capt.  Frank  W.  Dudley,  Assistant  Sur- 
geon, U.  S,  Volunteers,  until  he  was  ordered  to  Bataan,  in  charge  of  the  cholera  in  that  provine^.  After  his  departure, 
Dr.  H.  E;  Winslow  assumed  charge  of  the  Detention  Camp,  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Jobling,  of  the  Cholera  Hospital.  These 
officers  performed  their  respective  duties  faithfully  and  conscientiously,  and  attained  most  excellent  results  during 
their  respective  administrations.  On  May  i8th  both  the  detention  camp  and  cholera  hospital  at  San  Lázaro  were 
abandoned  on  the  grounds  of  camp  infection,  and  closed  a  few  days  later.  During  the  twenty-three  days  ending 
April  the  12th,  about  3000  contacts  were  sent  to  this  camp,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  patients  treated  in  the  hospital 
there^.  In  the  meanwhile  a  detention  camp  and  cholera  hospital  of  canvas  were  established  on  a  high  tract  of  land, 
in  the  suburbs  of  Manila,  known  as  Santa  Mesa.  The  use  of  this  magnificent  piece  of  property  was  secured  to 
the  Board  of  Health  free  of  cost,  through  the  generosity  of  Señor  Juan  Tuason,  a  very  prominent  and  public 
spirited  Filipino  resident  of  Manila.  The  detention  camp  at  Santa  Mesa  was  provided  with  accommoda- 
tions for  six  thousand  contacts,  and  the  hospital  adjoining  for  one  hundred  patients.  The  grounds  were 
laid  out  and  tents  located  according  to  military  regulations  and  provided  with  a  system  of  water  supply  taken  from 
the  main  conduit  at  that  point,  bath  houses,  sanitary  closets,  kitchens,  store  rooms,  etc.  Lieutenant  R.  W.  Briggs, 
Artillery  Corps,  had  charge  of  the  camp  during  its  early  construction,  and  deserves  great  credit  for  the  thoroughness 
and  promptness  of  his  work.  Unfortunately  he  was  relieved  from  the  Board  before  the  completion  of  the  camp,  his  ser- 
vices being   needed  by  his  'commanding  officer.      The  detention  camp  and  cholera  hospital  at  3^nta  Mesa  were  in  opera- 


tíon  from  April  14  to  May  9,  and  were  finally  alMindoned  on  account  of  distance  from  center  ot  the  city,  the  rough 
avenue  leading  to  it,  and  the  biid  effect  on  patients  as  a  result  of  the  transportation  there.  During  the  existence  of  this 
camp  527  contacts  and  186  cholera  cases  were  sent  thete  for  «letention  and  treatment.  The  nianHgcment  of  the  Santn 
Mesa  Camp  passed  through  several  hands  Ijefore  it  was  transferretl  to  Captain  T.  R.  Marshall,  Assistant  Surgeon  of  Vol- 
unteers, who  administered  ii  with  rare  ability,  and  deserves  great  credit  for  his  work.  Contract  Surgeon  Sievers  had 
charge  of  the  cholera  hospital  there,  and  performed  his  duties  in  a  most  creditable  and  satisfactory  manner.  Ik-fore  the 
abandonm«-nt  of  the  Santa  Mesa  Cholera  Camp,  arrangements  were  made  ti>  establish  a  hospital  in  a  large  building  on 
Calle  Herran,  formerly  used  by  the  Army,  and  known  as  the  Second  Reserve  Hospital.  This  magnificent  building  is 
located  in  the  center  of  a  la^ge  tract  of  land  in  Krmita,  surrounded  by  a  wall,  and  is  very  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the 
citv.  It  is  believed  that  a  consi<lerable  number  of  lives  were  saved  by  reason  of  the  disjwitch  in  transferring  patients  to 
ihis  hospital,  and  the  fine  condition  of  the  streets  leading  to  it.  The  free  use  of  this  bnihling  was  secured  to  the  Boartl 
of  Health  through  the  coutesy  and  kindness  of  vSefiores  Tnni<lad  Jurado,  Berlrand  de  Lis,  and  other  members  of  the 
commission  of  the  Spanish  Colony,  who  had  charge  of  the  property  at  the  time.  The  entire  lower  floor,  with  kitchen, 
dining  room,  laundry,  morgue,  and  grounds,  were  placed  at  our  dispositl,  besi<les  a  large  ward  for  Americans  on  the 
secon<l  floor,  an»!  four  private  nxmis  for  American  women.  The  remaining  portion  of  the  buiUling  was  reserved  for  the 
treatment  of  members  of  the  vSpanisli  Colony  in  case  any  of  them  were  so  unfortunate  as  to  contract  the  disease.  I  desire 
publicly  to  thank  Señor  Trinidad  Jurado  and  his  colleagues  for  their  great  kindness  in  oflV'ring  us  the  use  of  this  splendi»! 
hospital,  which  has  contributed  so  much  toward  the  recovery  and  c(mifort  of  the  unfortunates  sent  there,  and  for  their 
universal  assistance  and  courtesy  during  our  occupancy  of  the  building.  In  this  connection  1  «lesire  also  to  call  attention 
to  the  splendid  work  performed  by  the  sisters  of  charity,  who  were  sent  there  as  nurses  at  my  request.  These  noble 
women  devoted  themselves  fearlessly  to  the  work  of  nursing  the  sick,  and  spared  no  effort  or  lalmr  in  behalf  of  theit 
patients,  wh(»,  as  a  rule,  belonged  to  the  lowest  native  class,  ami  among  whom  the  disea^'  was  so  malignant. 

From  April  28th  to  May  15th,  227  cases  of  cholera  were  sent  there  for  treatment.  Captain  K.  A.  Southall  has  had 
charge  of  the  hospital  since  its  organization,  and,  although  he  has  been  suflVring  from  chronic  dysentery  durii'g 
the  entire  time,  has  administered  the  affairs  with  judgment  and  marke<l  success.  A  number  of  hospital  tents  were 
])itched  on  the  grounds  for  the  accommodation  of  relatives  of  patients  under  treatment.  This  concessicm  was  nuule  to  the 
ignorant  cla.sses  as  an  offset  to  the  many  vague  an<l  fearful  rumors  which  had  reached  them  in  reganl  to  the  treatment 
of  their  friends  by  the  Americans.  One  member  of  each  family  was  provided  with  shelter  and  food  on  the  grounds,  and 
allowed  to  visit  the  ward  once  or  twice  daily.  This  policy,  to  a  great  extent,  relieved  the  natives  of  all  fear  of  being 
sent  to  the  cholera  hospital.  As  stated  in  a  previous  report  of  the  Board,  there  was  practically  no  co-oiK»ration  annmg 
the  natives  in  regard  to  reporting  cases  occurring  in  their  families,  and  for  this  reason  it  became  necessary  to  employ  a 
large  number  of  men  as  acting  sanitary  inspectors,  several  hundred  of  whom  were  sent  to  affected  towns  in  neighboring 
provinces.  After  carefully  studying  the  statistics  in  regard  to  the  percentage  of  contacts,  who  were  afl"ected  after  being 
sent  to  the  detention  camps,  the  Board  decided  to  quarantine,  when  practical,  all  contacts  in  their  houses  for  five  days, 
and  to  abolish  the  detention  camps  altogether.  This  was  accomplished  INIay  14,  with  no  injurious  eflVcts,  as  far  as  could 
be  noted  in  regard  to  an  increase  of  the  epidemic,  and  with  a  marked  improvement  in  securing,'  the  confidence  and  co- 
operation  of  the  natives.     All  cases,  however,  were  sent  to  the  cholera  hosi)ital. 

Since  it  has  been  definitely  determined  that  the  epidemic  was  the  result  of  food  infection,  great  attention  has 
been  paid  to  the  supervision  of  the  markets,  the  cooked  foo<l  shops,  and  the  preparation  and  care  of  food  in  the  native 
houses.  Rules  and  regulations  were  issued  prohibiting  the  peddling  of  all  drinks  and  cooked  foods  on  the  streets,  the 
prohibition  of  twenty-three  special  articles  of  diet  prepare<l  by  the  Chinos  for  sale  to  natives,  and  a  rigid  enforcement  of 
the  order  for  keeping  all  articles  of  diet  in  the  citv  covered  and  free  fnmi  flies.  Although  the  enforcement  of  these 
rules  among  a  population  of  three  hundred  thousand  people  was  very  diflicult,  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand 
of  whom,  may  be  regarded  as  belonging  to  the  ignorant  class,  with  scarcely  any  knowledge  of  ordinary  sanitation,  a 
marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  was  shortly  observed.  Many  sami)les  of  food  were  sent  to  the  lalK)ratory  for 
examination,  also  a  number  of  flies  caught  in  infected  houses.  The  cholera  spirilum  was  found  Jn  several  samples  of  the 
food,  especially  in  cooked  rice,  which  was   left  exposed,  and   in  some  of  the  blue  bottle  flies.      '"'  ^ 


These  flies  are  commonly 
bred  along  the  sides  of  the  esteros,  which  are  emptying  grounds  for  numberless  private  sewers  «nd  latrines.  In  certain 
places  along  the  sides  of  these  esteros,  where  deposits  have  been  accumulating  for  many  generations,  great  beds  of 
wriggling  maggots  were  noticeable.  The  numerous  cases  which  hav.  been  observed  along  the  banks  of  certain  esteros 
mav  be  accounted  for  by  food  infection  from  blue  bottle  flies  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  ordinary  i»o"«ehold  fix- 
can  also  transfer  the  cholera  spirilum  from  infected  matter  to  food,  as  is  the  ca.se  wiih  typhoid  fever.  The  Board  of 
Health  has  inaugurated  a  crusade  against  flies  by  means  of  fly  poison,  and  has  also  begun  the  destruction  of  maggots  in 
the  esteros. 

Cholera  in  the  Provinces.-In  .spite  of  the  rigirl  quarantine  placed  around  Manila,  a  large  number  of  cases  of 
cholera  escaped  from  the  city  and  infected  pueblos  in  neighboring  provinces.  The  following  i.s  a  list  of  ca.ses  which  have 
been  reported  outside  of  Manila,  with  deaths  and  mortality:

Pail  System. — The  department  for  the  collection  and  disposition  of  night  soil  for  the  city  has  been  organized, 
and  a  superintendent,  collectors,  overseers,  and  office  force  appointed.  The  contract  for  the  construction  of  twelvr 
thousand  pails  has  l^een  made  with  R.  S.  Bailey  &  Co.,  of  Hong  Kong,  for  $52,000  oo,  Mexican  currency,  and  the  first 
invoice  of  500  buckets  is  expected  by  the  middle  of  June.  The  commodes,  five  thousand  in  number,  and  the  midden 
sheds  will  be  constructed  by  McKinnon  &  Co.,  of  Manila.  Eight  public  latrines,  with  a  capacity  of  about  thirty-six 
seats  each,  are  to  be  installed  at  once  in  the  Tondo,  S  in  Nicholas,  and  Sta.  Cruz  districts,  especially  for  the  use  of  residents 
of  the  nipa  houses,  who  at  present  are  unprovided  with  proper  arrangements.  Mr.  Burrell,  the  superintendent,  and 
assistants  have  made  inspections. of  over  two  thousand  houses  in  the  above  mentioned  districts,  and  found  that  alK)Ut 
fifteen  hundred  of  these  houses  will  require  the  pail  installation.  Provisions  are  being  made  for  a  suitable  corral  and 
warehouse  for  this  department.  Eight  hundred  galvanized  buckets  with  gasket  covers  were  ordered  from  Singapore,  and 
a  large  number  of  them  located  in  the  Tondo  District. 

Bubonic  Plague. — No  case  of  plagui  has  occurred  in  Manila  since  March  6th,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  infection 
has  entirely  disappeared.  During  the  month  of  Mnrch,  eleven  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  rats  were  caught 
and  examined  at  the  laboratory,  in  none  of  which  was  found  the  plague  bacillus.  It  will,  therefore,  he  noted  that  the 
disappearance  of  the  disease  in  Manila  has  been  co-incident  with  its  disappearance  in  the  rodents. 

Leprosy. — Additional  reports  from  the  provinces  since  March  have  increased  the  number  of  lepers  previously 
reported  to  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-six.  A  fair  canvass  of  the  lepers  for  the  islands  of  Luzon,  Cebu,  Panay, 
Marinduque,  Masbate,  and  Bohol  has  already  been  made.  Reports  have  also  been  received  from  portions  of  Mindanao, 
Leyle,  Samar,  and  ether  less  prominent  islands,  and  it  can  be  safely  predicted  now  that  not  more  than  live  thousand 
lepers  exist  in  the  entire  Philippines.  When  this  work  was  begun,  the  number  was  variously  estimated,  by  the  friars 
and  others  supposed  to  be  conversant  with  conditions  here,  from  fifteen  to  thirty  thousand,  I  am  disposed  to  believe 
that  a  number  of  the  natives,  officially  reported  as  lepers,  are  suffering  from  various  skin  affections,  otherwise  than 
leprosy.  This  was  verified  quite  recently  from  reports  received  from  physicians  and  the  local  health  authorities  at  Bina- 
lonan,  Pangasinan.  Fourteen  persons  were  reported  as  lepers  in  that  pue))lo  and  sent  to  the  San  Lázaro  Hospital, 
Manila,  on  authority  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Health.  On  their  arrival  only  two  of  the  fourteen  really  had  the 
disea.se.

Rinderpest,  Surra  Disease. — No  reports  have  been  received  from  the  provinces  in  regard  to  these  diseases  since 
last  report. 

I  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  Major  Franklin  A.  Meacham,  Chief  Health  Inspector,  who  died  at  his  post  of  duty  on 
the  14th  of  April.  The  following  lesolution  has  been  inserted  in  recognition  of  his  excellent  services,  and  the  great  loss  the 
Board  sustains  in  his  death: 

Dr.  Franklin  A.  Meacham,  Chief  Health  Inspector  of  the 
Board  of  Health  for  the  Philippine  Islands,  who  was  always  helpful  in  advice  and  counsel,  performing  his  duties  with  untiring 
energy,  matured  judgment  and  unfailing  devotion  to  the  highest  ideals,  sacrificing  health  and  life  and  a  strenuous  effort  to

Be  it  Resolved,  That  in  his  death,  the  Board  of  Health  has  suffered  a  most  serious  misfortune,  and  the  individual 
members  have  lost  a  comrade  whom  each  cherished  with  an  affection  which  can  never  fade — a  man  true  to  his  profession,  true 
to  his  high  mission  of  protecting  the  life  and  health  of  the  community,  true  to  his  friends. 

Be  it  Further  Resolved;  That  the  heartfelt  sympathy  of  the  Board  of  Health  be  extended  to  the  family  of  the  ie- 
ceased  in  its  great  bereavement,  and  that  this  resolution  be  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  a  copy  hereof  be  sent  to  the  mother  of  the  deceased.

Sir:  I  have  tlic  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Philijipino  Jshnuls  and  city  of  Manila 
for  the  month  of  May,  1902. 

Mortality  Durinjj;  the  Month,  with  Death  and  Birth  Rates. — Fifteen  hundred  and  forty-seven  deaths  occurred  anH)n«r  tlio 
permanent  residents  of  the  eity  of  Manila,  and  112  amonjj;  the  transients.     Four  hundred  and  forty-ñve  cases  of  the  total  rcsnltcl 
from  Asiatic  cholera,  and  these  deaths  were  divided  as  follows,  in  regard  to  nationality:    Fili])in()s,  :\H:i;   Cliinesc,  4S ;   Ameri- 
cans, 13;  Europeans  and  others,  2.     The  average  death  rate  amounted  to  05.81  to  the  thousand,  and  was  divided  among  the  vai  i 
ous  nationalities  as  follows:   Filipinos,  83.24;   Americans,  27.34;   foreign,  24.01;   ('hiñese,  14.r)0. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-one  births  occurred  during  the  month;  222  among  the  Filipinos,  4  among  tlie  Americans.  4  among 
Euri^peans  and  others,  and  1  among  the  Chinese. 

The  deaths  during  the  nu)nth  resulted  principally  from  the  following  prominent  causes:  Cholera,  445;  convulsions  of  chil- 
dren, 288;  eclampsia,  107;  tuberculosis,  103;  bronchitis  (acute  and  chronic),  98;  beri-beri,  71;  enteritis  (acute  and  chronic), 
52;  malaria  (acute  and  chronic),  50;  meningitis  (acute  and  chronic),  50;  dysentery  (of  all  foiius),  40;  s(Miilc  debility.  29; 
tetanus,  24;  cerebral  hemorrhage,  19;  grippe,  18;  typhoid  fever,  13;  rheumatism,  10;  smallpox,  5;  canecí-,  2;  leprosy.  I; 
rabies,  1. 

The  mortality  for  the  month,  1,547,  is  practically  double  the  monthly  mortality  during  normal  times.  After  sid)tracting  445 
deaths  which  occurred  duling  the  month  from  cholera,  there  remains  a  balance  of  1,102  deaths,  which  would  indicate  that  al)()ut 
300  more  casualties  have  occurred  from  ordinary  diseases,  or  that  a  certain  nmnber  of  deaths  from  cholera  have  been  falsely  cer- 
tified to.  As  a  large  mnnber  of  the  cholera  cases  are  found  dead,  and  diagnosticated  after  death,  it  is  j)ossible  that  certilieates 
have  been  given  by  some  of  the  native  j)hysicians  without  making  a  thorough  examination  of  the  body  or  reporting  the  case  to 
the  Board  of  Health.  It  is  also  believed  that  certificates  have  been  issued  by  certain  ])hysicians  in  the  (ity  designedly  to  eou- 
ceal  the  cause  of  death,  at  the  request  of  the  relatives  of  the  deceased.  Tiie  statistics  veiy  strongly  lead  one  to  believe  that 
cases  have  ])een  falsely  diagnosticated  intentionally  in  quite  a  number  of  instances;  for  example,  ecbunjisia  is  credited  with  107 
deaths,  while  the  mortality  from  this  condition  during  normal  times  ordinarily  averages  40;  beriberi  is  credited  with  71 
deaths,  when  the  mortality  usually  amounts  to  from  30  to  40;  simple  meningitis  is  credited  with  50  deaths,  where  the  \isua] 
mortality  averages  about  25;  bronchitis  is  credited  with  98  deaths,  while  it  usually  averages  about  40;  the  casualties  from 
tuberculosis  are  reported  at  104,  while  usually  the  deaths  from  this  cause  amount  to  about  50.  In  order,  in  the  future,  to  jne- 
vent  the  rendering  of  false  certificates,  through  design  or  ignorance,  the  Board  of  Health  ])assed  a  resolution,  at  a  nu'cting  held 
June  17,  to  the  following  effect:  That  no  certificate  of  death  be  given  for  the  interment  of  any  body  in  the  city  of  Manila 
during  the  existence  of  cholera  until  the  cause  of  death  has  been  ascertained  by  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  or  one  of  its 
agents,  and  that  any  physician  in  the  city  of  Manila,  head  of  a  family,  or  other  responsible  person,  who  has  charge  of  a  case  of 
infectious  disease,  without  reporting  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Health  in  accordance  with  City  Ordinance  No.  4,  enacted  Decem- 
ber 16,  1901,  or  Regulation  No.  2  of  the  Board  of  Health,  issued  April  10,  1902,  shall  be  prosecuted.  Furthermore,  it  was 
resolved  at  this  meeting  that  one  peso  should  be  given  to  any  person,  not  employed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  for  reporting  a  case 
of  cholera  to  the  medical  inspector  of  the  district. 

From  May  15  to  June  15,  360  cases  of  cholera  have  occurred  in  the  city  of  Manila,  resulting  in  303  deaths.  From  the 
18th  of  May  to  the  7th  of  June  there  was  a  great  diminution  of  eases  in  the  city,  and  a  general  disappearance  of  t)u'  disease  for 
a  limited  time.  On  account  of  this  considerable  decrease,  it  was  deemed  advisable  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  raise  the  quarantine 
around  the  city  of  Manila  and  restore  both  passenger  and  business  trafiic  to  ports  in  the  Laguna  and  Bay  of  Manila,  as  well  as 
the  provinces  north  of  the  city  lying  on  the  railroad.  A  large  number  of  sanitary  inspectors,  both  American  and  native,  were 
also  discharged  during  the  month  of  May,  and  the  daily  expenses  reduced  from  two  to  three  thousand  dollars  gold  i)er  day.  In 
view  of  the  present  increase  in  the  city,  the  sanitary  forces  are  being  gradually  increased,  and  quarantine  reestablished  against 
certain  infected  sections  in  the  vicinity  of  Manila. 

Cholera  in  the  Provinces. — Cholera  has  almost  disappeared  from  the  Provinces  of  Bataan,  Bulacan  and  Pampanga.  From 
last  reports,  not  more  than  half  a  dozen  cases  were  noted  in  these  three  provinces.  The  Province  of  Bataan  was  placed  under 
the  charge  of  Capt.  F.  W.  Dudley,  assistant  surgeon,  U.  S.  Volunteers;  Bulacan,  under  Maj.  R.  H.  Zauner,  surgeon,  U.  8.  \'ol- 
unteers,  and  Pampanga,  under  the  charge  of  Capt.  C.  F.  de  Mey,  assistant  surgeon,  U.  S.  Volunteers.  The  work  performed  by 
these  three  officers  is  highly  praiseworthy.  They  deserve  great  credit  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  natives  and  su])press- 
ing  cholera  in  these  provinces.  No  complaints  by  the  natives  have  been  received  from  these  provinces  against  the  measures  taken 
by  these  three  officers.  Experience  has  taught  us  that  more  can,  be  accomplished  in  eradicating  cholera  from  provincial  towns 
by  enlisting  the  aid  of  the  natives  than  by  instituting  forceful  and  arbitrary  measures. 

Cholera  had  not  reached  the  various  ports  in  the  Laguna  de  Bay  previous  to  opening  the  ports,  which  occurred  May  1,  1902. 
Since  that  time  it  has  sprung  up  in  a  number  of  pueblos  around  the  margin  of  the  lake,  and  appeared  very  seriously  in  the  towns 
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of  Santa  (ru/,  Pa^sanjaii,  C'alainba.  and  I^ifnui,  where  it  is  l)olievtHl  to  have  lHH»n  intnxiucHHl  by  trmips.  Maj.  Imiat*  VV.  Hrcwer, 
surgeon.  I'.  S.  N'olunteeis.  was  sent  to  Santa  Cruz,  and  Dr.  H.  H.  Winslow.  to  Cnlaniba.  S|dendid  renullH  have  UH»n  He<*urcK!  in 
tach  of  these  ])uehh)s  since  the  arrival  of  these  olliwrs.  Hiñan,  in  the  Provimn»  of  hapina.  has  sufTered  more  than  any  other 
pueblo  in  the  Archipehijrt),  in  proportion  to  it,s  popuhition.  Tlu»  town  is  supposetl  to  cont-ain  alnnit  lO.lHH)  inhabitant»,  and  up  to 
the  present  date  has  h>st  (>71  from  tliat  disease  ah)ne.  From  reports  reetdved  from  that  town  it  is  Indievinl  that  the  nativen  have 
reiiiUMed  no  assistance  ti)  the  uiilitary  autlu)rities  in  eluirj^e  of  the  epidemic,  and  have  |M'rsisted  in  concealing;  tludr  eases*  from 
tlie  authorities.  Tlie  folh)win^  is  a  list  of  cases  which  have  occurred  in  the  various  provim-es  from  the  15th  of  May  to  the  Ifith 
of  dune:

LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL. 


Department  of  the  Interior,  Bureau  of  Public  Health  for  Philippines, 

Office  of  the  Commis>iionei\  Man'dn^  May  20^  190S. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  PhiHppine  Islands  and 
City  of  Manila  for  the  month  of  March,  1903. 

Your  attention  is  especially  invited  to  the  gratifying  and  progressive  decrease  in  the  death  rate  for  Manila, 
as  shown  by  comparison  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the  first  three  months  of  each  of  the  })ast  four  years.  Figured 
for  each  month  on  a  basis  of  the  deaths  which  would  occur  at  the  existing  rate  in  each  1,000  ])opulation  for  one 
year,  the  figures  are  as  follows:

These  figures  show  that  so  far  during  the  present  year,  the  Manila  death  rate  is  less  than  half  what  it  was  for 
the  same  period  four  years  ago;  and  that,  based  on  present  estimates  of  po])ulation,  302,154,  the  number  of  lives 
which  may  be  expected  to  be  saved  in  1903,  judging  from  the  three  months  already  past,  as  compared  with  the 
year  1900,  will  amount  to  no  less  than  7,442. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  present  year,  the  death  rate  has  been  reduced  by  27  per  cent  over  the  rate 
existing  for  the  same  period  twelve  months  ])reviously.  This  latest  improvement  lias  been  accoini)lished  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  Asiatic  cholera  and  bubonic  plague  had  both  previously  gained  a  foothold  in  the  Islands,  and  that 
the  existence  of  a  largely  unvaccinated  population  in  the  provinces  m(\ant  a  constant  introduction  of  smallpox 
into  the  city.  Cases  of  plague,  cholera,  and  smallpox  have  occurred  in  Manila  in  each  of  the  alcove  months  of 
the  present  year,  but  the  precautions  taken  by  the  Board  of  Health  have  prevented  any  epidemic  outbreak  as  a 
result  of  these  cases. 

The  sanitary  results  attained  in  the  past  four  years  through  American  control  have  been  accomplished  despite 
the  naturally  insalubrious  location  of  Manila,  and  its  total  lack  of  sanitation  under  the  former  sovereignty,  which — 
from  the  level  site  interfering  with  drainage,  the  many  foul  canals  ramifying  the  city,  the  absence  of  any  sewerage 
system,  and  the  existence  of  an  impure  and  insufficient  water  supply  and  .many  old,  unhealthful  habitations — 
have  created  sanitary  problems  of  the  greatest  difficulty.  The  Board  of  Health  has  therefore  been  unal)le  to  turn 
previously  existing  methods  and  conditions  to  sanitary  advantage;  and  has  found  it  necessary  not  only  to  develop 
entirely  new  plans  of  improvement  but  at  the  same  time  to  combat  the  results  of  conditions  inherited  from  the 
Spanish  administration. 

The  mixed  character  of  the  inhabitants,  with  their  prejudices,  superstitions,  and  largely  primitive  habits  of 
life,  has  also  been  a  constant  obstacle  to  sanitary  work;  as  evidence  of  which  it  may  be  mentioned  that  circulars 
of  the  Board  of  Health  are  necessarily  published  in  the  English,  Spanish,  Tagalog,  and  Chinese  languages. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  present  rate  of  annual  mortality  in  Manila,  22.17,  is  lower  than 
that  of  many  cities  not  commonly  regarded  as  unhealthful,  situated  in  the  United  States  and  elsewhere,  according 
to  the  best  information  in  the  possession  of  the  Board  of  Health,  viz:

Sir:  I  liavc  the  honor  to  8ui)iiiit  herewith  i\\v  report  of  the  Hoard  of  Healtli  for  the  Philippine  Islands  and 
the  eity  of  Manila  for  the  month  of  April,  1908,  and  wonld  invite  your  attention  to  the  foUowing  points: 

Tlie  annual  death  rate  of  the  city  of  Manila  for  tlu»  month  of  April,  22.12  per  1,000,  must  \)v  regarded  as 
very  natisfaetory  undi^r  the  existing  conditions,  as  it  has  heen  necessary  to  (h'al  with  hoth  plague  and  cholera 
infections.  The  average  annual  death  rate  for  the  ñrst  four  months  of  the  present  year  is  hut  22. 1()  p(T  1,()()0, 
as  compared  with  an  average  amuud  death  rate  for  the  first  four  months  of  1902  of  86.11  per  1,000.  During 
both  years  the  same  classes  of  diseases  have  heen  encountered,  and  the  ])res(^nt  much  lower  (h^atli  rate  may  fairly 
be  attributed  to  the  development  of  a  more  cfHcient  sanitary  organization.  improvcMl  sanitary  conditions  as  a 
result  of  past  labors,  arid  a  better  knowledge  of  the  importance  of  sanitary  regulations  and  a  great(T  willingness 
to  submit  to  the  necessary  restrictions  on  the  part  of  the  population. 

For  the  first  four  months  of  1901,  vyhen  Asiatic!  cholera  did  not  exist  in  these  Islands,  the  average  annual 
mortality  was  89.90  ])(»r  1,000,  or  nearly  twice  as  great  as  at  the  y^resent  time,  when  the  existence  of  cholera  has 
to  be  considered. 

Fortified  as  they  are  by  such  figures  as  are  (|Uoted  above,  the  results  actually  attained  in  the  work  of  the 
Board  of  Health  so  far  during  the  present  year  are  most  gratifying  and  may  he  regarded  as  much  better  than 
could  have  been  fairly  anticipated. 

The  birth  rate  of  the  city  is  still  incompletely  reported,  but  the  figun^s  for  the  month,  IS.Ol  per  1.000, 
undoubtedly  more  nearly  represent  the  actual  facts  in  the  matter  than  similar  returns  in  any  previous  month. 

The  increase  of  the  death  rate  among  the  Chinese  over  the  corresponding  rate  for  the  previous  month 
undoubtedly  closely  re})resents  the  increase  in  th(^  prevalence  of  bubonic  plague,  which  disease  especially  attacks 
this  class  of  the  population.  Statistics  for  the  four  outbreaks  of  ])lague  in  Manil  i  in  the  years  1900,  1901,  1902, 
and  1908  show  that  the  Chinese  population  in  this  city  has  proportionately  six  times  more  plague  than  the 
Filipino  population  and  twenty-three  times  as  much  as  the  American,  Spanish,  and  other  white  population  of 
the  city.  During  the  })resent  month  there  were  11  cases  of  plague  among  the  228,900  Fih})inos,  as  compared 
with  84  cases  among  the  ()0,680  Chinese.  Further,  as  shown  by  statistics  of  the  outbreaks  here,  in  Hongkong, 
and  Australia,  the  Chinese  who  contract  plague  are  nearly  twice  as  liable  to  die  from  this  disease  as  those  of  the 
white  race  who  contract  it.  The  Chinese  have  thus  not  only  a  marked  racial  susce})tibility  to  the  disease  but 
their  mode  of  life  in  overcrowded,  poorly  ventilated,  and  badly  lighted  buildings  of  solid  construction,  resorted 
to  by  rats,  places  them  in  much  greater  danger  of  accjuiring  the  plague  infection  than  is  the  case  with  Fili])inos, 
living  in  well-aired  buildings  of  loose  construction,  raised  above  the  ground,  in  which  there  are  few  places  where 
rats  can  be  harbored. 

In  the  month  of  January  there  were  2  cases  of  plague  in  the  city  of  Manila,  17  in  February,  42  in  March, 
and  the  rapid  increase  in  the  early  part  of  April  gave  every  evidence  of  an  impending  epidemic  of  most  severe 
character.  In  view  of  the  above  facts,  the  Board  of  Health  felt  justified  in  directing  that  the  entire  Chinese 
population  in  Manila  be  inoculated  with  Shiga's  antipestic  ])rophylactic  serum,  and  that  no  Chinese  be  permitted 
to  land  without  submitting  to  such  inoculation.  This  work  of  inoculation  w\as  promptly  inaugurated  and  carried 
out  systematically,  the  Chinese  being  brought  to  the  district  health  stations  or  directed  to  present  themselves  at 
a  fixed  time.  Where  desired,  individuals  were  permitted  to  employ  reputable  private  physicians  to  i)erforni 
such  inoculation,  and  the  certificates  of  inoculation  signed  by  such  physicians  have  l)een  accepted  by  this 
Department. 

In  the  further  effort  for  the  suppression  of  plague,  the  force  of  rat  catchers  employed  by  this  Department

was  largely  inrreased  i\nd  iv  )rganiz('d.  A^  a  result  10.S21  rat-?  whmv  turuMJ  in  hy  rat  cateiiers  at  the  several 
stations  of  the  Board  of  Health  durinii  the  month.  A  rircular  of  thr  Hoard  of  Healtli  to  the  puhlie,  printed  in 
all  the  newspapers  in  the  eity  in  En*rlish,  Spanish,  TapdoL',  and  (1ún(\<e,  ur^ed  ro('>pi'ration  hy  householders  in 
the  work  of  rat  destruetion:  whilr  a  largi»  nund>er  of  rats  wímv  destroyed  on  hoard  ship  hy  thr  systeniatie 
fumigation  of  seag(áng  vessels  carried  out  hy  the  otheials  of  the  (Quarantine  Si^rviee.  Of  tin»  rats  I'xaminetl  at  the 
(Tovcnnnent  i.ahoratories  slightly  less  than  1  per  eent  were  foimd  to  he  aifeeted  with  plague.  Tnder  tlie  alnivc 
re])ressive  measures  the  eases  of  plague  soon  uuderwi'Ut  a  marketl  deen^asi'  in  this  eity,  whih*  in  H(»ngkong,  in 
which  the  course  of  the  outhreak  had  ])reviously  heen  ahout  the  same  as  in  Nhmila,  the  nund»er  of  castas  increased 
in  almost  arithmetical  p  ogression.  iJut  52  cases  of  j)lague  occurred  in  this  city  during  the  entire  month,  wlnle 
in  the  ahsence  of  such  com|>rehensive  measures  •  f  prevention  as  were  taken  hy  the  Hoard  of  Hi»alth  the  unfor- 
tunate^ (\\perience  of  Hongkong  during  the  same  period  might  fairly  have  heen  expected  to  have  heen  iep(»ated 
here.      The  total  case  mortality  of  huhonic  plague  during  the  month  was  iH.2.*>  per  «'cnt. 

During  the  month  there  was  an  increase  of  cases  of  cholera  in  the  city,  the  cases  jumpin"g  from  (>  during  the 
month  of  March  to  'V'\  during  the  month  of  April.  This  whole  nund)er  of  cases  occurred  in  the  last  half  of  the 
month.  The  case  mortality  from  cholera  was  SI. SI  per  cent.  N(»arly  all  these  cases  occurred  in  hoatnien, 
laundresses,  or  others  whose  occu])ntions  had  relation  to  the  Hasig  Hiver  and  esteros.  The  disease  occurred  so 
uniforndy  in  these  classes  that  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  infection  was  derivcíi  in  almost  every  instance  from 
the  use  of  the  water  of  the  river  and  esteros. 

Tlu^-e  were  2G  cases  of  small]H)x  with  I]  diMiths  during  the  month  in  the  city  of  Manila,  giving  a  ease 
mortality  of  ll.o:>  j)er  cent.  Two  of  these  three  deaths  occurred  in  American  school-teachers,  rect'Utly  arrived 
from  the  provinces,  who  had  neglected  to  he  vaccinated.  Of  \\w  2()  cases  occurring  during  the  month,  hut  1 
occurred  among  the  Chinese.  During  the  month  there  were  IS, (124  vaccinations  perfornuMl  in  the  city  of  Manila, 
and  IOS,?!-")  units  of  vaccine  virus  issue<l  for  use  within  the  Archiju-lago.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Philij)pine  Islands  and 
City  of  Manila  for  the  month  of  May,  1903: 

The  death  rate  during  the  month  of  May  was  30.02;  a  considerable  increase  over  that  for  the  month  of  April, 
which  was  22.12,  but  much  less  than  that  for  the  month  of  May  a  year  ago,  when  the  rate  was  65.81.  The  in- 
crease for  the  present  month  was  due  almost  wlioUy  to  a  sudden  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  cholera,  there 
being  a  total  of  230  cases.  The  tyi)e  of  the  disease  was  also  severe,  as  of  the  above  cases  212  ultimately  died, 
givinga  case  mortality  of  92.17  per  cent.  In  the  month  of  January  there  were  7  cases;  in  February,  2;  in  March, 
5;  in  April,  32.  The  rise  in  the  latter  part  of  April  and  during  May  was  not  unantici})ated,  as  tlie  general  history 
of  cholera  epidemics  in  the  Tropics  shows  a  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  coincident  with  the  beginning 
of  the  rains,  when  any  infectious  material  on  the  ground  surface  or  in  shallow  vaults,  which  local  conditions  may 
have  rendered  temporarily  harmless  so  far  as  conveying  disease  is  concerned,  is  washed  by  rains  into  the  water 
courses  and  perhaps  widely  spread  through  a  general  source  of  water  supply.  The  outl)reak  of  May  occurred  under 
such  conditions.  It  was  noteworthy  that  the  greater  j)art  of  those  who  contracted  (cholera  were  boatmen,  laun- 
dresses, fishermen,  and  others  whose  occupations  brought  them  into  close  cont¿ict  with  the  Pasig  River  and  certain 
esteros.  A  large  proportion  of  the  cases  occurred  in  districts  along  the  river  and  the  most  contaminated  esteros. 
In  these  districts  an  unduly  high  proi)ortion  of  cases  occurred  on  boats,  and  this  was  i)articularly  true  of  boats 
moored  in  certain  backwater  reaches  relatively  little  affected  by  tides.  Thus,  63  of  the  total  of  230  cases  for  the 
entire  city  occurred  in  San  Nicolas  district,  and  largely  on  boats  moored  in  the  vicinity  of  the  custom-house  and 
quay  near  the  office  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port.  The  natives  themselves  wtTc  inclined  to  attribute  the  cholera  to 
the  use  of  infected  foods  purchased  in  the  Divisoria  Market,  but  the  distri})ution  of  the  disease  through  the  city 
was  such  as  to  render  this  unlikely.  A  number  of  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  backwaters  and  eddies  of  tlie 
Pasig  River  were  examined  by  medical  officers  of  the  Quarantine  Service,  and  the  presence  of  cholera  germs  in 
large  numbers  was  determined.  This  work  was  checked  by  officials  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  results  })re- 
viously  obtained  were  fully  confirmed,  the  greatest  intensity  of  river-water  infection  being  demonstrated  in  sam- 
ples taken  from  the  slack-water  anchorages  where  the  greatest  number  of  cases  had  occurred  on  boats.  This  was 
the  more  readily  to  be  understood  from  the  fact  that  the  cholera  cases  were  frequently  not  found  for  some  time; 
bodies  dead  of  cholera  were  not  rarely  weighted  and  disposed  of  by  being  thrown  into  the  river,  and  in  any  event 
the  cholera  discharges  soon  found  their  way  overboard  to  still  further  contaminate  an  already  infected  water. 
This  water  was  backed  up  by  the  rising  tide  into  the  esteros  and  the  infection  was  thus  conveyed  to  other  quarters 
of  the  city.  The  boat  population  could  not  be  prevented  from  using  this  water  for  domestic  purposes,  and  where 
the  cause  was  attributed  to  infected  food  purchased  in  the  Divisoria  Market  it  was  frequently  found  that  such 
food  had  been  subsequently  washed  in  river  water  and  thus  probably  become  infected  after  purchase.  The  Board 
of  Health  met  the  situation  by  increased  vigilance  with  respect  to  sanitary  inspection,  more  stringent  oversight 
over  the  markets,  and  by  the  issue,  on  May  22,  of  30,000  circulars  printed  in  Tagalog  and  5,000  in  Chinese, 
concisely  stating  in  simple  language  the  most  important  sanitary  rules  for  the  prevention  of  cholera.  Within  the 
next  few  days  a  copy  of  this  circular  was  posted  in  every  house  and  on  every  inhabited  water  craft  in  the  city. 
A  considerable  decrease  of  cholera  was  soon  apparent  as  a  result  of  these  special  efforts.  While  in  the  two  weeks — 
May  8  to  22 — there  had  occurred  129  cases  of  cholera,  in  the  two  subseqent  weeks — May  23  to  June  6 — there 
were  but  83  cases,  and  by  the  end  of  the  first  week  in  June  the  outbreak  was  well  under  control  and  the  cases 
were  few  and  scattering.  During  the  outbreak  of  this  month  more  than  twice  as  many  males  died  of  cholera  as 
females,  and  of  the  194  deaths  reported  only  12  occurred  in  child  en  under  the  age  of  15  years.  By  far  the  great- 
est mortality  from  cholera  occurred  in  the  class  between  the  ages  of  25  and  30  years,  41  deaths  occurring  during 
this  period  of  life. 
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During  the  month  of  May  there  was  a  gratifying  falHng  off  in  the  nuniher  of  plague  infeetions,  there  heing  hut 
27  eases  and  23  deaths  (one  in  a  transient),  as  eoni))ared  with  52  eases  and  41)  deaths  for  the  previous  month. 
This  decrease  was  apparently  in  direct  response^  to  the  special  efforts  put  forth  hy  the  Board  of  Health,  including 
the  destruction  of  |)lague  houses,  rat  catching,  and,  of  most  importance,  the  general  inocidation  of  the  Chinese  with 
Shiga's  antipestic  prophylactic  virus,  which  was  hegun  tluring  the  month.  There  were  10,051  rats  reported  as 
destroyed  during  the  month,  and  of  those  examined  post-mortem  for  plague  none  were  found  to  he  so  affected,  as 
conij)ared  with  al)out  1  })er  cent  found  diseased  during  the  previous  month.  It  is  not  fairly  to  he  expected  that 
anv  large  proportion  of  the  rat  population  will  ever  he  found  to  he  affected  with  plague  at  any  one  time,  for  the 
reason  that  the  plague  rats  not  only  soon  die  from  the  disease  hut  are  sick  animals  whose  impaired  appetites  do 
not  temi)t  them  to  destruction  hy  halted  traps  or  })oison.  For  these  reasons  the  true  })roportion  of  the  rat  popula- 
tion affected  with  pi  igue  may  he  considered  as  heing  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  })roportion  of  the  captured  rats 
which  may  he  found  to  he  affected  with  the  disease. 

There  were  21  cases  of  smallpox,  with  2  deaths,  during  the  month. 

Summarizing  the  general  sanitary  work  of  the  Board  of  Health  during  the  month,  it  may  he  mentioned  that 
the  total  number  of  inspections  and  reinspections  of  houses  amounted  to  204,277,  and  of  cascoes  and  other  water 
craft  to  2,480.  There  were  19,(S54  houses  cleaned  as  a  result  of  sanitary  orders,  and  431  ])ainted  or  whitewashed; 
649  liouses  and  22  water  craft  were  disinfected.  A  total  of  15,410  yards  were  cleaned,  repaved,  or  repaired,  and 
the  contents  of  2,470  cesspools  and  vaidts  were  removed. 

During  the  month  072  sanitary  orders  were  issued,  of  which  350  were  complied  with,  and  j)roceedings  in  17 
instances  were  pending  in  the  courts.  A  total  of  7,598  animals  were  ins|>ected  on  arrival  at  the  port;  8,212  were 
inspected  at  the  abattoir,  of  which  number  21  were  condenme  1.  The  crematories  disposed  of  15,543  (h'ad  animals 
and  birds,  which  number  included  9,143  rats,  and,  in  addition,  2,121  loads  of  refuse  were  burned.  The  excessive 
num})er  of  animals  re(juiring  disposal  was  due  to  the  loss  of  animal  life  in  the  Santa  Cruz  lire.  There  W(M'e  17,432 
persons  vaccinated  in  the  city  of  Manila,  and  125,725  units  of  vaccine  virus  issued  for  use  throughout  the  islands.

LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL. 


Department  of  the  Interior,  Bureau  of  Public  Health  for  Philippines, 

Manila,  P.  /.,  Aiignd  19,  190S. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  following  report  of  the  l^oard  of  Health  for  the  Philii)pine 
Islands  and  the  city  of  Manila  for  the  month  of  June,  1908,  and  would  invite  your  attention  to  some  of  the  more 
important  points  therein,  as  follows: 

The  death  rate  for  the  month  of  June,  based  on  the  estimated  population  of  302,154,  was  at  the  rate  of 
23.85  per  1,000  annually,  showing  a  considerable  decrease  as  compared  with  the  nionth  of  May,  but  a  slight 
increase  over  the  rate  for  the  first  four  months  of  the  present  year.  The  death  rate  for  the  fiist  six  months  of  the 
present  year  and  the  three  previous  years,  reduced  to  an  annual  rate  per  1,000,  is  as  follows:

The  comparison  of  these  statistics  for  corresponding  periods  of  six  months  in  four  consecutive  years  shows 
the  effect  upon  death  rates  of  the  sanitary  improvements  whi(;h  have  been  brought  about  by  the  Board  of  Health 
since  its  establishment  and  the  practical  efiiciency  of  the  methods  emj)loyed.  The  high  rate  of  mortality  in  the 
first  six  months  of  the  year  1902  was  due  to  Asiatic  (cholera;  but  the  fact  should  not  be  overlooked,  in  connection 
with  the  much  lower  death  rate  among  the  same  f)opulation  for  the  corresponding  period  in  the  present  year,  that 
the  infection  of  cholera  i^  at  present  even  more  widely  distributed  over  the  Islands  than  it  was  a  ^  ear  ago  at  this 
time,  and  is  being  constantly  introduced  into  Manila  among  a  population  fully  as  liable,  now  as  th^^n,  to  develo]) 
cholera  in  epidemic  form.  Cholera  has  not  been  absent  from  Manila  during  a  single  month  of  the  first  half  of 
the  present  year,  yet,  with  the  exception  of  a  sudden  and  soon-controlled  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  in  the 
month  of  May,  there  has  been  little  spread  of  the  disease  from  the  cases  which  have  occurred,  and  it  has  not  been 
able  to  assume  any  serious  epidemic  form.  From  the  beginning  of  the  cholera  epidemic  on  March  21,  1902, 
to  June  30,  1902,  a  little  more  than  three  months,  there  occurred  in  the  city  of  Manila  1,801  cases  of  the  disease, 
with  1,401  deaths;  for  the  whole  six  months,  January  1  to  June  30,  of  the  present  year,  there  have  occurred 
but  317  cases,  with  288  deaths,  among  the  same  population.  That  this  great  reduction  in  the  mortality  from  cholera 
was  not  due  to  a  decreased  virulence  in  the  type  of  the  disease  is*  shown  by  the  fact  that  of  all  who  contracted 
cholera  in  the  above  period  of  1902  but  77.79  per  cent  died,  while  of  those  who  have  contracted  the  disease 
during  the  present  year  down  to  July  1  no  less  than  90.85  per  cent  have  died — thus  while  but  17.5  per  cent  as 
many  individuals  have  contracted  cholera  this  year  as  a  year  ago,  where  the  disease  has  occurred  it  has  been 
more  fatal  by  14.5  per  cent. 

As  the  sanitary  statistics  for  the  years  1902  and  1903  are  based  on  exactly  the  same  estimate  of  poi)ulation, 
the  conclusion  is  inevitable  that,  while  much  was  accomplished  in  Manila  to  limit  and  control  cholera  in  1902, 
the  more  thoroughly  organized  sanitary  machinery  in  operation  at  the  present  time  has  permitted  the  more 
effective  application  of  the  necessary  prophylactic  atul  repressive  measures.  During  the  month  of  June,  1903, 
there  were  39  cases  of  cholera  in  the  city,  with  38  deaths;  giving  a  case  mortality  for  the  month  of  97.43  y)er  cent. 

The  number  of  cases  of  bubonic  plague  occurring  during  the  month  of  June  was  32,  with  25  deaths.  Of 
these  cases  but  9  occurred  in  Chinese  and  the  remainder  occurred  in  Filipinos.  This  relative  proportion  of  plague 
cases  for  the  month  is  in  marked  contrast  with  that  of  previous  months,  when  this  disease  particularly  prevailed 
among  the  Chinese  population.     The  number  of  cases,  by  months,  during  the  present  year  has  been  as  follows:

U¡>  tx)  the  month  of  June  60.4  per  cent  of  all  the  plague  eases  oeeurring  in  the  city  of  Manila  appeared 
among  the  Chinese,  wliile  the  Filipino  population,  many  times  greater  in  size,  furnished  hut  39.6  per  cent  of  the 
total  cases.  On  May  11  the  general  inoculatiim  of  the  Chinese  population  against  j)lague  wius  ordereii  and  the 
work  was  begun  on  May  lo  and  continued  during  May  and  June.  As  the  lunnher  of  inoculations  increased,  a 
marked  decrease  in  the  relative  number  of  cases  of  plague  occurring  among  the  Chinese  was  noted,  and  during 
the  month  of  June  this  class  of  the  population,  instead  of  furnishing,  as  previously,  twice  as  many  cases  of  {)lague 
as  the  Filipinos,  furnished  less  than  half  as  many.  The  only  difference  with  respect  to  tlu»  two  classes,  in  tlie 
preventive  measures  em))loyed,  consisted  in  the  compulsory  inoculation  of  the  Chinese.  These  amounted,  on 
June  80  to  1,135  j)rimary  and  3,(>0S  secondary  inoculations,  which  represented  to  the  proti^ction  against  plague 
of  only  a  ])ortion  of  the  ('hiñese  jiopulation,  but  as  these  inoculations  were  largely  carried  out  in  the  most  in- 
fected districts  in  the  city,  and  as  the  Chinese  living  in  the  most  unsanitary  houses — who  were  particularly 
liable  to  i)lague — were  largely  selected  for  o})eration,  tht^  resultas  above  mentioned  can  better  be  undei*stood. 
There  seems  to  be  no  question  but  that  general  prophylactic  inoculation  of  a  susceptible  class  is  the  most  important 
and  effective  agent  in  combating  this  disease.  In  Hongkong,  wlu»re  the  plague  epidemic  of  this  year  started  at 
about  the  same  time  as  in  Manila  and  progressively  increased  for  the  first  few  months  in  the  finmv  way,  stringent 
measures  looking  to  the  d(»struction  of  rats  and  the  sanitation  of  houses  were  instituted,  but  the  compulsory  in- 
oculation of  the  population  was  not  rcipiired.  From  January  1,  1903,  to  July  4,  1903,  there  were  1,299  cases  of 
plague,  with  1,143  deaths,  in  Hongkong,  and  the  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  amounted  to  as  liigh  as  130  in 
one  week.  In  Bond)ay,  Inxlia,  for  the  three  months  of  January,  February,  and  March  of  the  j>resent  year,  there 
were  11,052  deaths  from  bubonic  ])lague  in  a  population  given  as  776, ()0(),  and  Úw  totid  d(iath  rat(»  for  theses  three 
months  was  at  the  rate  of  106.84  per  1,(XX)  po{)ulati<)n  annually.  Bearing  these  facts  in  mind,  and  especially 
considering  the  tendency  toward  ra])id  increase  of  i)lague  during  the  first  months  of  the  outbreak  here  during  the 
present  year,  there  w^ould  seem  to  be  just  cause  for  belief  that  a  highly  destructive  epidendc  has  been  averted  in 
Manila  only  through  the  effectiveness  of  the  preventive  measures  employed. 

During  the  month  of  June  the  number  of  d(»aths  from  the  most  important  diseases  was  fis  follows:  Convul- 
sions of  children,  12<S;  j)ulmonary  tuberculosis,  77;  Asiatic  cholera,  38;  eclanii)sia,  nonpuerperal,  34;  acute 
bronchitis,  24;  chronic  bronchitis,  23;  bubonic  plague,  22;  dysentery,  21;  chronic  diarrhea,  18;  beri-beri,  17; 
malarial  fevers,  16;  meningitis,  13;  typhoid  fever,  7;  and  small[)()x,  3. 

It  is  seen  from  the  above  figures  that  during  the  past  month  the  d(?aths  reported  from  * 'convulsions  of  chil- 
dren" alone — with  the  mortality  from  which,  however,  the  deaths  from  tetanus  are  probably  (confused — are  but 
little  less  than  the  combined  mortality  from  pidmcmary  tuberculosis,  xXsiatic  cholera,  bubonic  plague,  and  small- 
pox, while  they  exceed  the  combined  mort^dity  from  such  formidable  diseases  as  jJague,  cholera,  smallpox,  dysen- 
tery, malarial  fevers,  typhoid  fever,  and  beri-beri.  Out  of  a  total  of  614  deaths  occurring  in  the  city  during  the 
month,  no  less  than  236,  or  38.43  per  cent,  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  stillbirths  not  included. 
This  excessive  rate  of  death  among  infants  depends  upon  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  great  mass  of  tlie  popula- 
tion with  respect  to  the  care  of  children,  upon  improper  methods  of  feeding,  and  upon  the  nonavoidance  of 
infection  of  the  umbilical  cord.  In  the  i)resence  of  epidendc  infecttious  diseases  of  a  nature  cahml  ted  to  excite 
much  popular  apprehension,  the  f|uestion  of  this  excessive  infant  mortality  lias  been  temporarily  disregarded. 
It  is  evident,  however,  that  it  is  the  most  important  factor  in  maintaining  the  present  rate  of  mortality  in  the  city, 
and  that  future  improvement  in  this  death  rate  can  best  be  accomj)lished  by  saving  the  lives  of  tlie  many  children 
now  being  lost  through  ])reventable  causes.

LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL.

Sir:  The  most  important  points  to  which  attention  should  l)e  invited  in  the  report  for  the  month  of  July 
are  the  calculation  of  the  rate  of  mortality  j.nd  other  statistics  for  the  city  of  Manila  on  the  })asis  of  the  new  figures 
for  its  population  arrived  at  hy  the  recent  official  census,  and  the  recalculation  of  the  mortality  rates  for  the  i)re- 
vious  two  years  on  the  hasis  of  the  Board  of  Health  count  made  in  May,  1901,  instead  of  on  lat(^r  estimates.  After 
request  for  information  to  the  Director  of  the  Census  relative  to  this  matter  and  on  motion  hy  the  Acting  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Health,  the  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  He«Tlth: 

It  having  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Board  through  the  Director  of  the  Census  that  the  estimate  of  the  population  of 
Manila  made  January  1,  1902,  and  used  as  basis  for  the  calculation  of  sanitary  statistics  from  that  time  to  June  30,  1903,  was  in 
excess  of  the  true  population;  and  the  Board  of  Health  having  been  informed  by  the  Director  of  the  Census  that  the  Board  of  Health 
census  made  in  May,  1901,  of  244,732  persons,  may  be  considered  as  a  fair  estimate  of  the  population  of  Manila  down  to  the  taking 
of  the  first  official  census  under  the  American  occupation,  in  the  present  year;  and  the  Board  being  further  informed  that  the  present 
population  of  Manila,  as,  determined  by  the  recent  census,  is  219,941:  Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  monthly  mortality  rates  for  the  city  of  Manila  shall  be  recomputed  from  July  1,  1901,  to  June  30, 1903,  on 
the  basis  of  a  population  of  244,732  inhabitants;  and 

Be  it  further  resolved ,  That  beginning  July  1, 1903,  sanitary  statistics  for  the  city  of  Manila  shall  be  calculated  for  the  present 
year  on  the  basis  of  a  population  of  219,941  souls. 

The  figures  as  to  population  given  by  the  Director  of  the  Census  are  suited  by  him  to  be  the  result  of  the 
preliminary  count  and  liable  to  subsequent  slight  modification.  It  is  evident  that  under  a  previous  sanitary 
administration  the  population  of  Manila  was  overestimated,  and  that  there  was  not  sufficient  warrant  on  the  part 
of  those  in  authority  at  that  time  for  departing  from  the  results  of  the  Board  of  Health  count  made  in  1901.  As 
may  be  seen,  the  undue  increase  occurred  chiefly  in  respect  to  the  number  of  Chinese  in  the  city,  who  form  a  class 
of  the  population  the  size  of  which  it  is  especially  difficult  to  determine  by  anything  except  a  careful  count. 

The  decrease  in  the  population  of  the  city  since  the  Board  of  Health  census  of  1901  is  attributed  to  the  return 
to  the  provinces  of  persons  who  had  previously  sought  security  in  Manila  as  a  result  of  the  unsettled  conditions 
prevailing  in  the  country  districts  after  the  late  insurrection. 

During  the  month  there  were  42  cases  of  cholera  in  the  city,  with  38  deaths.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
disease  was  of  a  very  virulent  type.  These  cases  were  scattered  through  the  month,  only  one  or  two  occurring 
daily.  During  July  the  city  was  threatened  with  a  most  serous  outbreak  of  cholera,  as  a  very  active  epidemic 
developed  in  the  towns  Montalbon,  San  Mateo,  and  Mariqu  na,  lying  along  the  Mariquina  River  a!)ove  the  intake 
of  the  Manila  water  supply.  As  the  authorities  of  Rizal  Province,  in  which  these  towns  lie,  showed  themselves 
unable  to  properly  cope  with  the  situation,  the  Board  of  Health  for  th?  Philippine  Islands  assumed  immrdiate 
charge  of  sanitary  matters,  sent  a  corps  of  physicians,  sanitary  inspectors,  an  1  disinfectors  to  the  Mariquina  Valley 
from  Manila,  obtained  a  larger  military  guard  for  the  purpose  of  quarantining  the  river,  csüiblished  the  pail  con- 
servancy system  for  the  reception  of  human  excreta  in  Mariquina  and  San  Mateo,  and  organized  an  efficient  cori)s 
of  scavengers  for  the  collection  and  proper  disposal  of  the  same.  By  these  measures  the  infection  of  the  Manila 
^  water  supply,  which  at  first  appeared  almost  inevitable,  was  avoided  and  the  disease  stamped  out  in  thirty  days. 
I  Much  credit  for  the  results  obtained  should  be  given  to  Dr.  Arlington  Pond,  the  medical  inspector  in  charge,  who 
handled  this  most  difficult  problem  with  marked  energy  and  discretion. 

As  a  result  of  the  measures  taken  for  its  control,  and  particularly  as  a  result  of  the  preventive  inoculation  of 
•  the  Chinese,  the  plague  situation  for  the  month  showed  marked  improvement. 

With  the  establishment  of  the  rains  the  usual  seasonal  decrease  of  smallpox  has  been  noted.  * 

Tables  showing  the  working  during  the  month  of  the  pail-conservancy  system  for  the  disposal  of  excreta  in 
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the  city  of  Manila,  operated  })y  the  Board  of  Health,  and  for  the  granting  of  the  licenses  to  such  estahlishnients  as 
have  direct  relation  to  health  coiiditions  and  have  been  therefore  placed  under  the  suiH^rvision  of  the  8anit4\ry 
authorities,  are  published  for  the  first  time  in  this  issue  and  will  be  continued  in  future  reports.  The  possession 
of  power  over  the  issue  and  renewal  of  licenses  for  estiiblishments  having  to  do  with  the  prej)aration  and  sale  of 
foods  and  drinks,  the  oj>eration  of  offensive  trades,  etc.,  is  found  to  be  of  great  assistance  in  improving  the  sanit4iry 
condition  of  such  establishments.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Bureau  of  H(Milth  for  the  month 
of  August,  1903: 

The  usual  rise  in  the  rat(i  of  inüístiiial  (hst^ases  aeeompanying  the  wet  season  has  been  noted. 

The  general  mortality  rate  for  i\w  month  has  shown  a  eonsiderahle  increase  as  compared  with  that  for  the 
previous  month.      It  is,  however,  only  ahout  one-half  as  high  as  for  the  sam(^  monih  a  year  ago. 

The  birthrate  for  the  month  was  re¡)orted  as  at  the  rate  of  22.97  per  1, ()()()  annually.  The  use  of  the 
municipal  midwives,  in  s(M*uring  information  relative  to  births  and  making  reports  tln^reon,  is  i)roving  of  much 
assivstance  in  securing  inore  accurate  infornuition  as  to  the  birthrate  among  the  population  of  the  city.  Similar 
methods  of  securing  information  rtilative  to  births  have  proven  very  successful  in  other  Oriental  cities. 

Tliere  were  11  cases  of  buboni(i  plague,  with  9  deaths,  in  Manila  during  the  month.  Only  1  of  these  cases 
occurred  in  Chinese,  or  9  per  cent  of  the  toüd.  Up  to  the  time  general  inoculation  against  plague*  was  begun  in 
this  class  the  ('hiñese  j)opulation  had  furnished  01  ])er  cent  of  the  total  cases.  There  is  no  question  as  to  the 
great  practical  value  of  prophylactic  inoculation  in  combating  })lague.  In  the  latter  j)art  of  the  month  a  case  of 
plague  occurred  in  Celni  in  a  Filipino  who  had  not  been  absent  from  that  city.  Prompt  measures  were  taken  to 
eradicate  the  })lague  infection,  which  seems  to  have  acquired  a  foothold  in  that  city. 

During  the  month  cholera  was  reported  as  existing  in  thirty-nine  provinces,  there  being  28,542  cases,  with 
20,826  deaths,  reported  from  this  cause,  with  a  case  mortality  of  72  per  cent.  In  Manila,  including  the  transient 
population,  there  wero  89  cases  and  72  deaths,  or  about  twice  as  many  as  during  the  previous  month.  In  the 
same  month  (August)  a  year  ago,  there  were  720  cases  and  581  deaths  in  the  city  of  Manila.  The  city  cases 
occurring  during  the  past  month  largely  depended  upon  the  infection  of  the  Pasig  River  and  esteros,  which  the 
rains  were  insuñieient  to  properly  Hush  out.  It  appears  to  be  impossible  to  entirely  prevent  the  use  of  the  Pasig 
and  estero  water  by  a  certain  class  of  the  population. 

The  great  improvement  in  the  sanitary  conditions  on  the  Maricjuina  watershed  in  respect  to  cholera  war- 
ranted the  Board  of  Health  in  modifying  the  stringent  sanitary  regulations  previously  enforced  among  the  residents 
of  the  valley  above  the  intake  of  the  Manila  water  supply.  8o  far  this  Departnu  nt  has  been  able  to  prevent 
infection  by  cholera  of  the  city  water  supply. 

During  the  month  the  new  seagoing  steam  scavenger  l)arge  of  the  Board  of  Health  was  received  from  the 
builders.  By  reason  of  the  congested  condition  of  the  shipping  on  the  water  front  this  boat  has  been  delayed  in 
beginning  its  work  through  difficulty  in  securing  a  proper  site  for  a  loading  station.  This  scavenger  boat  is  of 
285  tons  burden  and  is  capable  of  efficiently  removing  and  dumping  at  sea  the  entire  excremental  waste  of  the 
city.  Its  operation  will  materially  facilitate  the  public  scavenger  work  carried  on  by  the  Board  of  Health  and 
piace  the*latter  in  a  better  position  to  extend  the  §cope  of  its  operations  along  tliese  lines.  During  the  month, 
also,  3,000  sanitary  pails  and  4,500  covers  were  ordered  for  the  expansion  of  the  work  of  the  pail-conservancy 
system. 

Drafts  of  proposed  acts  relative  to  the  prevention  and  control  of  rinderpest  and  other  epidemic  diseases  in 
cattle  and  of  surra  and  glanders  in  horses  were  transmitted  to  the  Commission  with  request  for  their  enactment 
into  law.  Legislation  with  respect  to  these  diseases  is  urgently  needed.  General  sanitary  matters  throughout 
the  Islands  are  not  properly  covered  by  law,  and  considerable  additional  legislation  on  these  matters  is  very 
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desirable.  To  this  end,  existing  laws,  ordinanees,  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health  have  been  eodified  and 
new  laws  drafted  to  remedy  existing  defieienees,  and  the  whole  have  been  referred  to  a  eonunittee  for  final 
revision. 

To  facilitate  sanitary  work  and  aid  in  diagnosis  copies  of  a  small  pamphlet  treating  of  the  diíTen^ntial 
diagnoses  of  the  various  infectious  diseases  were  distributed  to  the  sanit4\ry  olhcials  throughout  tlie  Islands.  It 
is  proposed  to  issue  for  general  distribution  small  j)am])hlets  and  circulars  on  various  health  subj(»cts  hoiu  time 
to  time  in  the  future. 

Heretofore  the  death  certificates  rcijuired  have  contained  no  information  as  to  the  occupation  of  the  deceaiwd. 

In  view  of  the  imj)ortance  of  determining  the  effect  of  occupation  upon  the  general  health  and  tlu»  developnient 

of  special  disease,  this  information  will  hereafter  be  rc<|uired.

LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL. 


Depaktment  OF  THE  Interior, 
Board  of  Health  for  the  Philippines, 

Office  of  the  Commissioner, 
Manila,  P.  I. ,  October  29,  1903. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  month 
of  September,  1903: 

The  diseases  causing  the  greatest  mortality,  with  the  number  of  deaths  from  each  during  the  month,  among 
the  resident  population  of  Manila,  were  as  follows:  Convulsions  of  children  and  eclampsia,  894;  Asiatic  cholera, 
232;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  71;  diarrhea  and  enteritis,  68;  meningitis,  43;  acute  bronchitis,  42;  dysentery,  89; 
chronic  bronchitis,  38;  beri-beri,  35;  malarial  fevers,  23;  congenital  debilit}-,  21;  typhoid  fever,  15.  There  were 
but  3  deaths  from  plague  and  none  from  smallpox. 

There  were  290  cases  of  cholera,  with  263  deaths,  among  both  residents  and  transients  in  the  city  during  the 
month,  and  the  cause  of  this  sudden  rise  well  illustrates  the  many  difficulties  in  the  way  of  controlling  a  population 
not  as  yet  generally  brought  to  a  realization  of  the  importance  of  sanitary  measures.  The  waters  of  the  Pasig  River 
and  certain  esteros  were  recognized  as  infected  with  cholera,  and  the  cases  previously  occurring  were  largely  among 
those  who,  in  spite  of  warnings,  persisted  in  using  these  waters  for  drinking,  cooking,  and  domestic  purposes.  In 
the  first  seven  days  of  September  there  were  13  cases  of  cholera,  or  an  average  of  shghtly  less  than  2  cases  daily. 
On  September  7,  however,  a  spring  of  relatively  fresh  water  was  discovered  discharging  into  the  salt  waters  of  the 
bay  on  the  Tondo  beach,  below  low-tide  level  and  situated  but  a  few  yards  below  the  point  of  discharge  of  a  large 
sewer.  This  appearance  of  fresh  water  among  the  salt  was  at  once  made  much  of  by  the  superstitious  and  cred- 
ulous. Various  stories  were  told  with  regard  to  the  discovery  of  the  spring.  Perhaps  the  one  most  widely  be- 
lieved was  that  a  sacred  image  was  seen  floating  in  the  Avater  where  the  S])ring  was  bubbling  up,  and  on  the  attempt 
being  made  to  pick  it  up,  the  image  rose  into  the  air  and  disappeared.  It  was  widely  reported  among  the  lower 
classes  that  a  miracle  had  occurred  and  that  the  spring  waters  were  possessed  of  great  curative  powers  and  as  a 
consequence  hundreds  came  to  drink  the  waters  and  carry  them  home  to  their  friends.  The  health  authorities 
early  appreciated  the  dangerous  possibilities  of  the  situation,  but  because  of  the  strong  quasi-religious  aspect  of 
the  matter  and  pending  examination  into  the  character  of  the  water,  it  was  not  practicable  to  close  the  spring 
immediately.  The  spring  was,  however,  placed  under  quarantine  on  September  13,  there  having  occurred  120  cases 
of  cholera  in  seven  days.  Analysis  of  the  water  showed  it  to  have  all  the  character  of  sewage,  it  apparently  being 
derived  from  a  break  in  the  sewer  discharging  in  the  vicinity  of  the  spring.  In  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
cases  investigated,  the  persons  attacked  had  drunk  the  water  at  the  spring  or  had  it  brought  to  them  by  well- 
meaning  friends  for  its  supposed  curative  properties.  Even  after  the  spring  w^as  closed  its  evil  effects  were  mani- 
fest for  some  time,  as  the  cholera  infection  had  been  widely  disseminated  through  the  various  districts  of  the  citv 
previously  free  from  the  disease.  During  the  week  following  the  closing  of  the  spring  the  number  of  cases  devel- 
oping were  reduced  to  79,  the  next  week  to  64,  and  after  that  there  was  a  steady  return  to  nonnal.  Not  less  than 
225  cases  oi  cholera  directly  occurred  as  the  result  of  the  discovery  of  this  spring  and  the  credulity  and  superstition 
of  the  lower  classes.  The  better  class  of  Filipinos  largely  escaped  during  this  outbreak,  and  of  the  four  Americans 
attacked  three  were  known  to  have  tempted  infection  by  partaking  of  food  and  drink  in  an  unsanitary  native  shop 
during  the  height  of  the  outbreak.  One  difficulty  in  combating  the  cholera  infection  in  this  outbreak  was  found 
in  the  concealment  of  the  cases  in  many  instances,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  only  129  of  the  total  cases  were  re- 
ported while  alive,  while  161  were  dead  when  found. 

A  matter  giving  much  concern  to  the  health  authorities  was  the  appearance  of  a  number  of  cases  of  bubonic 
plague  in  the  city  of  Cebu,  among  the  persons  who  had  not  been  outside  that  municipality  for  some  time  and  had 
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apparently  contracted  the  diseíu^e  from  a  local  infection.  Investigation  showed  that  one  or  twoca^es  had  occurred 
yearly  since  the  infection  was  known  to  have  heen  introduced  in  19(X).  In  all,  13  cases  were  reportiul  in  the  city 
of  Cel)U  during  the  month,  of  which  G  occurred  in  one  day,  and  of  these  4  occurred  in  the  sanio  house.  The 
infection  appears  to  be  confined  to  a  very  restricted  district;  from  which  the  measures  planned  should  ultimately 
be  able  to  eradicate  it.  Every  precaution  is  being  tiiken  to  prevent  the  infection  being  transported  to  any  other 
ports  in  the  Archipelago. 

Improved  methods  of  reporting  the  birth  rate  in  Manila  jire  yielding  excellent  results,  and  the  annual  rate 
for  8eptend)er,  27.62,  is  far  higher  than  the  rate  for  any  month  ])reviously  reported.  The  birth  rate  of  16.64 
reported  among  the  Americans  reflects  the  settknl  conditions  and  security  under  which  this  class  is  est^iblishing 
homes  in  the  Islands. 

During  the  month  there  were  1,2S1  persons  treated  by  munici})al  })hysicians,  and  710  prescriptions  filled  at 
the  Municipal  Dispensary.  The  free  medical  attendance  provided  for  the  poor  is  gradually  becoming  more  ap- 
preciated by  the  classes  it  is  desired  to  reach;  though  of  the  total  of  1,286 deaths  reported  during  the  month,  706 
occurred  without  medical  attendance.  To  facilitate  this  free  medical  work  and  render  it  more  available,  authority 
was  granted  during  the  month  for  the  establishment  of  two  new  free  dis]>ensaries,  one  of  which  has  been  located 
in  the  Tondo  district  and  one  in  the  district  of  Paco. 

With  respect  to  sanitary  legislation,  the  Board  of  Health  forwarded  during  the  month,  to  the  Commission, 
the  draft  of  a  ])rop()sed  Act  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals  being  imported  into  the  Philippine  Islands  or 
undergoing  transj)ortation  between  points  then^in.  The  draft  of  an  ordinance  to  prevent  pollution  of  th^  esteros 
within  the  city  of  Manila  was  also  forwarded  to  the  Municipal  Board  for  its  enactment  as  a  city  ordinance. 
Sanitary  regulations  relative  to  the  burial  of  the  dead  and  the  transportation  of  dead  animals,  of  a  more  satisfac- 
tory nature  than  those  previously  existing,  were  also  drafted  and  forwarded  to  the  Munici[)al  Board.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  for  the 
month  of  October,  1903: 

The  rate  of  mortality  among  the  Filipinos  during  the  month  was  nearly  Hv(^  times  greater  and  among 
the  Chinese  nearly  two  and  one-half  times  greater  than  the  death  rate  among  the  combined  American, 
Spanish,  and  other  European  population  of  Manila.  These  figures  show  the  inHuence  of  the  greater  attention 
paid  to  matters  of  sanitation  by  the  latter  class  of  the  population.  The  Filipinos  can  not,  however,  be  held 
entirely  responsible  for  the  less  favorable  sanitary  showing  made  by  them,  since  they  largely  include  the 
poorer  classes  of  the  population  which  are  financially  unable  to  provide  themsc^lves  with  sanitary  (íonví^iienííes 
and  to  live  in  good  hygienic  circumstances.  It  is  therefore  the  duty  of  the  authorities  to  provide  such  sanitary 
essentials  as  an  abundant  water  supply,  public  latrines,  washhouses,  and  sanitary  tenements  and  to  enforce 
such  regulations  as  will  prevent  the  overcrowding  to  which  their  poverty  is  continually  impelling  the  poorer 
classes.  These  the  sanitary  authorities  are  making  every  effort  to  secure.  Corresponding  to  the  dispropor- 
tionately high  rate  of  mortality  among  the  Filipinos  the  death  rate  is  higher  in  those  city  districts  having 
larger  Filipino  populations  of  the  f)Oorer  class. 

Of  the  total  of  1,279  deaths,  654,  or  51.8  per  cent,  occurred  within  the  first  year  of  life.  Eliminating 
the  question  of  cholera,  not  a  case  of  which  occurred  within  such  period,  this  infant  mortality  would  become 
67.3  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality  during  the  month.  To  reduce  this  '^slaughter  of  the  innocents,"  a  com- 
mittee is  now  engaged  in  preparing  a  popular  circular  giving  rules  for  the  care  of  the  newborn  and  the 
feeding  of  infants.  A  copy  of  this  circular  will  be  placed  in  every  house  in  the  city  in  which  there  are 
children,  and  copies  will  be  given  to  medical  inspectors,  private  and  municipal  physicians,  and  midwives 
for  distribution.  A  copy  will  also  be  sent  to  the  parents  of  every  infant  whose  birth  is  reported  to  this 
office;  and  it  is  hoped  also  that  arrangements  may  be  made  by  which  every  mother  bringing  her  child  to 
christening  will  be  given  a  copy  of  this  circular  by  the  church  authorities. 

The  deaths  from  some  of  the  more  principal  diseases  occurred  during  the  month  as  follows:  Infantile 
convulsions,  383;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  110;  cholera,  104;  eclampsia,  nonpuerperal,  72;  acute  bronchitis, 
72;  diarrhea  and  enteritis,  56;  chronic  bronchitis,  45;  meningitis,  41;  congenital  debility,  35;  beri-beri,  84; 
malarial  fevers,  26;  dysentery,  23;  typhoid  fever,  14;  tetanus,  18;  puerperal  septicaemia,  9;  acute  nephritis, 
7;  asthma,  7;  pneumonia,  5;  bubonic  plague,  2;  smallpox,  0. 

There  were  8,435  vaccinations  performed  by  public  vaccinators  in  the  city  of  Manila  and  38,490  units 
of  vaccine  virus  issued  for  use  in  Manila  and  in  the  provinces. 

Inoculation  of  the  Chinese  population  of  Manila  against  plague  was  resumed  during  the  month  and  will 
be  completed  by  December  31.  A  list  of  every  house  in  which  plague  has  occurred  in  Manila  during  its 
existence  in  the  four  years  past  was  prepared,  and  each  such  house  aijd  those  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
where  several  cases  have  occurred,  reinspected  and  ordered  put  in  good  sanitary  condition  before  December 
31.  Rat  catchers  have  been  ordered  to  devote  special  effort  toward  exterminating  rats  in  houses  in  w^hich 
plague  has  occurred  in  the  present  year  and  in  those  of  their  immediate  vicinity. 

Under  the  division  of  sanitary  inspection  a  total  of  56,040  inspections  and  reinspections  of  houses  were 
made,  6,598  were  cleaned  as  a  resnlt  of  sanitary  orders,  46  painted  or  whitewashed,  and  36  removed.     There 
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were  2,2S2  yeards  cleaned  or  iin])roved.  A  total  of  220  orders  ior  the  re})air  of  buildings  were  complied  with. 
Each  street  was  visited  an  average  of  25.8  tinu\s  during  the  month.  A  total  of  21,02S  rats  was  destroyed  by 
this   I)e])artment  in  the  prevention  of  plague. 

During  the  month  tlu*  Hoard  of  Health  paSvsed  resohitions  preventing  the  landing  of  sick  or  dead  animals 
from  vessels  exce])t  under  restrictions  requiring  innnediate  destruction.  A  committee  wa.s  also  appointed  to 
draft  ])hnnl)ing  ordinances  for  the  city  of  Manila.  The  draft  of  a  i)roposed  ordinance  ri^gulating  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  bottled  waters,  drinks,  and  sweets  was  forwarded  to  tlie  Munici}>al  Board  for  enactment  as  a  city 
onUnance.  The  situation  in  tlie  city  of  Cebu  being  unsatisfactory  from  a  sanitary  standi)oint,  and  it  being 
ap])arent  that  the  local  authorities  were  not  ja'operly  handling  liealth  matttTs  in  resi)ect  to  iho  develo})ment 
of  plague  in  that  city,  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Philip[)ine  Ishmds  exercised  its  })ower8  under  Act  157, 
section  8,  Clause  H,  assumed  direct  control  of  all  sanitary  matters  in  that  city  under  an  executivi»  committee  of 
live  physicians  a])])ointed  l)y  it,  and  applied  the  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Manila  relating  to  infectious  diseases 
and  bubonic  plague,  with  slight  modifications,  to  the  city  of  Cebu.  This  action  by  the  Board  of  Health  was 
aj)])roved  by  the  honorable  Conunission,  which  also  approi)riated  funds  to  facilitate  the  necessary  sanitary 
work.  During  tlie  month  a  satisfactory  arrangement  was  made  with  the  military  authorities  in  re8])ect  to 
the  disinterment  of  the  remains  of  })ersons  in  the  military  service;  and  regulations  were  made  for  the  innnediate 
destruction  of  animals  found  to  be  infected  with  hemorrhagic  sei)tica'mia.  A  (committee  was  a])pointed  to 
make  investigation  of  various  southern  islands  as  to  their  suitability  for  \ise  by  tlui  (iovermnent  for  the  reception 
and  care  of  imported  cattle  and  carabaos;  a  permanent  dumping  station  for  the  scavenger  ha rgii  Pluto  wiití  secured; 
certain  changes  in  the  ordinance  regulating  the  installation  of  the  pail -conservancy  system  was  requested  of 
the  Municipal  Board;  and  a  resolution  was  i)assed  looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  nund)er  of  public  wash- 
houses  in  Manila.  A  standard  su])ply  table  was  i)repared  for  the  municii)al  j)harmacies,  which  will  hereafter 
govern  issuers  to  these  institutions. 

Eiiiciency  records  were  estiiblislunl  during  the  month  for  all  pnisidents  of  provincial  and  municipal  boards 
of  health,  and  hereafter  rejiorts  will  be  called  for  as  to  the  eiiiciency,  aptitude,  attention  to  duty,  personal 
habits,  and  fitness  for  ])romotion  of  these  officials.  Municipal  health  officers  will  be  n^portcil  upon  twice 
vearly  by  presidents  of  provincial  boards  of  health,  after  the  securing  by  them  of  the  opinions  of  the  respective 
municipal  presidents  U])on  the  efficiency  of  the  officials  in  (juestion.  Presidents  of  provincial  boards  of  health 
will  be  reported  upon  as  to  their  efficiency  by  provincial  governors  and  medical  inspectors. 

During  the   month  a  })()rtable  steam  and  formaldehyde   disinfecting  chamber,   with   boiler,    mounted  on 

two  sej)arate  trucks,  was  ordered  and  should  i)rove  of  much  assistance  in  accom})lishing  the  work  of  disinfection 

throughout  the   city.

.Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  J^ojird  of  Health  for  the  Pliihppine  Islands  and 
the  eity  of  Manila  for  the  month  of  November,  1908,  and  would  invite  your  atttMition  to  the  Followin*:  points: 

The  number  of  deaths  oeeurring  during  the  month  among  infants  less  than  1  year  of  ag(^  amounted  to  OS. 5 
per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  oeeurring  in  all  classes  and  ages  of  the  eity  po])ulation,  and  the  deaths  among  Fili])ino 
infants  under  the  age  of  12  months  represented  Go. 5  j)er  cent  of  the  entire  nmnber  of  deaths  oeeiu'ring  iii  the 
whole  Filipino  population. 

The  principal  eausies  of  mortality  jmd  more  im})ortant  diseases  entering  into  the  same,  with  the  total  number 
of  deaths  therefrom  and  the  nund)er  of  deaths  occurring  from  the  same  under  the  age  of  12  months,  were  as 
follows:

In  the  above  list  there  appears  a  total  of  404  deaths  among  children  who  liave  not  completed  the  first  year 
of  life,  from  causes  variously  reported  as  convulsions  of  children,  eclampsia,  and  tetanus.  Of  these,  158  occurred 
within  thirty  days  after  birth.  The  more  prominent  symptoms  })resented  by  tliese  tliree  causes  largely  resemble 
each  other,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  latter  are  often  confounded  wdth  each  other,  particularly  since  deaths  of 
this  class  largely  occur  in  the  absence  of  medical  attendance  and  the  death  certificates  in  such  cases  must  be 
made  out  on  the  basis  of  the  symptoms  given  by  members  of  the  family.  There  is  strong  reason  for  belief  that 
the  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  after  birth  and  attended  by  convulsions  chiefly  depend  upon  tetanus 
infection  at  the  umbilicus,  due  to  the  handling  of  the  unhealed  stump  of  the  cord  wdth  unclean  fingers  and  the 
common  local  practice  of  massaging  the  abdomen  of  the  new  born.  The  other  deaths  among  infants,  reported  as 
occurring  from  convulsions,  debility,  and  bronchitis,  probably  result  in  large  part  from  exposure,  due  to  nonuse 
of  sufficient  clothing  depending  upon  poverty  or  ignorance.  The  common  practice  by  the  poorer  classes  of  allow- 
ing children  to  remain  practically  unclothed  during  the  first  few  years  of  life  can  scarcely  fail  to  result  in  chilling 
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at  ni<j:ht  or  duiinü:  stormy  woather.  The  above  causes  of  an  unduly  high  infant  mortality  nhould  ho  largely  pre- 
ventahle.  For  tiieir  j)revention  the  Board  of  Health  has  prepared  a  }H)pular  eireular  on  the  treatment  of  the  new 
horn  and  the  care  and  feeding  of  infants,  and  has  also  authorized  for  the  future  the  gratuitous  issue  of  a  yard  of 
llannel  to  eacli  infant  whose  ]>arents  are  hnaneially  unahle  to  proeure  suitable  elothing  for  it.s  proper  protection 
against  (\\posnre  during  the  first  few  months  of  life.  It  is  antiei|)ated  that  l)y  these  nu^•lsures,  the  reeent  o[)en- 
ing  of  two  new  free  dispensaries,  and  he  proposed  employment  of  additional  municipal  physicians  and  midwives 
the  infant  mortality  will  soon  show  a  considerahle  decrease. 

During  Xovemher  there  were  2  deaths  from  huhonic  plague,  hoth  in  Filipinos.  Prophylactic  inoculations 
against  ])lague  have  been  so  generally  carried  out  among  the  ('hiñese  as  to  largely  protect  that  cs})eciallv  sus- 
ceptible class  against  this  disease.  During  the  month  there  were  2,157  primary  and  1,515  secondary  antiplague 
inoculations  mad(^  among  the  Chinese. 

TIkm'c  were  2:\  deaths  from  Asiatic  choliTa  among  residents,  of  which  none  occurred  in  whites  and  but  2  m 
(1iin(^S(\  There  were  also  :\  (heaths  from  this  dist'ase  aniong  transientes.  Following  the  sudden  outbreak  in  Sep- 
tend)er,  of  which  mention  was  uvmIv  in  the  report  for  that  month,  this  dist^ase  has  st(»adily  yielded  to  the  repress- 
ive mc^MSurcs  taken.  Although  during  the  month  a  lunnber  of  cholera  cases  occurred  on  the  drainage  area  of  the 
city  water  supply,  the  special  eiforts  of  the  Board  of  Health  have  successfully  prevented  the  infection  of  this 
sup})ly. 

Beri-bcri  caused  oí)  (heaths,  of  which  Vd  occurred  among  Cliinese,  while  smallpox  caused  2  deaths,  of  which 
1  was  an  American. 

During  the  month  a  site  for  the  permanent  dock  and  dumping  station  for  the  scavenger  barge  /*luto  was 
secured  on  the  south  bank  of  the  Pasig  River  in  the  rear  of  the  >hiestranza,  and  plans  for  the  construction  of  such 
dock  and  dum])ing  station  W(M*e  ])reparc(l.  The  innnediate  construction  of  twenty-iive  free  public  latrines  and 
urinals,  of  twenty  scats  cai)acity  (iach,  was  authorized,  and  sites  secured  for  the  same  at  suitable  points. 

The  laws  in  res|)cct  to  scavenging  were  changed  to  meet  the  new  conditions  arising  from  the  operation  of  the 

scavenger  barge  /V///o.      By  reason  of  its  improper  location  and  unsanitary  condition  the  Tondo  Cemetery  was 

ordered  ])crm;niently  closed  in  rcsju'ct  to  further  interments  therein.      Two  thousand  copies  of  a  pamphlet  on  the 

natnn^,  ])rcvcntion,  and  treatment  of  Asiatic  cholera,  published  in  English  and  S])anish,  wen;  ordered  printed  for 

distribution  to  j)hysicians  and  others.

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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL. 


Department  of  the  Interior, 
Board  of  Health  for  the  Philippine  Islands, 

Offk^e  of  the  Commissioner, 
Manila,  P.  /.,  January  18,  190Jf. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  month 
of  December,  1903: 

The  most  important  causes  of  mortality  in  the  city  of  Manila  during  the  month,  with  the  number  of  deaths 
therefrom,  were  as  follows: 

Convulsions  of  children,  331;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  73;  eclampsia,  nonpuerperal,  65;  acute  l)ronchitis, 
56;  chronic  bronchitis,  37;  beri-beri,  34;  meningitis,  26;  diarrhea  and  enteritis,  23;  congenital  debility,  23; 
senile  debility,  21;  dysentery,  15;  malarial  fevers,  15;  cardiac  disease,  13;  Asiatic  cholera,  11;  typhoid  fever, 
10;  acute  nephritis,  6;  pneumonia,  5;  tetanus  5;  plague,  2;  smallpox,  2. 

Both  cases  of  plague  occurred  in  Filipinos,  who  were  dead  when  found.  The  two  deaths  from  smallpox 
occurred  in  Americans,  a  class  in  which  this  disease  assumes  an  unusually  severe  type. 

The  deaths  from  cholera  were  reduced  during  the  month  to  11,  there  l)eing  a  gratifying  reduction  from  the 
26  deaths  from  this  cause  in  November,  the  118  in  October,  and  the  263  in  September.  It  is  confidently  antici- 
pated that  with  continuance  of  the  present  measures  the  infection  of  cholera  will  be  practically  eradicated  from 
the  city  during  the  month  of  January. 

Of  the  total  deaths  reported  in  the  city  during  the  month,  60.6  per  cent  occurred  in  children  who  had  not 
completed  the  first  year  of  life.  Of  the  total  deaths  occurring  among  the  Filipino  class  of  the  poj)ulation,  65. 8 
per  cent  occurred  among  children  less  than  12  months  of  age. 

During  the  month  two  new  free  dispensaries  w^ere  put  in  operation.  As  so  far  these  institutions  have  been 
regarded  with  some  distrust  by  the  class  of  the  population  it  is  most  desired  to  reach,  especial  efforts  will  be  made 
to  popularize  their  use  by  the  indigent. 

The  following  figures  show  the  general  sanitary  work  performed  during  the  month :  A  total  of  29, 798  inspec- 
tions and  reinspections  of  houses  was  made;  3,731  houses  were  cleaned  as  a  result  of  sanitary  orders,  29  were 
painted  and  77  disinfected;  1,169  yards  were  cleaned  and  35  repaved,  etc.,  under  sanitary  orders.  A  total  of  186 
orders  for  house  repairs  were  complied  with  during  the  month,  302  still  awaiting  action.  In  the  prevention  of 
plague,  24,638  rats  were  destroyed.  In  the  river  and  harbor  work,  sanitary  inspections  were  made  of  781  water 
craft.  The  carcasses  of  12,207  animals  and  fowls  were  cremated,  as  also  5,989  loads  of  refuse.  The  veterinary 
division  inspected  7,952  animals,  of  which  number  169  were  condemned  and  destroyed  for  disease.  Plunil)ing 
work  was  completed  in  37  houses,  while  the  pail  conservancy  system  removed  and  cleaned  45,009  pails  and 
removed  85,500  gallons  of  material  from  vaults  and  cesspools.  During  the  month  1,539  })rimary  inoculations 
and  1,408  secondary  inoculations  were  made  against  plague;  95,175  units  of  vaccine  virus  were  issued  for  use 
throughoiat  the  Islands,  and  7,406  vaccinations  were  performed  in  the  city  of  JManila. 

During  the  month  a  course  of  instruction  for  provincial  health  officers  was  put  into  o'i)eration  in  the  city  of 
Manila.  This  course  extends  over  a  period  of  four  weeks,  is  wholly  practical,  and  is  intended  to  remedy  deficien- 
cies in  sanitary  training  and  induce  common  methods  of  executing  sanitary  work  by  the  various  provincial  boards 
of  health.  The  course  will  be  repeated  monthly  until  all  presidents  of  provincial  boards  of  health  have  enjoyed 
its  advantages,  which  appear  to  be  highly  appreciated  by  those  who  composed  the  first  class  under  instruction. 
The  course  of  instruction  includes  municipal  sanitary  work  at  a  district  health  station,  including  insi)ection  of 
houses  and  foods,  diagnosis  and  removal  of  plague  and  cholera  cases,  antiplague  inoculations,  treatment  of  plague 
houses  and  house  disinfection.     Several  days  are  spent  in  the  work  of  port  quarantine  and  ship  disinfection, ' 
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under  the  Cliief  (Quarantine  Oñieer;  observation  of  the  several  nietho(is  in  vogue  for  the  reception  and  disposal 
of  excreta  and  in  plunihing  inspection;  instruction  in  clinical  and  post-mortem  diagnosis  of  epidemic  diseases  of 
live  stock  and  inspection  of  meat  at  abattoir;  ]n'eparation  of  prophylactic  sera  and  vaccines;  also  the  methods  of 
inoculating  against  rinderpest  and  the  use  of  fungus  against  locusts;  methods  of  vaccination  and  preparation  of 
vaccination  r(»cords;  management  and  equi|)ment  of  ))lague,  cholera,  smallpox,  le))er,  venereal,  morgue,  crematory, 
and  disinfecting  departments  of  the  San  Lázaro  hospitals,  treatment  of  sick  therein,  making  of  post-mortem  exam- 
inations and  tlie  dis])osal  of  the  dead;  ki»e]>ing  of  sanitary  records,  calculation  of  vital  statistics,  and  pre])aration 
and  use  of  reports.  It  is  believed  that  this  course  of  instruction  will  materially  improve  the  method  of  conduct- 
ing sanitary  work  in  the  j)rovinces.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  for  the  month 
of  January,  1904: 

The  more  important  causes  of  deaths  occurring  in  tlit^  population  of  the  city  of  Manila,  with  the  nuniher  of 
deaths,  were  as  follows: 

Convulsions  of  children,  272;  pulmonary  tubercjulosis,  78;  eclampsia,  non])uerperal,  47;  chronic  bronchitis, 
46;  congenital  debility,  40;  acute  bronchitis,  84;  diarrhea  and  enteritis,  31;  meningitis,  25;  beri-beri,  25; 
dysentery,  18;  malarial  fevers,  18;  endocarditis,  acute,  12;  pneumonia,  11;  Bright' s  disease,  8;  bubonic  plague, 
7;  cerebral  hemorrhage,  6;  puerperal  septicaemia,  5;  ty])hoid  fever,  5;  Asiatic  cholera,  8;  tetanus,  4;  leprosy,  8. 

Of  the  above-mentioned  causes  and  deaths  the  following  occurred  in  infants  prior  to  the  completion  of  the 
first  year  of  life: 

Convulsions  of  children,  272;  eclampsia,  nonpuerperal,  47;  chronic  bronchitis,  82;  congenital  (lel)ility,  40; 
acute  bronchitis,  32;  diarrhea  and  enteritis,  24;  meningitis,  15;  dysentery,  1;  pneumonia,  1;  tetanus,  4. 

Of  the  796  deaths  occurring  among  inhal)itantvS  of  the  city  475,  or  59.6  per  cent,  occurred  in  children  U'ss 
than  12  months  of  age. 

Asiatic  cholera  showed  a  gratifying  decrease  in  the  city  for  the  month,  there  being  but  8  cases  auKjng  residents 
and  1  among  transients.  There  were  8  cases  prior  to  January  8,  with  a  sporadic  case  in  a  transient  on  January 
28.  Outside  of  Manila  a  total  of  389  cases  with  258  deaths  was  reported  from  eleven  towns  of  three  provinces, 
but  of  these  324  cases  with  240  deaths  were  not  previously  reported.  The  total  of  15  cases  and  13  deaths  reported 
as  occurring  during  the  month  occurred  in  four  towns  of  the  Provinces  of  Nueva  Ecija  and  Occidental  Negros. 

The  cholera  situation  throughout  the  Islands  is  very  encouraging,  and  it  is  thought  that  this  disease  will  play 
little  part  in  the  mortality  returns  in  the  future. 

There  were  2  cases  of  smallpox  during  the  month,  of  which  1  recovered  and  the  other  remains  under 
treatment. 

A  total  of  10  cases  of  plague  with  7  deaths  occurred  during  the  month.  Of  these  6  occurred  in  Filipinos,  of 
whom  5  died,  and  4  among  Chinese,  of  whom  2  died.  Of  the  Filipino  cases  all  occurred  among  residents  in  one 
house,  and  the  single  recovery  occurred  in  a  girl,  who,  as  a  contact,  received  an  injection  of  antiplague  curative 
serum  about  thirty-six  hours  before  developing  symptoms  of  the  disease.  During  the  month  2  cases  of  plague 
occurred  in  the  city  of  Cebu,  which  is  the  only  other  point  in  the  Archipelago  in  which  this  disease  has  been 
able  to  secure  a  foothold. 

There  were  20  deaths  among  prisoners  in  Bilibid  Prison,  of  which  7  occurred  from  tuberculosis  and  7  from 
lobar  pneumonia.  As  mentioned  in  the  annual  report  of  this  office  for  1903,  the  death  rate  among  inmates  of 
Bilibid  Prison  is  high. 

The  annual  birthrate  for  the  month  for  the  city  of  Manila  was  25.01  per  thousand,  but  birth  returns  are  as 
yet  incompletely  reported. 

In  the  work  of  sanitary  inspection  there  were  45,089  inspections  and  reinspections  of  houses  made  during 

the  month,  5,981  houses  were  cleaned  as  result  of  sanitary  orders,  61  whitewashed  or  painted,  and  76  disinfected. 

A  total  of   1,968   yards  were   cleaned  and  placed  in  good  sanitary  condition.     A   total  of  81,065  rats    w^as 

destroyed  in  the  prevention  of  plague.     A  total  of  1,274  inspections  of  water  craft  was  made;  160,515  units  of 

vaccine  virus  were  issued  for  use  in  the  Islands,  and  6,450  vaccinations  performed  in  the  city  of  Manila.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  Hulnnit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Ilealtli  for  th(;  Philipiniie  Islands  and 
the  city  of  Manila  for  the  month  of  Fehruary,  1904    and  would  invite  your  attention  to  the  foUowinir  points: 

The  chief  and  more  important  causes  of  death  occurring  in  the  {)oj)ulation  of  Manila  during  tlie  month,  with 
the  total  number  of  deaths  from  each  cause  and  the  number  occurring  among  children  of  less  than  1  year  of  age, 
were  as  follows:

Of  the  total  deaths  occurring  in  the  city  during  the  numth,  60.1  per  cent  occurred  in  (children  who  had  not 
completed  the  first  year  of  life. 

During  the  month  there  were  7  cases  of  bubonic  plague,  with  6  deaths.  Of  these  cases,  none  was  furnished 
by  the  Chinese,  who  have  now  largely  received  protective  inoculations  against  tlu^  disease.  In  the  supj)r(\^sion 
of  plague  a  total  of  30,658  rats  was  destroyed  during  the  month,  l)ut  of  the  relatively  small  number  examined 
at  the  Laboratory  for  this  disease  none  was  found  to  be  affected. 

Three  cases  of  cholera,  with  3  deaths,  were  reported  as  occurring  in  the  city  during  the  month.  The  first 
two  cases  occurred  on  February  3  and  4.  The  third  case  occurred  on  February  29,  and  was  o])en  to  doubt  in  respect 
to  the  correctness  of  the  diagnosis,  as  no  bacteriological  examination  was  made.  A  total  of  61  castas,  with  42 
deaths,  was  reported  from  the  provinces  during  the  month,  all  these  cases  biáng  reported  from  the  rrovinces  of 
Iloilo  and  Occidental  Negros.  A  special  investigation  of  an  alleged  cholera  outbreak  of  9  cases  and  2  deaths  in 
Capiz  Province  showed  that  the  cause  of  these  was  not  cholera.  Following  the  disapj)ea ranee  of  cholera  from 
the  Islands,  it  is  probable  that  towns  in  which  there  are  no  physicians  will  continue  for  some  time  to  report 
as  cholera  all  cases  resembling  that  disease  in  any  way. 

There  were  192,860  units  of  vaccine  virus  issued,  largely  for  use  in  the  provinces.  In  Manila,  6,167 
vaccinations  were  made.  No  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  in  the  city  during  the  montli,  altliough  the  disease  was 
quite  prevalent  in  certain  provinces. 

The  birthrate  in  the  city  of  Manila  for  the  month,  at  the  rate  of  30.12  per  thousand,  is  the  highest  rate  yet 
reported,  but  the  returns  are  still  incomplete  in  spite  of  the  greater  attention  lately  given  to  securing  records  of 
births. 

For  some  months  an  effort  has  been  made  by  this  office  to  secure  accurate  figures  as  to  the  number  of 
insane  persons  in  the  Archipiélago,  with  a  view  to  considering  proper  measures  for  their  care.     Returns  of  insane 
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from  isolated  towns  in  the  moro  remote  provinces  are  seeur  d  only  after  niueh  delay,  hut  so  far  sixteen  j)rovince8 
have  re])orted  a  total  of  1,415  insane,  of  which  luunher  270  are  stilted  to  he  violent. 

The  new  hospital  of  the  Hoard  of  Health  at  San  l.azaro  Hospital,  for  the  treatment  of  eases  of  eontagious 
and  infectious  diseases,  was  opened  durin^i  the  month.  This  hospital  is  on  the  j)avilion  plan,  with  detaelunl 
pavilions  for  tlie  sciirejzation  of  cases  of  plague,  cholera,  and  smallpox,  each  of  these  pavilions  heinj^  divided  into 
wards  for  nudes  and  females.  The  main  huilding  is  used  for  administration  purposes,  dispensary,  stores,  kitchen, 
and  mess,  and  at  the  ])resent  time  also  furnishes  acconnnodations  to  the  female  nui^ses,  pending  completion  of 
the  detache(l  huildings  to  he  used  as  their  (piarters.  The  hospital  has  acconnnodations  for  one  hundred  patients, 
and  this  ca])acity  can  he  douhled  hy  the  com[)letion  of  the  entire  hospital  plan  through  the  erection  of  three 
additional  j)avilions  shoidd  such  increased  acconnnodations  he  re(piired.  The  eipiipment  of  the  hospital  ig 
modcin  in  all  respects,  and  the  Hoard  of  Health  is  now  prepared  to  handle  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  tlie  hcst 
manner. 

During  the  month  the  ])ail-cons(*rvancv  system  was  transferred  to  the  city  and  incorporated  with  the 
hunaus  of  street  cleaning  and  garhage  removal  and  disposal  into  a  general  division  having  charge  of  all 
scavenging  work.  Hereafter  the  city  will  carry  out  such  work  and  this  otlice  will  prescribe  the  methods  imder 
which  it  will  he  ])erformed. 

The  work  of  tlu^  sanitary  inspection  of  houses  and  ])renHses  wiis  greatly  reduced  during  the  month  hy  reason  of 
tlu^  discharge  of  about  four-fifths  of  the  native  sanitary  ins[)ect()rs  for  lack  of  apj)ro[)riation  for  tlieir  maintenance. 
It  is  understood  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Connnission  that  a  large  ])art  of  the  work  of  domiciliary 
insj)cction  should  hereafter  be  done  by  municipal  police  acting  under  orders  from  this  office  for  su(ih  work,  but 
so  far  arrangements  for  securing  their  serviccis  have  not  l)een  perfected,  and  the  condition  of  the  city  as  to 
cleanliness  has  already  noticeably  suffered  thereby.

LETTER  OF  THANSMITTAL.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  tlie  PhiHppine  Islands  for  the  month 
of  March,  1904  : 

The  more  important  causes  of  deaths  occurrin<];  in  the  population  of  Manila,  with  the  number  of  deaths, 
were  as  follows : 

Convulsions  of  children,  253;  tuberculosis  of  lungs,  77;  eclampsia,  nonpuerperal,  41;  other  special  diseases 
of  early  infancy,  6 ;  acute  bronchitis,  40 ;  chronic  bronchitis,  83 ;  congenital  debility,  icterus,  and  sclerema,  29  ; 
chronic  diarrhea  and  enteritis,  24;  simple  meningitis,  23;  other  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  0;  dysentery,  19; 
cerebral  congestion  and  hemorrhage,  17;  plague,  13;  l)eri-beri,  13;  typhoid  fever,  11  ;  senile  de])ility,  11  ;  organic 
disease  of  the  heart,  9,;  pulmonary  cong(istion  and  a{)oplexy,  (> ;  diarrhea  and  enteritis  under  two  years,  6  ;  acute 
nephritis,  6;  Bright 's  disease,  6;  intermittent  fever  and  malarial  cachexia,  5;  tuberculosis  of  larynx,  5;  teta- 
nus, 5 ;  pneumonia,  5. 

Of  the  above-mentioned  causes  and  deaths  tlie  following  occurred  in  infants  prior  to  the  completion  of  the 
first  year  of  life  ; 

Convulsions  of  children,  253;  eclampsia,  nonpuerperal,  41;  acute  bronchitis  32;  chronic  bronchitis,  23; 
congenital  debility,  29;  chronic  diarrhea  and  enteritis,  13;  simple  meningitis,  15;  other  diseases  of  the  nervous 
system,  6 ;  diarrhea  and  enteritis,  under  two  years,  6  ;  other  special  diseases  of  early  infancy,  1  ;  pulmonary 
congestion  and  apoplexy,  4;  tetanus,  3;  dysentery,  1  ;  acute  nephritis,  1 ;  pneumonia,  1. 

Of  the  751  deaths  occurring  among  inhabitants  of  the  city  429,  or  57. 1  i)er  cent,  occurred  in  children  less 
than  12  months  of  age. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  infant  mortality  is  high.  The  Board  of  Health  has  caused  to  be  prepared  and 
distributed  Health  Bulletin  No.  3,  entitled  The  Care  of  Infants.  Copies  printed  in  Spanish  and  in  Tagalog  have 
been  circulated  widely  throughout  the  city,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  information  contained  therein  will  be 
gratefully  received  by  the  majority  of  families  and  that  it  will  result  in  a  reduction  of  infant  mortality,  for  which 
purpose  it  is  intended. 

There  were  no  cases  of  cholera,  and  the  condition  in  this  respect  was  favorable  enough  to  justify  the  Board 
of  Health  in  passing  a  resolution  on  the  23d  day  of  March  to  the  effect  that — 

Whereas  the  last  case  of  suspected  Asiatic  cholera  occurred  in  the  city  of  Manila  on  February  29,  1904,  there  having  been  but 
four  positive  or  suspected  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera  in  the  city  of  Manila  since  January  6,  1904;  and  whereas  the  provinces  adjacent 
to  Manila  have  been  free  from  cholera  during  the  present  year;  on  motion, 

Hesolvedy  That  the  city  of  Manila  is,  and  is  hereby  declared,  free  from  the  infection  of  Asiatic  cholera. 

There  were  10  cases  of  smallpox,  1  American,  2  Chinese,  and  7  Filipinos.  Of  this  number  only  1  died, 
a  Filipino. 

A  total  of  15  cases  of  plague,  with  14  deaths,  occurred  during  the  month.  Of  these  12  occurred  in  Filipinos, 
of  whom  12  died,  and  3  among  Chinese,  of  whom  2  died. 

There  were  19  deaths  among  the  prisoners  in  Bilibid  Prison,  of  which  7  occurred  from  lobar  pneumonia,  5 
from  tuberculosis,  and  4  from  amoebic  dysentery. 

The  annual  birthrate  for  the  city  of  Manila  for  the  month  of  March  was  34.  01  per  thousand,  but  births  are 
as  yet  incompletely  reported. 
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In  the  work  of  sanitary  ins}>eoti()ns  there  were  5,802  inspeetions  and  reinspeetions  of  houses  during  tlie  month, 
329  houses  were  eleaned  as  a  resuU  of  snnitjirv  orders,  o5  whitewashed  or  })ainted,  and  95  disinfeeted. 

A  total  of  069  yards  were  eleaned  and  placed  in  <;ood  saniUiry  condition.  There  were  82,409  rats  destroyed 
in  the  prophylactic  measures  apiinst  plajiue.  Two  hundred  and  sixteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-five 
units  of  vaccine  virus  were  issued,  and  lo,251  vaccinations  were  performed  in  the  city  of  Manila. 

I)m-ing  the  month,  Dr.  Edward  L.  Munson,  captain  and  assistant  surgeon,  U.  S.  A.,  who  was  detailed  to  this 
office  as  Assistant  to  the  Conmiissioner  of  Pui>lic  Healtli,  prepared  and  ])ut  in  operation  a  comprehensive  and 
carefully  ])repared  plan  which  has  for  its  purpose  the  vaccination  of  all  the  inhahitantsof  the  Philippine  Islands. 
If  the  work  as  outlined  is  carried  out  it  is  hoped  that  smallpox  will  play  little  part  in  the  reports  of  infectious 
diseases  of  the  future. 

A  veterinary  division  was  established  which  will  have  direct  charge  of  all  matters  pertidning  to  veterinary 
medicine  and  surgery  thnmghout  the  Philippine  Islands.  All  veterinarians  and  inoculators  employed  by  this 
Bureau  have  Iutmi  assigned  to  duty  in  the  veterinary  division.  Dr.  John  (í.  Slee,  who  is  now  on  special  duty  in 
Shanghai,  has  been  appointed  Ciiicf  \'eterinari;m  and  Dr.  David  (Í.  Moberly  has  been  designated  Aeting 
Chief  Veterinarian  during  the  absence  of  Dr.  Slee.

Forty-nine  per  cent  of  all  the  deaths  in  the  city  of  Manila  occurred  in  children  under  1  year  of  age,  as  against 
57  per  cent  for  the  month  of  March. 

During  the  month  there  were  15  cases  of  plague,  with  15  deaths.  Of  these  cases  8  were  Chinese  and  7  Filipinos. 
In  the  prophylactic  crusade  against  this  disease  39,415  rats  were  caught,  but  of  the  relatively  small  number  examined 
none  was  found  to  be  infected. 

The  city  and  provinces  have  been  practically  free  from  cholera.  The  chief  quarantine  officer  reported  a  death 
from  this  disease  on  board  the  steamship  Coptic,  but  as  the  dead  man,  a  Chinese  employee,  had  not  been  in  the  city, 
the  infection  was  easily  traced  to  a  foreign  port. 

The  Board  of  Health  on  the  27th  of  April,  after  careful  consideration,  declared  by  resolution  that — 

Whereas  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera  have  occurred  in  but  three  provincial  towns  of  the  Philippine  Islands  since  February  8,  1904; 
and, 

Whereas  only  one  case  of  Asiatic  cholera  has  been  reported  as  occurring  at  any  place  in  the  Philippine  Islands  since  March  8, 
1904;  and, 

Whereas  the  city  of  Manila  was  declared  on  March  23  to  be  free  from  the  infection  of  Asiatic  cholera:  On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  islands  composing  the  Philippine  Archipelago  be,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  free  from  the  infection  of 
Asiatic  cholera;  and, 

Be  it  furtfter  resolved.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Health  be  directed  to  send  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  the  honorable 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the  Municipal  Board,  the  United  States  Marine-Hospital  Service,  and  the  Collector  of  Customs. 
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One  hundred  and  ninety-nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  ten  unites  c»f  vaecine  virus  were  issued  by  tlie  Board 
of  Heáhh,  of  which  178,910  units  wH^re  sent  to  the  provinces.  Ten  thousand  and  fifty-seven  vaccinations  were 
performed  in  tho  city. 

Eighteen  cases  of  smallpox,  with  7  deaths,  occurred  in  Manila  durinji  the  month. 

The  effort  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  secure  accurati^  statistics  of  the  number  of  insane  persons  in  the  Islands 
has  been  continued,  and  thus  far  there  are  reported  a  toUd  of  3,730 — 1,995  males  and  1,741  females — of  wliom  it  is 
re})oi*ted  that  578  are  violent,  and  2,625  without  means  of  support  and  dependent  upon  charity.  One  of  the  most 
pressing  problems  confronting  the  Board  of  Health  at  this  time  is  the  care  of  insane. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  leper  colony  at  Culion  will  soon  be  in  operation.  Incomi)lete  returns  of  lepers  show 
3,511  cases— 2,281  males,     1,230  females. 

The  wn)rk  of  sanitary  inspections  by  the  municipal  police  has  been  put  in  operation.  There  were  10,414 
houses  and  premises  inspected,  as  against  5,302  for  the  month  of  March. 

The  birthrate  in  the  city  of  Manila  for  the  month  was  30.99  per  thousand  as  against  34.01  for  the  month  of 
March,  but  the  returns  are  still  incomplete,  notwithstanding  the»  efforts  that  have  been  made  by  them  ía)  make 
them  accurate  and  compUite. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  been  unfortunate  in  losing  the  services  of  Dr.  E.  \j.  Munson,  ca})tain  and  assistiuit 
surgeon,  United  States  Army,  who,  as  Assistant  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  He4ilth,  rendered  very  faithful  and 
efficient  service  to  the  cause  of  sanitation  in  the  Philippine  Islands.  Captain  Munson\s  luMilth  became  impaired 
by  overwork,  and  he  found  it  net^essary  to  return  to  the  United  States  for  treatmc^nt.  He  had  to  leave  undone 
many  things  which  he  had  ])lanned,  but  the  work  that  he  a(ic()mi)lished  nd  the  influence  which  he  exert^nl  upon 
the  cause  of  sanitation  in  the  Philippine  Islands  will  remain  as  permanent  testimonials  to  his  zeal  and  knowledge.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Philippine  Islands  and  the  city  of 
Manila  for  the  month  of  May,  1904: 

The  records  of  the  Bureau  show  that  there  were  620  births  and  766  deaths,  which,  when  figured  upon  a  basis 
of  219,941  as  the  population  of  the  city,  gives  a  rate  of  88.21  l)irths  and  41.03  deaths  per  thousand,  respectively; 
however,  the  number  of  births  reported  is  not  complete,  notwithstanding  the  eíTorts  of  the  ]^oard  of  Plealth  to 
obtain  accurate  information.  The  principal  causes  of  deaths  in  the  city  of  Manila  and  the  number  of  children 
who  died  before  completing  their  first  year  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

Fifty-three  per  cent  of  the  deaths  in  the  city  of  Manila  occurred  in  children  under  1  year  of  age,  as  against 
49  per  cent  during  the  month  of  April. 

Infectious  diseases. — During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  there  w^ere  17  cases  of  plague,  with  16  deaths; 
of  these  cases  10  were  Chinese  and  7  Filipinos.  The  usual  prophylactic  measures  against  the  disease  w^ere 
continued;  26,935  rats  were  caught,  as  against  39,415  for  the  month  of  April.  Twenty  cases  of  smallpox  with  8 
deaths  occurred,  classified  with  reference  to  nationalities  as  follows:

The  Philippines  have  heen  entirely  free  from  eholeni  during  the  month. 

On  aeeount  of  the  increase  in  the  nuniher  of  eases  of  smallpox  in  the  eity  of  Manila  and  the  great  severity  of 
the  disease  when  attiieking  Americans,  it  was  deemed  advisahle  to  systematieally  vaeeinate  the  oflieers  and 
employees  of  the  Civil  (iovernment  in  the  city  of  Manila,  and  to  this  ])urpose  Special  Order  No.  85,  as  given 
helow,  was  issued : 

"(1)  The  general  vaccination  of  all  othcers  and  eniployees  of  the  Civil  (íovernment  in  the  city  of  Manila 
i)eing  deemed  necessary,  the  same  is  hereby  ordered,  ])ursuant  to  authority  contained  in  section  2  of  Act  No.  309, 
and  section  S  of  City  Ordinance  No.  4. 

*'(2)  Medical  Insj)ector  Paul  Clements,  Hoard  of  Health  for  the  Phili})|>ine  Islands,  Is  hereby  detailed  to 
conduct  such  vaccinations. 

'^(8)  To  this  end  he  is  authorized  to  use  such  additional  vaccinators  and  d  rical  assistance  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable  in  order  that  the  completion  of  such  vaccinations  may  be  ex[)edited. 

"(4)  Any  otticer  or  employee  who  declines  to  ])ermit  vaccination  by  (íovernment  vaccinators  will  l)e  given 
twenty-four  hours  in  which  to  have  such  vaccination  acc()m[)lished  privately,  and  upon  the  exj)irati()n  of  which 
time  inspection  does  not  show  evidence  of  vaccination,  together  with  c(M*tiiicate  signed  by  a  register(»d  j)hysician, 
charges  will  be  immediately  thereafter  tiled,  in  accordance  with  ]>n)visi()ns  of  section  7  of  said  act  and  section  11 
of  said  city  ordinance. 

^'(5)   Female  employees  will  be  vaccinated  at  their  residences,  if  desired. 

"(6)  Prior  to  beginning  vaccinations  of  oilicers  and  em})l()yees  of  (iovernment  bureaus  and  oHices  the  medical 
inspector  thus  detailed  will  confer  with  the  chiefs  of  such  bureaus  or  oilices  and  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of 
Health  for  the  Philipj)ine  Islands  and  city  of  Manila  rcijuest  his  assistance  and  co(')])eration.*' 

There  were  151,500  number  of  units  of  vaccine  virus  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health,  from  which  187,800 
units  were  for  provincial  use;  9,205  vaccinations  were  performed  in  the  (nty  of  Manila. 

Insdua. — Tncomi)lete  reports  show  a  total  of  2, 1G4  males  and  1,851  females,  of  whom  594  are  reported  as 
violent  and  2,729  as  dependent  U})on  charity. 

Lepers. — The  work  of  getting  the  hiper  colony  on  Culion  Island  ready  for  occupancy  has  jn'ogressed 
satisfactorily.     Incomplete  returns  of  lei)ers  show  2,279  males  and  1,228  females. 

Sdnitary  inspections. — In  the  city  of  Manila  there  were  20,844  houses  and  ])remises  in8|)e(;ted,  as  against 
10,414  for  the  month  of  April. 

Sunitary  code  for  Manila. — Pursuant  to  Act  No.  1150  of  the  Philii)pine  ('onunission  and  by  direction  of  the 
honora))le  Secretiiry  of  the  Interior,  a  connnittee  was  appointed  to  draft  a  sanitary  code  for  Manila.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  sulmiit  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  P}nlip{)ine  Islands  and  the  eity  of 
Manila  for  the  month  of  June,  1904: 

Birthn  and  deatha, — Six  hundred  Inrths  and  800  deaths  were  reported  in  ]\hinila  during  the  month  as 
compared  with  626  hirths  and  766  deaths  for  the  month  of  May.  Upon  a  hasis  of  21i),941  as  the  population  of 
the  city  there  were  33.21  hirths  and  44.2(S  deaths  to  each  thousand  of  inha})itants.  The  })irthrate  is  higher  than 
the  figures  show  and  is  uuijuestionahly  in  exeees  of  the  death  rate,  hut,  as  yet,  tlie  Ik)ard  of  Health  has  not  been 
successful  in  its  efforts  to  obtain  accurate  returns  of  the  number  of  children  born.

There  were  614  deaths,  including  21  transients,  during  the  month  of  June,  1903,  the  principal  causes  l)eing 
given  as  convulsions  of  children,  128;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  77;  Asiatic  cholera,  38;  eclampsia,  nonpuerperal, 
34;  f  cute  bronchitis,  24;  chronic  bronchitis,  23;  bubonic  plague,  22;  dysentery,  21;  chronic  diarrhea.  18; 
beri-beri,  17;  malarial  fever,  16  ;  meningitis,  13;  typhoid  fever,  7;  and  smallpox,  3. 

Forty-eight  per  cent  of  the  deaths  in  the  city  of  Manila  during  the  month  of  June,  1904,  occurred  among 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  as  compared  with  53  per  cent  for  the  month  of  May. 

Infectiom  diseases. — During  the  period  included  in  this  report,  there  were  2  cases  of  plague  with  2  deaths,  both 
victims  being  Chinese;  18,498  rats  were  caught  as  against  25,935  for  the  month  of  May.  No  plague  bacilli 
were  found  in  those  examined  at  the  Biological  Laboratory. 
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Six  cases  of  smallpox  were  registered  in  the  city  with  4  deaths;  two  of  the  fatal  eiises  were  Aineri(Mins,  one  of 
whom  was  sent  to  the  hospital  during  the  month  of  May.  Of  the  0  eases  for  the  month  of  June,  1  was  an  American 
and  5  were  Filipinos.     The  American  and  two  of  the  Filipinos  died. 

There  were  161,975  units  of  vaccine  virus  issued  hy  the  Board  of  Health,  of  which  113,1(X)  unit**  were  sent  to 
the  provinces.     The  nund)er  of  vaccinations  performed  in  Manila  reached  18,728. 

The  general  work  of  vaccinating  the  inhahitants  of  the  entire  Archipelago  has  l>een  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Chief  Health  Inspector,  who  is  expediting  it  as  ra])idly  as  possihle. 

Imane. — Forty  insane  persons  were  transferred  from  Parian  Police  Station  and  Hilihid  Prison  to  the  Hospicio 
de  San  Jose.  Incomplete  returns  show  that  there  are  4,015  insane  people  in  the  various  ])rovinces — 2,164  males 
and  1,851  females.     Accommodations  are  needed  for  at  least  5,(X)0  insane  patients. 

Lepers. — The  leper  ])rol)lem  is  rapidly  approaching  a  satisfactory  solution.  It  is  hoped  that  the  work  of 
transferring  the  lepers  to  Culion  Island  will  soon  hegin.  The  Board  of  HeaUh  has  drafted  and  recommended  to 
the  Connnission  a  hill  for  an  act  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  Úw  segregation,  treatment,  and  care  of  lepers  in 
the  Philippine  Islands."     Incomplete  returns  show  a  total  of  ,'],r)17  lepers — 2,280  males  and  1,237  femahs. 

Sanitary  code. — The  connnittee  ap])ointed  to  draft  a  sanitary  code  for  the  city  of  Manila  suhmitted  its  report 
on  the  29th  of  June.  The  draft  of  the  code  conudns  118  closely  typewritten  ])ages,  and  will  rcijuire  considerahle 
time  for  discussion  and  revision,  if  done  in  accordance  with  the  ]>ur])ose  of  the  Board  to  take  it  up  cha])ter  hy 
chapter,  and  word  hy  word,  as  its  im])ortance  demands. 

Sanitary  inspections. — Twenty-nine  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-four  inspections  and  reinspections  were 
made  and  2,384  premises  cleaned  as  a  result  of  such  inspections. 

Veterinary  division. — Seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  two  animals  wen»  inspect(»d  at  the  time  they  were 
hrought  into  the  city,  and  6,792  ins])ectcd  at  the  ahattoir  hcfore  hcing  shuightenMl,  of  which  num))er  27  were 
condemned  as  imfit  for  food.

LETTER  OF  TEANSMITTAL. 


Department  of  the  Interior,

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Philippine 
Islands  and  the  city  of  Manila  for  the  month  of  July,  1904: 

Report. — This  report  deals  j)rinci pally  with  the  vital  and  sanitary  statistics  of  the  munici})ality  of  Manila. 
Provincial  statistics  are  not  received  in  time  for  monthly  publication. 

Population. — For  statistical  purposes,  the  official  census  figures  of  219,941  are  employed,  notwithstanding 
the  increase  in  the  population  of  the  city,  due  to  the  return  of  a  large  number  of  people  who  had  moved  to  the 
provinces  during  the  cholera  epidemic. 

Marriages. — Forms  for  recording  marriage  statistics  have  been  prepared  and  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Public  Printer.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  keep  accurate  statistics  of  all  marriages  performed  in 
the  Philippine  Island's. 

Births.  — There  were  673  births  reported,  as  compared  with  346  for  the  month  of  July,  1903.  The  returns  are 
still  far  from  being  complete,  though  great  improvement  has  been  made  in  this  respect,  as  shown  by  the  following 
figures  covering  the  period  from  .luly,  1903,  to  July,  1904,  both  dates  included: 

July,  346;  August,  429;  September,  499;  October,  420;  November,  412;  December,  344;  January,  467; 
February,  526;  March,  635;  April,  560;  May,  620;  June,  600;  July,  673. 

The  number  of  births  reported  gives  a  rate  of  only  36.05  to  the  thousand. 

Injections  diseases. — Only  3  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  in  the  city  of  Manila  during  the  month — 2  Filipinos, 
and  1  European,  a  native  of  Scotland.     One  of  the  Filipinos  died,  and  the  other  two  cases  recovered. 

There  were  11  cases  of  plague  with  10  deaths,  classified  racially  as  follows:  Americans,  1  case,  1  death; 
Chinese,  5  cases,  4  deaths;  Filipinos,  5  cases,  5  deaths. 

Other  diseases. — The  extent  of  the  prevalence  of  other  diseases  in  the  city  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  the 
table  of  the  principal  causes  of  death. 

Deaths. — The  records  of  the  Bureau  show  that  there  were  866  deaths  of  permanent  residents  of  Manila  and 
56  deaths  of  transients,  making  a  total  of  922  deaths  in  the  city  as  against  847  for  the  month  of  June. 

Death  rate. — The  city  death  rate,  transients  not  included,  was  46.39  per  thousand  as  compared  with  44.28 
for  the  preceding  month. 

Infant  mortality. — Forty-eight  per  cent  of  all  deaths  in  the  city  of  Manila,  including  transients  but  excluding 
stillbirths,  occurred  among  children  less  than  1  year  of  age. 

Deaths  at  advanced  ages. — The  table  of  deaths  by  ages  show^s  that  there  w^ere  12  deaths  of  persons  between  70 
and  80  years;  12  between  80  and  90  years;  7  between  90  and  100  years;  and  1  over  100  years  of  age. 

Certificate  No.  5579,  dated  July  30,  1904,  reports  the  death  of  Benjamina  Mallares  at  the  advanced  age  of  131 
years  and  5  months.  Dr.  George  D.  Fairbanks,  district  medical  inspector  in  charge  of  Health  District  No.  1,  and 
Dr.  F.,  Herrera,  district  municipal  physician,  made  extended  inquires  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  statement 
in  respect  of  the  age  of  this  woman.  They  found  persons  who  allege  that  they  have  seen  the  certificate  of  her 
baptism  which,  according  to  the  story,  took  place  in  her  native  town  of  Macabebe,  Pam panga  Province,  in  February, 
1783;  however,  as  is  usual  in  such  cases,  documentary  evidence  is  wanting,  the  explanation  being  that  this  certificate 
with  all  other  records  of  the  church  were  destroyed  during  the  insurrection  of  1896. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  w^oman  died  at  a  very  advanced  age.  There  are  many  well- authenticated 
cases  of  persons  who  have  lived  over  a  hundred  years,  but  it  is  not  a  safe  thing  for  the  statistician  to  pass 
unchallenged  statements  with  respect  to  ages  that  extend  beyond  the  century  mark.

Sir:  I  have  'the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  openitions  of  tlu^  l^oard  of  Health  for  the 
Philippine  Islands  and  the  City  of  Manila  for  the  month  of  August,  1004: 

Birthrate. — The  total  number  of  births  reported  in  the  city  of  Manila  for  the  month  was  535,  wliieli  gives  an 
annual  rate  of  28.65  for  each  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  births  reported,  considered  with  respect  to  nationalities,  gives  an  annual  birthrate  for  each 
thousand  as  follows:  Americans,  18.79;  Filipinos,  32.40;  Spaniards,  9.32;  other  Europeans,  10.54;  Chinese,  1.6G. 
A  conservative  estimate  places  the  niunber  of  births  in  the  city  of  Manila  at  not  less  than  1,100. 

Death  rate. — There  were  1,032  deaths  of  residents  and  68  deaths  of  transients  in  the  city  of  Manila,  making 
in  all  1,100  deaths.     Of  this  number  544  died  without  medical  attendance. 

Seven  hundred  and  eight  of  the  1,100  deaths  were  those  of  children  who  had  not  passed  their  second  birth- 
day. The  death  rate  in  Manila  would  not  be  higher  than  that  of  cities  of  eipial  size  in  the  United  States  if  i^ 
were  not  for  the  excessive  infant  mortality  wdiicli  plays  so  important  a  part  in  the  ])rescnt  rate. 

Deaths  at  advanced  ages. — The  century  mark  had  been  passed  l)y  two  persons  who  died  during  the  month — 
Mauricia  Francisco  and  Juan  de  los  Santos,  whose  ages  w^ere  given  as  120  and  109  years,  res})ectively. 

No  attempt  was  made  to  verify  these  ages.  Any  statement  with  reference  to  ages  of  more  than  100  yearg 
should  be  taken  with  due  allowance,  in  the  absence  of  documentary  proof.

Infectious  diseases. — During  the  month  there  w^ere  4  cases  of  smallpox  with  4  deaths,  and  6  cases  of  plague 
with  7  deaths,  one  of  the  deaths  being  that  of  a  patient  wdio  was  taken  sick  in  July. 

Vaccinations. — There  were  280^200  units  of  vaccine  virus  distributed,  of  which  210,000  units  were  sent  to 
the  provinces.     There  were  23,286  vaccinations  performed  in  the  city  of  Manila.

Pror lurid!  reports. — Monthly  reports  received  from  provincial  hoards  of  health  throughout  the  provinces  show 
that  smallpox  is  rapidly  declining,  and  that  the  general  health  conditions  are  favorahle. 

Infant  mortality  is  also  high  in  the  provinces.     The  i>rincipal  reason  for  this  is  to  he  found  in  the  lack  of 
knowledge  as  to  the  proj^er  care  and  feeding  c»f  children.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  for  your  information  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the 
Philippine  Islands  and  the  city  of  Manila  for  the  month  of  September,  1904.     It  deals  principally  with  the  vital 
and  sanitary  statistics  of  the  city  and  with  the  work  of  sanitation  performed  in  the  same. 

Births. — There  were  797  births  registered  during  the  month.  This  is  the  largest  number  that  was  ever 
reported,  and  gives  a  birthrate  of  44. 1 1  j)er  thousand.  It  also  tends  to  show  that  tlu;  resistance  of  the  people  to 
compliance  with  the  law  is  now  i)eing  gradually  overcome  and  gives  hof)es  that  more  c()m]:)lete  data  will  be  soon 
obtainable. 

Deaths. — During  the  month  of  September  there  w^ere  1,14()  deaths  in  the  city  of  Manila;  of  these  1,064  were 
residents  and  82  transients.  The  principal  causes  of  death,  arranged  in  the  order  of  their  frei|uency,  are  set  forth 
in  the  following  tabulated  statement.

Fifty-four  per  cent  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  1  year  of  age,  the  greatest  mortality  being 
caused,  as  in  the  preceding  months,  by  infantile  convulsions,  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  being  367. 

Quarantinable  diseases. — Of  quarantinable  diseases,  only  1  death  was  registered  from  bubonic  plague,  the 
victim  being  a  native  resident  of  the  district  of  Tondo.     There  were  5  cases  of  smallpox,  with  2  deaths. 

Twenty-four  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-one  vaccinations  and  revaccinations  were  performed  in  the 
city. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-four  thousand  units  of  vaccine  virus  were  shipped  to  the  provinces. 

The  prophylactic  measures  which  are  being  diligently  carried  on  in  the  city,  together  with  the  clo<e  of  the 
warm  season,  during  which,  according  to  observation,  smallpox  spreads  more  rapidly,  justify  the  statement  that 
this  dreadful  disease  will  soon  disappear. 

Lepers  and  the  insane. — There  has  been  no  important  change  in  the  number  of  lepers  of  the  Archipelago  nor 
in  the  number  of  those  «suffering  from  insanity. 

Deaths  in  Bilibid. — The  most  frequent  causes  of  death  observed  in  Bilibid  Prison  were  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  13  cases;  and  amebic  dysentery,  12  cases. 

Free  dispensaries  and  municipal  physicians. — Seven  hundred  and  nineteen  poor  patients  were  visited  by  the 
municipal  physicians  of  the  city,  and  2,285  prescriptions  written  and  filled  at  the  municipal  dispensaries. 

Sanitary  inspections. — There  were  20,558  inspections  and  reinspections  of  houses  made  by  the  sanitary 
inspectors. 

Veterinary  division. — The  veterinary  division  inspected  9,338  animals  at  the  time  they  were  brought  to  the 
city,  and  7,029,  for  slaughter  at  the  abattoir.

Un  54  por  ciento  del  total  de  defunciones  representa  las  ocurridas  entre  niños  menores  de  un  año,  habiendo 
causado,  como  en  meses  anteriores,  mayor  mortalidad  la  convulsion  infantil,  cuya  suma  asciende  á  867. 

De  enfermedades  cuaren tenable  solamente  se  registro  una  defunción  a  consecuencia  de  peste  bubónica,  recaída 
en  una  filipina  residente  en  el  distrito  de  Tondo;  y  de  viruela  hubo  cinco  casos  con  2  defuncionefl. 

Se  practicaron  24,931  vacunaciones  y  revacunaciones  en  esta  capital. 

Ciento  veinte  y  cuatro  mil  unidades  de  linfa  vacuna  se  enviaron  á  provincias. 

Con  esta  medida  ])r()filáctica  llevada  cada  vez  (;on  más  eficacia  y  tocando  ya  á  su  fin  la  estación  de  calores, 
época  en  que  la  viruela  más  se  difunde,  según  se  ha  observado  ac[uí,  se  puede  abrigar  la  confianza  de  que  muy 
pronto  desaparecerá  esta  temida  enfermedad. 

El  número  de  leprosos  en  todo  el  Archipiélago,  así  como  los  (jue  padecen  de  enajenación  mental,  no  ha  sufrido 
notable  variación. 

En  el  presidio  y  cárcel  de  Bilibid  las  causas  de  muerte  que  más  se  observaron  fueron  la  tuberculosis  pulmonar, 
18,  y  la  disentería  amébica,  12. 

Fueron  visitados  i)or  los  médicos  municipales  de  esta  circunscripción  tnunicipal  719  enfermos  pobres,  y  se 
les  han  prescrito  2,285  recetas  que  fu  ron  despachadas  en  los  dispensarios  municipales. 

Los  inspectores  sanitarios  verificaron  20,558  inspecciones  y  reinspecciones  de  casas.

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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  the  report  of  the  Hoard  of  Health  for  the  Philippine  Islands  and  the 
city  of  Manila  for  the  inontli  of  ()ctol)er,  1904,  comprising  principally  the  vitiil  and  sanitary  statistics  of  this  city 
during  the  said  period. 

Births. — There  were  740  l)irths  registered  during  the  month,  as  shown  hy  the  records  of  this  office,  of  which 
397  were  males  and  343  females,  the  average  heing  39.64  per  1,000.  By  comparing  the  a'iove  number  with  the 
number  of  births  registered  during  the  previous  month  of  September,  which  amounted  to  797,  a  difference  of  57 
])irths  less  in  October  is  observed. 

Until  accuracy  can  be  attained  in  the  birth  statistics,  as  has  been  done  in  the  death  records,  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  present  relial)le  deductions  or  to  make  a  comparativ^e  study  of  the  numerical  variation  in  population  as 
influenced  by  these  causes  and  by  the  difference  between  inmiigration  and  emigration. 

Deathf<. — The  total  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  month,  excluding  transients,  was  1,018,  from 
which  an  average  is  obtained  of  54.53  per  year,  or  0.14  per  day,  for  each  1,000  inhabitants.  By  comparing  this 
mortality  with  that  of  the  previous  month  of  September,  in  which  there  were  1,064  deaths  registered,  it  is  found 
that  there  were  46  deaths  more  in  September,  1904,  giving  an  annual  average  of  58.89  per  1,000,  or  a  daily  average 
of  0.02  more  than  in  October. 

A  comparison  of  the  table  of  deaths  by  causes  for  the  two  months  shows  that  348  died  from  infantile 
convulsions  in  October  against  358  in  September;  chronic  diarrhea  and  enteritis,  61  against  90;  meningitis,  simple, 
44  against  49;  beri-beri,  29  against  45;  dysentery,  20  against  34;  diarrhea  and  enteritis  in  children  under  2  years 
of  age,  18  against  23;  organic  disease  of  the  heart,  6  against  16;  angina  pectoris,  9  against  11 ;  special  diseases  of 
early  infancy,  1  against  14;  eclampsia  (nonpuerperal),  29  against  31.  There  were,  on  the  other  hand,  fewer 
deaths  registered  in  September  from  the  following  causes:  Congenital  debility,  53  in  October  against  40  in 
September;  typhoid  fever,  17  against  7;  cerebral  congestion  and  hemorrhage,  14  against  3;  tuberculosis,  108 
against  96;  acute  bronchitis,  59  against  56;  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  3  against  1 ;  Bright' s  disease,  10 
against  9;  senile  debility,  15  against  13;  intermittent  fever,  8  against  3;  malarial  cachexia,  2  against  1. 

The  greatest  mortality  during  the  month  was  caused  by  infantile  convulsions,  with  348  deaths ;  these  figures 
are  probably  inaccurate,  for  the  fact  that  very  often  the  diagnoses  are  made  after  death  for  the  purpose  of  making 
out  the  death  certificates ;  they  should  be  given,  therefore,  only  a  relative  weight.  Tuberculosis  follows  next  with 
108  deaths,  representing  10.60  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality  of  the  month.  The  other  causes  of  death, arranged 
in  the  order  of  their  frequency,  are  as  follows:

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The  total  mortality  from  various  causes  of  children  divided  into  the  two  classifications — of  those  under 
30  days  and  of  those  between  30  days  and  one  year  of  age — still  continues  very  large,  both  classifications  making 
a  total  of  642  deaths,  representing  63  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality.  These  abnormal  and  discouraging  figures 
have  been  for  some  time  a  matter  occupying  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  efforts  are  being  made  w4th 
a  view  to  reducing  the  same  by  means  of  an  educational  campaign,  teaching  the  people  the  rational  practices  and 
special  care  required  by  very  young  children.  These  teachings  are  not  being  assimilated  easily  and  rapidly  })y  the 
people,  because  any  change  in  the  customs  or  habits  always  implies  a  slow  and  laborious  evolution  before  the 
same  is  adopted,  but  nevertheless  I  still  hope  that  more  satisfactory  results  will  be  attained  in  the  near  future. 

There  were  9  deaths  among  persons  betwecm  80  and  90  years  of  age;  7  between  90  and  1(X);  and  one  of  108 
years.   ' 

Deaths  in  Bilibid. — There  were  43  deaths  registered  in  Bilibid  Prison,  of  which  27  were  caused  by  tuberculosis 
and  8  by  pneumonia. 

Quarantinahle  diseases. — In  connection  with  quarantina})le  diseases  there  were  only  two  deatlis  from  smallpox, 
one  occurring  on  the  2d  and  the  other  on  the  7th  of  the  month  ;  ])oth  were  cases  which  had  been  registered  during 
the  previous  month.     The  victims  were  children,  a  male  and  a  female,  of  19  and  18  months  of  age,  respectively. 

Vaccination. — Nineteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty- seven  persons  were  vaccinated  and  revaccinatcd 

against  smallpox  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  17,457  insj)ections  were  made  for  the  j)urpose  of  verifying  the 

results  obtained,   5,377  vaccinations  having  been  found   successful   and   12,080   unsuccessful.      These   results 

.  should  not  be  construed  to  mean  that  the  vaccine  virus  used  was  of  poor  (juality,  as  undoul)tedly  the  reason  is 

that  a  large  number  of  persons  have  been  rendered  immune  by  previous  vaccinations. 

Vaccine  virus. — One  hundred  and  sixty-nine  thousand  thn^e  hundred  units  of  vaccine  virus  were  shipped  to 
the  provinces. 

Free  dispensaries  and  mnnidpal  physicians. — Six  hundred  and  seventy-nine  patients  were  attended  by  the 
municipal  physicians  during  the  month  and  2,671  prescriptions  written  and  filled  at  the  municipal  dispensaries. 

Free  clinics. — «Medical  and  surgical  clinics  were  established  this  month  in  each  sanitary  station,  in  charge  of 
the  medical  inspector  and  the  municipal  physician  of  the  district,  who  are  on  duty  in  the  same  at  least  one  hour 
every  day.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  service,  with  its  increased  number  of  easily  accessible  dispensaries  and 
improved  facilities,  to  afford  the  poor  of  the  city  every  possible  opportunity  for  obtaining  free  medical  aid. 

Sanitary  insj>ections. — One  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-eight  houses  and  premises  were  inspected  by  the 
sanitary  inspectors  and  436  reinspected  for  verification  of  work  or.lered. 

The  assistant  sanitary  inspectors  inspected  23,089  houses  and  reinspected  7,223. 

Two  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-nine  yards  were  ordennl  cleaned  and  2,329  were  cleaned. 

Measures  against  placjne. — Rat  traps  were  distributed  in  15,061  houses  and  49,515  traps  were  set.  There 
were  13,699  rats  caught. 

Veterinary  division. — The  veterinarians  of  this  Bureau  examined  8,062  animals  of  various  species  before  their 
admission  to  this  city — 93  cattle  to  be  shipped  to  the  provinces  and  7,321  cattle  of  various  kinds  for  slaughter  at 
the  abattoir.

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Continua  siendo  muy  crecida  la  mortalidad  entre  los  niños  comprendidos  en  el  grupo  de  edades  de  menores 
de  30  dias  á  un  año,  cuya  suma  arroja  la  cifra  de  642  defunciones,  representando  un  63  por  ciento  de  la  mortalidad 
total.  Estas  cifras  anormales  y  desconsoladoras  hace  tiempo  ocupan  la  atención  de  esta  Junta  y  á  disminuirla 
tienden  sus  esfuerzos  difundiendo  en  el  pueblo  prácticas  racionales  y  cuidados  especiales  que  requieren  las  tiernas 
criaturas;  pero  estas  enseñanzas  no  tíin  fácil  y  rápidamente  se  infiltran  en  el  pueblo,  dado  que  toda  innovación 
en  las  costumbres  supone  una  evolución  lenta  y  laboriosa  antes  de  conseguir  su  adopción,  por  lo  (lue  yo  aún  confio 
alcanzar  en  un  porvenir  no  lejano  más  satisfactorios  resultados.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  t'orwurd  herewith  for  your  information  the  rej)ort  of  the  l^oard  of  Health  for  the 
PhiUppine  Islands  and  the  eity  of  Manihi  for  the  month  of  Novemher,  1904,  which  comprises  principally  the 
vital  and  sanitary  statistics  of  the  city  of  Manila. 

The  hirths  registered  during  the  month  were  6()(>,  of  whicli  341)  were  males  and  317  females,  giving  a  hirth 
rate  of  36.91  for  each  1,000  inhahitants. 

One  thousand  and  forty-eight  deaths  occurred  during  the  month,  of  which  957  were  residents  and  91 
transients,  the  death  rate  among  the  former  heing  52.97  i)er  1,000  inhal)itants.  The  most  prevalent  causes  of 
death,  arranged  in  the  order  of  their  freijuency,  are  as  follows:

There  were  96  deaths  among  children  under  30  days  of  age,  490  i)etween  30  days  and  1  year;  which  together 
amount  to  586,  or  56  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  registered  during  the  month  from  smalli)ox  or  bubonic  plague,  but  a  case  of 
glanders  occurred,  followed  with  death.  The  victim  was  a  Filipino  policeman  who  contracted  the  disease  through 
contact  with  a  diseased  horse. 

Of  the  total  of  31  deaths  which  occurred  in  Bilibid  Prison,  16  Avere  caused  by  tuberculosis  and  5  by 
pneumonia,  these  diseases  being  the  two  greater  causes  of  death. 

The  number  of  lepers  throughout  the  Archipelago  amounts  to  3,806,  the  number  of  males  being  almost  twice 
as  many  as  the  females. 

The  insane  of  the  Islands  number  3,930;  the  proportion  between  the  males  and  the  females  does  not  show^ 
any  remarkable  difference  between  both  sexes. 

The  medical  inspectors  and  the  municipal  physicians  visited  in  their  houses,  and  examined  in  the  clinics 
which  have  been  established  in  the  sanitary  stations,  638  poor  patients  and  wrote  for  them  2,889  prescriptions, 
which  were  filled  at  the  municipal  dispensaries. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  eight  hundred  units  of  vaccine  virus  were  received  from  the  Govern- 
ment Serum  Laboratory,  of  which  176,700  were  shipped  to  the  provinces  and  49,100  were  used  by  the  vaccination 
division  and  other  institutions  of  this  city. 

Twenty-five  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  persons  were  vaccinated  in  Manila  during  this  month 
and  8,504  inspections  were  made,  from  which  it  was  ascertained  that  2,346  resulted  successfully  and  6,158  unsuc- 
cessfully. 
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The  sanitary  inspectors  and  assistant  sanitary  inspectors  inspected  3(),791  houses  and  reinspected  9,137. 
Seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  houses  were  verhally  ordered  to  he  cleaned  and  6,676  were 
cleaned.     One  hundred  and  nine  houses  were  disinfected. 

Tliree  thousand  and  ten  yards  were  ordered  to  he  ck'aned  and  2,721  were  cleaned. 
Fourteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-s(»ven  rats  were  caught. 

The  veterinarians  of  this  department  exaniincd,  hefore  their  admission  into  this  city,  (),934  cattle  of  all  kinds; 
60  for  shipment  to  the  provinces  and  6,4()o  hefore  hcing  slaughtered  for  sale  in  the  markets.

Entre  los  niños  menores  de  30  días  fallecieron  9(í,  y  de  30  días  á  un  año  490,  sumando  586,  6  sea  un  56  por 
ciento  casi  de  la  mortalidad  total. 

No  se  ha  registrado  en  esta  capital  en  todo  el  mes  ningún  caso  ni  defunción  á  consecuencia  de  la  viruela  ni 
de  la  peste  hiihonica;  pero  sí  ocurrió  un  caso  de  muermo  seguido  de  defunción;  la  víctima  fué  un  policía  filipino 
que  contrajo  la  enfermedad  por  contagio  de  un  cahallo  enfermo. 

De  las  defunciones  ocurridas  en  la  Cárcel  de  Bilíhid  (|ue  fueron  31  en  su  totalidad,  han  sido  causadas  por  la 
tuherculosis  16  y  neumonia  5,  sumando  estos  los  dos  grupos  mayores  de  causas  de  muerte. 

El  número  de  leprosos  de  todo  el  archipiélago  suma  este  mes  3,806,  figurando  una  proporción  de  varones  casi 
el  doble  á  la  de  las  hembras. 

Los  dementes  en  las  Islas  suman  3,930;  la  proporción  entre  varones  y  hembras  no  acusa  ninguna  notable 
diferencia  entre  uno  y  otro  sexo. 
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Los  médicos  inspectores  y  municipales  visitaron  á  domicilio  y  reconocieron  en  las  clínicas  establecidas  en  las 
estaciones  sanitarias  a  688  enfermos  pobres  á  los  que  se  les  han  prescrito  2,889  recetas  que  se  despacharon  en  los 
dispensarios  municipales. 

8e  recibieron  del  Laboratorio  de  Sueros  del  Gobierno  225, 8(X)  unidades  de  linfa  vacuna,  de  las  cuales  fueron 
enviadas  á  provincias  176,700  unidades  y  49,100  unidades  se  enii)learon  por  la  sección  de  vacunación  y  otras 
instituciones  de  esta  ciudad. 

En  este  mes  han  sido  vacunadas  y  revacunadas  en  Manila  25,725  personas  y  se  verificaron  8,504  inspecciones, 
viniendo  a  saberse  que  dieron  buenos  resultados  2,346  inoculaciones  y  fueron  negativas  6,158.

Sir:  1  have  tlie  lioiior  to  forward  herewitli  for  your  infonnatioii  tlio  following  rcjiort  of  tlie  Board  of  Health 
for  the  Pliilippiiie  Islands  and  tlie  city  of  ^lanihi  for  the  month  of  Deeember. 

There  were  372  male  and  33()  female  cliihlren  recorded  us  born  during  tlui  month,  making  a  total  of  708 
births  registered,  giving  a  birthrate  of  37.97  per  1,000  inhabitants. 

The  deaths  registered  during  this  iuonth  were  915;  of  the^e  894  w(»rii  residents  and  121  transients,  the 
fornuT  giving  a  death  rate  per  1,000  of  42.53.  This  rate,  if  compared  with  that  of  the  previous  month  of  Novem- 
ber, which  was  5^.97,  gives,  in  favor  of  December,  a  mortality  of  —  10.44  or  1(53  deaths  less.  If  the  deaths  which 
occurred  among  the  residents  and  transients  during  each  month  are  consol i(hit(Hl,  the  difference  between  them 
will  l)e  explained  as  follows:  Of  infantile  convulsions  there  were  299  in  l)e(^end)er,  jigainst  353  in  November; 
chroni(i  bronchitis,  38  against  (JO;  diarrhea  and  chronic  enteritis,  30  against  45;  lK?ri-beri,  37  against  45;  con- 
genital debility  and  esclerema,  27  against  41;  acute  bronchitis,  24  against  37;  senile  debility,  22  against  30; 
cchunpsia  (non})uerperal),  11  against  2(1;  malaria,  23  against  24;  organic  diseases  of  heart,  10  against  16; 
cerebral  congestion  and  hemorrhage,  10  against  15;  Bright's  disease,  9  against  14;  tuberculosis  of  the  larynx,  II 
against  12;  tetanus,  8  against  10;  other  special  diseases  of  early  infancy,  8  against  10;  chronic  rheumatism  and 
gout,  ()  against  9;  puerperal  septicemia,  2  against  8;  peritonitis,  simple,  1  against  5;  tuberculosis  of  the  menin- 
ges, 2  against  5;  broncho-pneumonia,  2  against  5;  puerperal  hemorrhage,  4  against  5;  other  diseases  of  the 
stomach,  1  against  4;  acute  nephritis,  3  against  4;  other  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  1  against  3;  epilepsy, 

1  against  2;  intestinal  parasites,  1  against  2;  hernias  and  intestinal  obstructions,  1  against  2.  There  were,  on  the 
other  hand,  during  the  month  of  December,  more  deaths  registered  than  in  Novend)er  from  the  following  causes: 
Eighty-one  died  from  tuberculosis  against  93  in  December ;  meningitis,  simple,  30  against  36 ;  dysentery,  29  against 
31;  other  accidental  traumatisms,  2  against  23;  pneumonia,  9  against  18;  diarrhea  and  enteritis  in  children  under 

2  years  of  age,  13  against  16;  typhcf^l3  ii^iTnst  14  ;  leprosy,  1  against  8.  In  brief,  it  will  be  seen  that  when 
27  causes  of  death  of  December  and  November  are  compared  with  each  other,  it  is  observed  that  there  were 
194  more  deaths  during  the  latter  month,  while  the  comparison  between  8  causes  of  death  registered  in  November 
with  those  of  December  gives  61  more  deaths  in  December;  this  expression  can  be  embodied  in  the  following 
formula:  +  N  —  D  =  194,  -{-B  —  X  =  61,  -f  N  =  133,  which  is  the  total  difference  between  November  and 
December,  including  the  transients. 

By  studying  the  comparative  mortality  of  the  entire  year  which  has  just  ended,  it  is  observed  that  the 
months  of  February  and  March  were  the  most  favorable,  with  a  mortality  of  40.59  and  40.23,  respectively,  the 
lowest  death  rates  registered  during  the  year.  On  the  other  hand,  August,  September,  and  October  show  the 
highest,  the  mortality  reaching  55.28,  58.89,  and  54.53.  January  and  December  had  almost  the  same  death 
rate^-42.64  and  42.53. 

AU  the  tuberculous  patients  of  the  infirmary  of  Bilibid  Prison  were  transferred  to  the  new  hospital  for 
tuberculosis  situated  on  one  of  the  banks  of  the  Pasig  River  in  Calle  Marques  de  Comillas,  where  they  can 
more  properly  be  taken  care  of  and  will  have  more  space  and  purer  atmosphere,  both  so  necessary  ^or  the 
successful  treatment  of  this  fatal  disease. 

The  Woman's  Hospital,  established  in  one  of  the  buildings  of  San  Ijazaro,  was  transferred  to  Calle  Alix, 
in  the  district  of  Sampaloc,  and  the  rooms  which  were  formerly  occupied  by  this  class  of  patients  were  fitted 
to  accommodate  insane  patients,  who  for  lack  of  room  could  not  be  admitted  in  the  quarters  provided  for 
these  unfortunates  in  the  Hospicio  de  San  José. 
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Of  quarantinable  diseases,  a  case  of  bubonic  plague  was  registered,  the  victim  being  a  Chinaman  who  died 
on  the  5th ;  and  two  cases  of  smallpox,  both  in  Tondo,  which  were  sent  to  the  smallpox  hospital  for  isolation  and 
treatment. 

The  municipal  physicians  attended  in  their  houses  446  patients  and  made  1,364  visits.  Two  hundred  and 
sixty-six  patients  called  at  the  clinics  established  in  the  sanitary  stations,  and  they  wore  attended  by  the  medical 
inspectors  and  municipal  physicians  in  773  consultations. 

Two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-six  prescriptions  were  filled  at  the  municipal  dispensaries. 

There  were  24,418  vaccinations  and  revaccinations  performed  in  this  city,  and  10,032  inspections  were 
made,  from  which  it  is  ascertained  that  2,901  resulted  successfully  and  7,231  unsuccessfully. 

Cases  of  smallpox  were  registered  during  this  month  in  the  following  provinces:  llocos  Sur,  10  cases 
and  no  deaths ;  Ambos  Camarines,  3  cases  and  1  death ;  Tayabas,  3  cases  and  1  death ;  and  Negros  Oriental,  46 
cases  and  11  deaths. 

Vaccinations  and  revaccinations  are  now  being  diligently  made  in  the  above  and  other  provinces  to  prevent 
these  small  outbreaks  from  becoming  epidemic  during  the  next  warm  season. 

The  sanitary  inspectors  inspected  2,572  houses  and  reinspected  848  to  verify  whether  the  work  which  had 
been  ordered  to  place  the  same  in  a  sanitary  condition  had  been  carried  out. 

The  assistant  sanitary  inspectors  inspected  22,307  houses  and  reinspected  8,837.  Two  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  two  yards  were  ordered  to  be  cleaned,  and  2,602  were  cleaned. 

Fifteen  thousand  eight  hundred  and  one  rats  were  caught. 

The  disinfecting  brigade  made  121  disinfections  of  houses  where  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  occurred, 
of  stables  where  cases  of  infectious  diseases  among  large  animals  were  registered,  and  of  insanitary  places. 

The  veterinarians  of  this  Bureau  examined  7,626  cattle  of  all  classes  and  38  animals  of  other  species  before 
their  admittance  into  the  city,  40  cattle  for  their  shipment  to  the  provinces,  and  6,426  before  being  slaughtered 
at  the  abattoir  for  the  supply  of  this  city.

Señor:  Tengo  el  honor  de  remitir  á  usted  para  su  información  el  siguiente  report  de  la  Junta  de  Sanidad 
de  las  Islas  Filipinas  y  de  la|  ciudad  de  Manila  correspondiente  al  mes  de  Diciembre  último. 

Se  han  inscrito  372  nacidos  pertenecientes  al  sexo  masculino  y  336  al  femenino,  sumando  un  total  de  708 
nacimientos  registrados,  los  cuales  arrojan  un  promedio  de  natalidad  por  mil  habitantes  de  37.97. 

Las  defunciones  registradas  en  todo  este  mes  han  sido  915,  de  estas,  794  fueron  residentes  y  121  transeu- 
tes,  arrojando  los  primeros  un  promedio  de  mortalidad  por  mil  de  42.53.  Este  promedio  comparado  con  el  del 
mes  de  Noviembre  anterior  que  fué  de  52.97,  resulta  á  favor  de  Diciembre  con  —  10.44  de  mortalidad,  ó 
bien  con  163  defunciones  menos.  Y  englobando  uno  y  otro  mes,  la  diferencia  se  explica  así:  Convulsiones 
infantiles  en  Diciembre,  229  contra  353  en  Noviembre;  bronquitis  crónica,  38  contra  60;  diarrea  y  enteritis 
crónica,  36  contra  45;  beri-beri,  37  contra  45;  debilidad  congenita  y  esclerema,  27  contra  41;  bronquitis  aguda, 
24  contra  37;  debilidad  senil,  22  contra  30;  eclampsia  no  puerpueral,  11  contra  26,  malaria,  23  contra  24; 
eiifermedades  orgánicas  del  corazón,  10  contra  16;  congestión  cerebral  y  hemorragia,  10  contra  15;  mal  de 
Bright,  9  contra  14;  tuberculosis  de  la  laringe,  11  contra  12;  tétanos,  8  contra  10;  otras  enfermedades  espe- 
ciales de  la  infancia,  8  contra  10;  reumatismo  crónico  y  gota,  6  contra  9;  septicemia  puerpueral,  2  contra  8; 
peritonitis  simple,  1.  contra  5 ;  tuberculosis  de  las  meninges,  2  contra  5 ;  bronco-neumonia,  2  contra  5 ;  hemo- 
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rragia  puerpueral,  4  contra  5;  otras  afecciones  del  estómago,  1  contra  4;  nefritis  aguda,  3  contra  4;  otras 
enfermedades  del  sistema  nervioso,  1  contra  3;  epilepsia,  1  contra  2;  parásitos  intestinales,  1  contra  2; 
hernias  y  obstrucciones  intestinales,  1  contra  2.  En  cambio  en  el  mes  de  Diciembre  se  registraron  mayor 
número  de  las  siguientes  causas  de  muerte  que  en  Noviembre;  pues  fallecieron  á  consecuencia  de  tuberculosis 
pulmonar,  81  contra  93  en  Diciembre;  meningitis  simple,  30  contra  36;  disenteria,  29  contra  31;  otros  accidentes 
traumáticos,  2  contra  23;  neumonia,  9  contra  18;  diarrm  y  enteritis  en  menores  de  2  años,  13  contra  16; 
tifoidea,  13  contra  14 ;  lepra,  1  contra  8.  Resumiendo,  se  vé  que  en  27  causas  de  muerto  cotejadas  entre  Diciem- 
bre y  Noviembre,  resulta  que  en  este  mes  últimamente  citado  hubo  194  defunciones  más,  mientras  que  8  causas 
de  muerte  registradas  en  Diciembre  puertas  en  cotejo  con  las  mismas  de  Noviembre,  acusan  61  defunciones 
más  en  Diciembre,  cuya  expresión  puede  sintetizarse  en  la  siguiente  fónnula:  -f  N  — D  =194,  +  D  —  N  =  61, 
+  N  =  133,  que  es  la  diferencia  total  de  defunciones  observadas  entre  Noviembre  y  Diciembre,  incluidos  los 
transeúntes. 

Considerada  la  mortalidad  comparada  de  todo  el  año  que  ha  finado,  se  observa  que  los  meses  de  Febrero  y 
Marzo  fueron  los  más  favorecidos,  con  una  mortalidad  de  40.59  y  40.23  respectivamente,  las  más  bajas  observada^í 
en  todo  el  año.     En  cambio  Agosto,  Septiembre  y  Octubre  fueron  los  peores,  ascendiendo  la  mortalidad  á  65.28, 
58.89  y  54.53.     Enero  y  Diciembre  acusaron  casi  el  mismo  promedio  de  mortalidad,  42.64  y  42.53. 

Para  el  mejor  cuidado  de  los  enfermos  tuberculosos  que  se  hallaban  en  la  enfermería  de  las  prisiones  de 
Bilíbid  y  con  el  objeto  de  tenerlos  en  un  local  más  amplio  y  en  una  atmósfera  más  pura,  cual  se  requiere  para 
obtener  algún  resultado  en  el  tratamiento  de  tan  mortífera  enfermedad,  han  sido  trasladados  todos  aquellos 
pacientes  á  una  casa  situada  á  orillas  del  Pasig  en  la  calle  Marqués  de  Comilhia. 

El  Hospital  de  mujeres  establecido  en  uno  de  los  edificios  de  San  Lázaro  fué  trasladado  á  la  calle  de  Alix 
en  el  distrito  de  Sampaloc,  y  las  salas  que  aquellas  ocupaban  se  habilitaron  para  recluir  á  los  dementes  que  no 
cabían  en  las  cuadras  que  tienen  dispuestas  para  estos  desgraciados  on  el  Hospicio  d(5  San  José. 

De  las  enfermedades  cuarentenables  se  ha  registrado  un  caso  de  peste  bubónica  en  el  distrito  de  Santa 
Cruz,  cuya  víctima  fué  un  chino  que  falleció  el  día  5 ;  de  viruela  hubo  dos  casos,  ambos  ocurridos  en  el  dristrito 
de  Tondo,  que  fueron  enviados  al  hospital  de  variolosos  para  su  curación  y  aislamiento. 

Los  médicos  municipales  presentaron  asistencia  domiciliaria  á  440  enfermos  pobres  é  hiciéronles  1,364  visi- 
tas. En  las  clínicas  establecidas  en  las  estaciones  sanitarias  acudieron  266  pacientes  que  fueron  atendidos  por 
los  médicos  inspectores  y  municipales  en  773  consultas. 

Dos  mil  novecientos  noventa  y  seis  recetas  fueron  despachadas  en  los  dispensarios  municipales. 

Se  practicaron  24,418  vacunaciones  y  revacunaciones  en  la  capital  y  se  verificaron  10,032  inspecciones,  viniendo 
á  saberse  que  se  obtuvieron  2,901  resultados  positivos  y  7,231  negativos. 

En  este  mes  se  registraron  casos  de  viruela  en  las  Provincias  de  llocos  Sur,  10  casos  sin  ninguna  defunción; 
Ambos  Camarines,  3  casos  con  una  defunción;  Tayabas  3  casos  con  una  defunción;  y  Negros  Occidental,  46 
casos  con  11  defunciones. 

Se  están  practicando  activamente  en  tales  provincias  y  en  otras  las  vacunaciones  y  revacunaciones,  en  previ- 
sión de  que  en  la  estación  de  calores  que  se  aproxima  puedan  tomar  incremento  estos  chispazos  que  hoy  se 
apuntan. 

Los  inspectores  sanitarios  inspeccionaron  2,572  casas  y  reinspeccionaron  848  para  comprobar  si  se  cumplie- 
ron las  obras  mandadas  llevar  á  cabo  para  la  salubridad  de  las  mismas. 

Los  sanitarios  inspeccionaron  22,307  casas  y  reinspeccionaron  8,837.  Se  mandaron  limpiar  2,802  patios 
y  se  limpiaron  2,602. 

Se  cogieron  15,801  ratas. 

La  brigada  de  desinfección  verificó  121  desinfecciones  en  las  casas  donde  han  ocurrido  enfermedades  infec- 
ciosas, en  los  establos  donde  se  registraron  casos  de  enfermedades  infecciosas  del  ganado  mayor,  y  locales  poco 
higiénicos. 

Los  veterinarios  de  este  Bureau  reconocieron  7,626  reses  de  todas  clases  y  38  animales  de  especies  distintas, 
previa  su  introducción  en  esta  capital ;  40  reses  de  ganado  vacuno  para  su  envío  á  provincias,  y  6,426  d^tinadas 
al  matadero  para  el  abastecimiento  de  esta  ciudad.
